The blossom. hat, one 
inass of posies; the blue hat, perhaps 
the leader; the bamboo hat, a new 
and popular kind of straw; the bell- 
shaped hat, a smart little affair of the 
shape implied by its name 
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THereE Has Been Mucw Atarm in America over 
the growing public sentiment in favor of preparedness. 
The pacificists are bitter in their opposition and are de- 
termined that militarism will not gain the upper hand in 
‘merica. As in all matters there are enthusiasts on both 
sides who need to be checked. It would be fatal to a 
republic like ours to permit the military and naval groups 
in the nation to execute unchecked, any and all plans they 
may formulate. America has learned that lesson from 
the brutal slavery of the Prussian system. On the other 
hand the pacificists have a strong moral argument; ulti- 
mately they have right on their side and from.a moral 
point of view the pacificist view ought to be the world 


view. There ought to be peace on earth and good will 
among men. There should be no trained armies and 
equipped navies for purposes of aggression. Boundary 


lines must exist; but pacific feeling would abolish terri- 
torial fortifications and armies would not be needed for 
defense. But this is a dream! We. live in a world of 
evil men captivated by evil motives and governed by evil 
ileas. While there is danger of aggression and military 
conquest it is the duty of every nation to be prepared to 
meet the aggressor. It is a good thing for the country 
after all to have a military party and a pacificist propa- 
ganda. Each serves as an efficient check upon the other 
so that the country will eventually have an efficient navy 
and army without turning over the destinies of the coun- 
try to a military propaganda. 

“Bur THE ONE Great THINe that has impressed me 
on this trip is the crying need that my own countrymen 
shall wake up, take heed and do every one his whole duty 
toward preparedness for war in the United States. There 
is no use in looking round and failing to find any enemy 
able to attack us in the next 20 years; we need all that 
20 years to make any showing of ability to defend our- 
selves.” Thus spoke Herbert H. White of Boston, last 
Saturday, in the course of an interview given when he 
landed in New York. Mr. White was the business, man- 
ager of two successive Haryard surgical units which have 


ecne abroad to serve at a British base hospital in France.

ONE OF THe Most INGENIUS co-operative plans for 
raising funds is now being tried by an organization in 
ivverett, There is a debt of nearly $12,000 and the finance 
committee proposes to raise the money by selling 480 
shares at twenty-five dollars each. The owner of each | 
share is pledged by his purchase to contribute one dollar - 
each month until the amount has been paid in. If the 
plan works, and there is no reason why it should not 
work well, at the end of twenty-five months the debt will 
have been automatically removed. The principle is like 
tvat used by individuals by purchasing shares in a co- 
operative bank. In this case it is co-operative saving by 
an organization for a definite purpose. 

Tur Recent Storm has proven an expensive one - 
especially to the railroads in New England. Despite the 
efficient way in which the storm was combatted it has , 
been necessary for one railroad to put an embargo upon 
freight receipts, temporarily, while another railroad has 
been forced to call upon outside railroads for engines to 
help in the emergency.

“Trp MInistry oF Mirth” SuBjEct 
oF LECTURE BY: Rev. W. H. 
BRANNIGAN. 


{ Bare Manchester Woman’s club held

object, which was, as he frankly said, 
to entertain his listeners and to make 
them forget their troubles and per- 
plexities in these troublous and per. 
plexing times. —

At the outset the speaker averred 
that the sense of humor is a posses- 
sion for which to thank God, and that 


the ministry is rich in that possession. 


There are perils and dangers in laugh- 
ter, however, especially in the minis- 
try. It was in connection with this 
point that Mr. Brannigan told a story 
about Sidney Smith, ‘‘the mad wag,” 
of England, who had a brother a8 
sober as he was merry. The brother 
was also a clergyman and a very 
popular one, and of them both Smith 
said that they contradicted the laws 
of gravitation, for his brother had 
risen by his gravity, while he, him- 
self, had fallen by his levity. 


Henry Ward Beecher was one of 


the cheerful type of preachers and 
there are probably. more anecdotes — 


clustering about his head than about 
any other figure in the ministry. One 
Aas is told of an experience of the 

Brooklyn preacher when he went to 
New Haven to deliver an address at 
Yale. He dropped into a little barber 
shop and the barber observing that he 
was a preacher, although not recog-

The Lord looked af- 
ter his poor, the devil looked after his 
poor, but the poor devil had to look 
after himself. 

Of quite a different character was ~ 
the humor of Ralph Waldo Emerson, 
who was also a minister at one time.

Theodore Parker and Emerson of the 
approaching end of the world, When 
Emerson was informed of the fact, — 
he shrugged his shoulders and said _ 
in his gentle way: “Well, never mind, 
we can do without it.”

LECTURE ON Passion Pray at Mas- 
NOLIA CHURCH. 

The Village church was filled to 
capacity last Sunday evening when 
Fraulein Marie Mayer of Oberam- 
mergau gave her memorable talk on 
her home and on the Passion Play, in 
which she has taken part three times, 
the last time as Mary Magdalene, At 
the outset she spoke of the happy, 
carefree life in the little mountain 
village and of the disappointment she 
felt in giving it up when she was sent 
away to a convent school. During 
her two years at school, however, she 
met so-many delightful persons .who 
became her lifelong friends that she 
found the. experience both pleasant 
and profitable. Such was the case, 
too, when she. was. later sent to Eng- 
land. 

Thirty years ago Fraulein Mayer's 
mother had ambitions to take the part 
and although 
this was denied her, thirty years later 
her daughter took that part in the 


Passion Play of 1910. 


Fraulein . -Mayer told her own 
interesting . experiences in studying 
and preparing herself for this im- 
portant part. It was in England that 
she studied dramatic art. which has 
helped to fit her. In addition to his- 
trionic ability, a fine, high character 
is demanded by the. committee at 


R.E. Henderson ~ 


Oberammergau that chooses the cast 
for the play. It is considered a great 
honor to take part and the speaker 
told much that was interesting about 
the lives of such men as Andrew 
Lang (who took the character of 
Christus) when they are preparing 
for the performance. The part de- 
mands exceptional physical as well .is 
mental strength. 

After talking for about half an 
hour, the speaker continued her lec- 
ture with stereopticon views of the 
Passion Play.

Massachusetts is the first state to 
iiake provision in a separate State 
department for extension instructien 
to mem and women who have not had

The Cer- 
respondence-study Division is the 
first to be organized in the depart- 
ment, and the first bulletin is now 
ready for distribution. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
University Extension, as established 
by the Legislature, -is a university 
without massive buildings — situated 
upon a campus of a few acres, and 
without competing athletic teams. it 
iS an institution whose campus is the 
State itself, and whose purpose is is 
better prepare the men and women of 
Massachusetts for the great competi- 
tion in life. 

The opportunities for the Exten- 
sion Department are almost limitless. 
One of the most interesting proposed 
pieces of work is the course in Civics 
for New Americans. There are 
thousands of immigrant wage earners 
in Massachusetts who do not’ have 
the opportunity to receive instruction 
in citizenship in the elementary re- 
quirements for naturalization. The 
recent. Immigration Commission of 
Massachusetts pointed out this need 
as being urgent, 

James A. Moyer, Director, Depart- 
ment of University Extension, State 
House, Boston, and his corps of 
sistants are now ready to receive en- 
rolments and start instruction. Civic 
Associations, Men’s clubs, school of- 
ficials, libraries, and other organiza- 
tions are invited to co-operate in 
bringing this service to those who 
need it, 

The bulletin announces sixty-six 
correspondence. courses offered to 
residents of Massachusetts.

North Shore residents were shocked to learn of the 
death in Philadelphia Sunday night, following a short 
illness, of Clarence Howard Clark, Jr., for the last seven 
or eight years a summer resident of West Mancheste*. 
The family is one of the most prominent in the Man- 
chester colony, being big entertainers, especially on their 
magnificently appointed yacht ‘Savarona,’ one. .of the 
4nest in North Shore waters. Mr. Clark was a member 
cf the banking house of E. W. Clark & Co. and the son 
of the late Clarence Howard Clark, also a Philadelphia 
banker. He was a native of Philadelphia. His mother 
was Amie Hampton Westcott Clark. 

The Evening Telegram (Philadelphia), of Monday, 
contained the following account: “C. Howard Clark, Jr., 
‘member of the well-known banking firm of E. W. Clark 
& Go., of this city, and president of the Centennial Na- 
tional Bank, died suddenly last night at the Pineland 
clubhouse in Garnett, S.C. Mr. Clark was 54 years old. 
His home was in Devon, to which he moved from 4200 
Spruce street. Mr. Clark was in good health on Satur- 
day morning wher he left Philadelphia for a gunning 
trip. He intended to make a gunning lodge on the out- 
skirts of Garnett his headquarters during his stay in the 
Southern State. Last night, while in the ‘clubhouse he 
was stricken with apoplexy.

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Fashion and Household Suggestions 


I’here and When to Use Smocking. 
F all the new trimmings the last 
year has brought, none has been 

more quickly recognized as worthy of 

wide use than smocking. Taken from 
the English employment, it is. still 
very applicable to our American 
clothes and may be used on almost 
every possible sort of a garment from 

baby’s frock to mamma’s lingerie, !t 

has these advantages, that it is a trim- 

ming that is at once effective and 
simple, that it is easy to do, and that 
it is not injured by laundering. 

It seems that children’s clothes 
were never so dainty and charming 
as they are now—and on almost all 
of them there appears at least a touch 
of smocking. One delightful little 
frock for the wee lady is, in fact, an 
exact reproduction of an English car- 
ter’s smock. It is made of a sheer, 
white material, fastens part way down 
the front, and has a round collar and 
long sleeves. The smocking on this 
little gown is in a wide band just be- 
low the yoke in back and in front, on 
the sleeves at top and wrist; and 
feather-stitching adorns the collar. 
Gaily colored threads are used for 
the smocking and the feather-stitch- 
ing is done in the most prominent 
color. 

Another play frock is hand-smocked 
on each side of the front fastening, 
and has collar and cuffs of white. 
Rompers, too, may be given original 
variations by a discreet use of smock- 
ing in blue or pink. Tan chambray 
rompers were quite “dressed up” with 
smocking in darker brown. 

For the little sister, who is going to 
dancing school and to her first parties, 
the question of pretty dresses is no 
unimportant one. Her frocks must 
be pretty—or what good in parties? 
For the mother who does not want to 
see her little daughter wearing the 
trimmings and irodels of the older 
sisters, smocking solves the problem. 


One little model for the girl up to 
sixteen years old was smocked around 
the low, round neck and the short, 
puffed sleeves and the raised waist- 
line. There was no other trimming, 
and the dress, which was in itself of 
charming, soft material, was very suc- 
cessful. The smocking in this case 
was of self color, but many times a 
contrasting or harmonizing shade of 
thread may be used to advantage. 

Since the rousing welcome garden 
smocks received last summer at the 
hands of fickle woman, smocking has 
been used on all sorts of blouses and 
gowns as well. It is a well chosen 
adornment and shows every indica- 
tion of remaining in favor, at least 
through the coming spring and sum- 
mer. 

Feather-stitching and  smocking 
come hand in hand to make an other- 
wise ordinary blouse of batiste quire 
distinctive. Triangles of the smock- 
ing in blue have been done on the 
shoulders in front and about the 
wrist to head the full ruffles that fall 
over the hand. Feather-stitching has 
been done up the fastening band :n 
front and around all hems; that 1s 
on collar and wrist ruffles. Colored 
blouses, smocked in self shades have 
appeared in the smart shops and the 
typical garden smock of last season 1s 
again on the books for spring and 
southern wear. A smock of shantung 
silk, worked in brown, and. with a 
brown belt is especially practical and 
becoming. 


Lingerie, Too 
INGERIE, too, has come under the 
spell of smocking, and chemises 
and nightrobes are more than usually 
attractive when this simple trimming 
is used. An interesting crepe de chine 
robe has smnocking about the empire 
waistline and on the shoulders. The 
deep V neck and full, short sleeves 
are finished with bemstitched bands,

The Why and How 
of Using Sour Milk. 


MILK has long been known as a 

food rich in thee nutritive values 
most needed by the system. Its com- 
position is largely water with mineral 
iratter, lactose, fat and proteid in 
quantities ranking as in order given. 
The fat is about the only varying 
quantity and upon its presence de- 
pends the quality of the milk. A 
gern floating in the air attacks the 
lactose in the milk, producing lactic 
acid, which in turn acts upon the pro- 
teid and precipitates it, and the milk 
has, as we say, “soured.” The curd 
and whey thus formed are . valuable in 
cooking, the whey containing water 
salts and sugar. Many a delicious 


and economical recipe has been con- 


cocted from sour milk. 

The principal saving in the use of 
sour milk in cookery is in the number 
of eggs necessary. The following 
rule for Graham Muffins contains no 
eggs: 

11-4 cup graham flour, 1 cup flour, 1 
cup sour milk, 1-3 cup molasses, 3-4 tea- 


spoon soda, 7 teaspoon salt. Mix and 
sift dry ingredients; add milk to molasses;

Despite the inadvisability of dis- 
turbing Justice Hughes in his work as a Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court there is a growing sentiment in his 
favor all over the country. It is believed, and the judg- 
ments would probably prove true, that Justice Hughes 
could successfully reunite the republican party. The old 
line republicans and the progressives would hail him as. 
leader if he would permit the use of his name. Justice 
Ilughes has acted wisely in refusing to become a candi- 
date and in forbidding his name to be used by certain: 
siates in their primary elections. But when the conven- 
tion does convene and the candidates for the presidency 
have been carefully considered, and if the national commit- 
tee decides to support Hughes and the convention nom- 
inates him, can he refuse such a signal honor? Such 
nomination could not be refused! While Hughes refuses 
to become a candidate it is nevertheless a fact that he 
must be considered. ‘There are many objections to select- 
ing a judge from the Supreme Court for the presidency. 
It is the policy of our national form of government to 
keep the executive and judicial branches separate from 
each other. There is a danger that a position on the 
Supreme Beach may become a stepping stone and the 
members of the court will be unintentionally coloring 
their opinions by their political aspirations.

Tue Crry oF Boston has. been making a through in- 
vestigation of its school perils from fire. All of the 
:chools in the city have been inspected by competent men 
and recomvrendations made concerning each individual 
school. The methods proposed have been sane. Instead 
of making sweeping recommendations involving great ex- 
pense and not meeting local conditions, a special study 
has been made of each situation and particular recom- 
tiendations made for the individual school. The plans 
are exhaustive and scientific and if ail the plans are car- 
ried out at the end of three years all of the schools will 
have been provided with fire protective apparatus, and 
fire hazards eliminated and exits carefully provided for 
rapid egress in event of fire. 


Tuk CLERGYMEN of the City of Beverly are suggest- 
ing the appointment of a local board of censors to pass 
upon the films to be exposed at the moving picture estab- 
lishments.

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Tuere Have Been ‘Hose in public life who have 


claimed that Americans have no right to embarrass their 


government in time of war by taking passage upon bellig- 
erent ships. Morally this may be true. American citi- 
zens ought to be careful of their conduct and in the in- 
terests of safety embark only upon neutral ships if they 
must travel abroad. This is a moral obligation that 
should be lived up to. It is another question, however, 
when the United States government surrenders the recog- 
nized international privileges involved. It would be a 
mistake for this government to forbid Americans from 
embarking upon belligerent ships. It would be the sur- 
rendering of neutral rights. These rights must be main- 
tained. Americans as individuals should heed the lessons 
taught by the disasters of the past, but the government 
should not intervene and forbid Americans from sailing 
en such ships as they may choose.. America must insist 
upon neutral rights and sustain its citizens in the exercise 
of those rights; but caution and good sense ought to in- 
spire American travelers to take neutral ships even if the 
law is not enacted. 


Tue SuBMARINE Perit, has not been checked as yet, 
but the last note from Germany concerning the Lusitania 
is a long step forward. In fact it ought to end the nego- 
tiations concerning that particular disaster. The entrance 
of the submarine has endangered the existing internation- 
al laws and for a while it looked as though the central 
powers were prepared to reject them. The acceptance 
of the United States’ position on the Lusitania question 
bas a larger meaning than the mere payment of indem- 
It means that Germany has yielded the point ua- 
der discussion and acknowledges the justice of existing 
international laws concerning the right of attack and 
search. It is a mighty principle and worth fighting for. 
President Wilson has gained his point, despite Bryan’s 
eran withdrawal, and the incident is practically 
ended, 


Tue Famous New Haven Tria is ended after 
three months’ exacting work, and six directors are ac- 
quitted and five discharged, the jury having disagreed. 
The results of the trial are disappointing, for the ques- 
tion is still left open. Five men have not been acquitted ; 
there has been a disagreement. If there had been an ac- 
quittal possible for all of the men the case would have 
been ended. As it now stands there is a possibility of a 
new trial with all that it means in labor, expense, and 
care. The case is left unsettled with suspicions of gutit 
resting upon the men not acquitted.

population of about 3000, and over 
4000 for six months of the year. .

OLDEST AMERICAN DATED 
ANTIQUITY MADE 100 B. C. 


SMALL stone statuette found 
near Vera Cruz, Mexico, which 
has been in the possession of the U. 
S. National Museum since 1903, has 
recently been identified as the oldest 
known dated antiquity in America. 
Its ancient Mayan glyphic inscrip- 
tions show that it was made 100 
years before Christ, which is the old- 
est date atthenticated in the New 
World. 
This unique image was originally 
found in 1902 by a peon while plow- 


ing in the district of San Andres’ 


Tuxtla near the Gulf of Mexico, 
about 100 miles southeast of Vera 
Cruz, Mexico, and came to the Mu- 
seum, through the courtesy of Mr. R. 
EF. Ulbricht, the next year, It 1s com- 
posed of very hard grayish-green 
stone, a variety of nephrite or jade, 
carved into a rounded conical form, 
about 6% inches in height and 3%4 
inches in diameter at the base. Its 
general outlines give the impression 
of an old Mexican idol or priest in a 
cape or cassock. The upper part rep- 
resents a human head with a some- 
what pointed bald crown, with well 
defined though primitively cut fea-

tures. The lower part of the face is 
covered with a mask, in appearance 
resembling the bill of a duck, carved 
in relief and extending down over the 
chest like a beard. ‘The cheeks and 
ears are outlined by a conventional 
scroll design, which lends a genial ex- 
pression to the face. The idea of a 
cassock or other loose garment is de- 
stroyed when the figure is examined 
closely, for the bird-like form is fur- 
ther emphasized by the wings cover- 
ing the sides of the figure, the lower 
margins of which are carved to repre- 
sent feathers. Beneath the wings the 
outlines of a bird’s feet and legs are 
engraved, 


On the front, back, and sides of 
this little figure are the peculiar char- 
acters, called glyphs, in which the 
early inhabitants of southern Mexico 
and the northern part of Central 
America, known as the Maya, wrote 
and recorded their early history and 
achievements. So far only calendric 
parts of the ancient inscriptions of 
the Maya have been deciphered, the 
chronological skeleton of Maya his- 
tory, as it were, stripped of the events 
themselves. Thirty years ago Maya 
inscriptions were a sealed book, and 
yet today we read of the rise and fall 
of the several cities in relation to one 
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another, and ‘elien the course a the 
native development even though we 
cannot fill in the background. The 
nature of the several inscriptions is 
of course. similar to more recent writ- 
ings of this prehistoric race, yet. the 
forms of the particular characters are 
so elemental that only the date signs 
or numbers are translatable. 

In determining the date on this fig- 
ure, however, a most valuable clue or 
index to further research and investi- 
gation is gained by students of Amer- 
ican archeology, the locality of the 
find gives a hint to further excavation 
there in the hope of locating more 
relics and possibly establishing the 
location of another settlement of 
some branch of the Maya race. 

The figurine in its conception and 
execution is well within the range of 
ancient Mexican or Mayan achieve- 
ment, and presents no features sug- 
gestive of foreign origin or influence. 

The general shape was evidently 
laboriously worked out from a_ block 
of irregular conical outline, by peck- 
ing with stone hammers, the uneven- 
tess of the surface, especially on the 
front and back, never having been 
fully removed, although the stone -is 
well polished. The under surface 
shows the characteristic markings 
produced by primitive methods of 
sawing hard stone before the dis- 
covery of metals, Broad _ shallow 
lines trace the composite features of 
the man and bird, and establish the 
fact that the polishing was done after 
they were cut. All the glyphs, how- 
ever, were added after the shaping of 
the various features of the image 
was completed and the surface 
polished. The engraving of the 
hieroglyphics on the hard polished 
surface was not easy, as is shown by 
the narrow and uneven scratches

image has been shown by Sylvanus 
G. Morley, of the Carnegie Institu- 
tion of Washington, to indicate a

as they did, at a time when the whole 
world has only silghtly recovered 
from the first horror of the carnage 
in Europe, the words of Mr. Colyer 
made an undeniable impression on 
his audience. He said that tne pros- 
pects of world peace were very poor 
if they depended on the advocacy ef 
those who ceased preaching peace as 
soon as they were confronted by the 
reality of war. He was not afraid of 
the taunt of “peace. at any price.” It 
was always cheap and easy to talk 
war, but the blessing of peace would 
have to be paid for, like all the liber- 
ties and benefits already gained for 
humanity, by the pioneers who were 
willing to run risks for their ideal. 
One of the first things to be done 
was to make people realize what war 
really involved; and he used the con- 
ditions in England as an illustration. 
He gave instances of the inroads 
made, under the “Defence of the 
Realm” regulations, upon the rights 
of British subjects to life and liberty; 
he deplored the campaign of slander 
which is being conducted by certain 
sections of the British press and by 
certain capitalistic interests, against 
the British workingmen who have al- 
ready surrendered right after right 
in order that munitions of war may 
be manufactured at top speed; he 
showed how the depletion of the male

market at the end of the war; 150,000 
men had already been killed in action, 
to say nothing of the scores of thou- 
sands of blinded and maimed humin 
wrecks who could never hope to sup- 


port a home in the future. The ques- 
tion of the population for the future 
was a very disquieting one, but it had 
to be faced; and some of the sug- 
gested solutions were degrading to 
womanhood and to the highest ideals 
of marriage. 

Finally organized religion in every 
country at war was being discredited 
hy the abandonment by the majority ~ 
of the religious leaders of the gospel 
which they ordinarily preached, and 
by a reversion to the idea of tribal 
gods.

Representative Harry Foster of 
Magnolia has filed with the clerk of 
the House three automobile petitions 
of the National Automobile associa- 
tion.

‘“Niacoochee Mound” Investigated 


(Article Furnished by Smithsonian Institution, Washington) 


N excavating party under the di- 

rection of, Mr. F. W. Hodge of 
the Bureau of American Ethnology 
and Mr. George G. Heye of the Mu- 
seum of.the American Indian, New 
York, investigated the so-called Na- 
coochee Mound in White County, 
Georgia, during the past summer, and 
found it to be of comparatively recent 
origin, having been made by the 
Cherokee Indians and not abandoned 
by them until the 19th century. This 
information comes as a direct blow to 
many natives of Georgia who have 
for years cherished the belief that this 
particular mound dated back to the 
days of the Spanish conquest, and 
was connected intimately. with the 
beautiful legend inspired by the writ- 
ing of a well-known Georgian, whose 
publications were taken too literally. 

Mr. Hodge states that the word 
“Nacoochee” is not identifiable by 
the Cherokees as belonging to their 
language, and that by no means does 
‘it signify in. any Indian tongue “the 
evening star,” as has been “claimed. 
~ Without intending to be iconoclastic, 
the ethnologists ‘feel that the truth 
concerning this long held ‘‘mysterious”’ 
mound should be cleared up, both for 
the sake of American history, and for 
the purpose of differentiating between 
fact and fiction. It is now known 
that there is nothing mysterious aboitt 
it, its history does not cover a very 
long period, and there is no ground 
for believing that this or any other 
mound in the United States was rear- 
ed by people other than our Indians. 

The legend of Nacoochee, Sautee, 
and Yonah, of Indian “kings” and 
“queens,” and of the reputed visit of 
DeSoto to this locality in the 16th cen- 
tury, is purely imaginary; it is no- 
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wise Indian in character or concept, 
nor is it even based on an Indian 
story, and needless to say, nothing 
was found by the excavators in the 
nound, which, by the wildest flight of 
imagination, could give credence to 
these fairy tales. 

The archeological investigations of 
the Nacoochee ‘mound, which stands 
on the property of Dr. L. G. Hard- 
man of Commerce, Ga., were under- 
taken jointly by the Bureau of Amer- 
ican Ethnology of tne Smithsonian 
Institution, and the Museum of the 
American Indian, sometimes called 
the Heye-Museum, of New York. 
The top of the mound which was 
leveled for cultivation some 30 years 
ago, now forms an irregular circle 
varying in its diameter from 67 feet 
io 83 feet. From the field in which 
the mound stands to the top is just a 
little over 17 feet, while the circum- 
ference. atthe basexis 41osteet. ltrs 
evident, however, that the size of the 
mound has changed somewhat by cul- 
tivation since its abandonment by the 
Cherokees, not only as to height, but 
aiso in the extent of its slopes at the 
base. 

Following the custom of the Indi- 
ans of the South, the Cherokees built 
this mound, partly for donicile and 
partly for cemetery purposes, by pil- 
ing up the rich alluvial soil from the 
adjacent fields. They did not rear it 
all at one time; generation after gen- 
eration is represented by the stratifi- 
cation exposed in the excavation, and 
bodies buried at different levels with 
undisturbed earth above them. The 
presence of fire-pits and the evidences 
of fires throughout the varying levels, 
and the finding of some objects pro- 
cured from the white man in the up- 


_per part and near the surface on the 


slopes, but not in the lower levels, in- 
dicate that the mound was built up 
gradually, and extended well into the 
modern historical period, which fact 
1s supported by the statements of old- 
est inhabitants of the Nacoochee val- 
ley. 

The graves of seventy-five indivi- 
duals were unearthed at levels vary- 
ing from near the top to below the 
criginal base of the mound. Most of 
the graves were unmarked, but in 
some of them there were stone imple- 
ments, shells or shell ornaments, 
smoking pipes, pottery vessels and 
similar objects. Nearly all the skele- 
tal remains were so greatly decom- 
posed that preservation or measure- 
ment was impossible, but an interest- 
ing fact was established when it was 
discovered that usually the indivi- 
duals were buried with their heads 
pointed in the direction of the sun- 
rise. 

Near the very base of the mound 
two graves were found to have been 
encased and covered with slabs of 
stone, and in one of them a beautiful 
efhgy vase of painted pottery, the 
only piece of painted ware found in 
the mound, was recovered. The type 
of this vessel and the stone graves 
themselves suggest the possible accu- 
pancy of the site by Indians before 
the settlement of the Cherokees in 
this locality. 

The large number of smoking pipes 
of pottery made in many designs and 
shapes and the amount of broken pot- 
tery found here form the most re- 
markable features of the excavations. 
But little ornamentation, except in the 
case of the single painted vessel, was

THERE Has Been Hep this week in the City of 
Boston a convention of the American Forestry associa- 
tion, and for three days the problems of the care of 
forests and of reforestation have been discussed. Amer- 
ica has fortunately awakened to the perils of wasteful 
cutting of timber and has begun to make a careful study 
of forestry methods. The North Shore has been well 
represented at this gathering. This district is particularly 
interested in preserving the forest growths because of 
their asset as a summer attraction. The shore and wood- 
lund combined are unusual along the Atlantic coast, and 
yet here we are blessed with a matchless sea coast and an 
enviable growth of standing timber. The Shore recog- 
nizes the value of such growths and will not permit 
thoughtless, mercenary destruction. The lesson the North 
Shore has learned concerning the preservation of its wood- 
lands is being learned by other sections and such organ- 
izations as the American Forestry association are doing 
much to stimulate interest in this subject, educate the 
public and inspire worthy legislative actions looking to the 
protection of standing timber and the development of 
progressive reforestation plans. 


THE Most SIGNIFICANT STATEMENT made by W. T. 
Colyer at the Manchester Brotherhood Monday night was 
that at the time of the outbreak of the war there were 
iternational interlocking directorates conserving the in- 
terests of the firms developing the armament and ex- 
plosive manufacturers.

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aim and desire of the human family and that ideal ought — 


never to be neglected. There was a time in the history of 
the struggle against wilderness when man’s life was not 


safe because of the dangers from the beasts of the field, — 


and man was forced to arm himself not because he wish- 
cd to live in an atmosphere of fighting, but because it was 
the necessity of the situation. When facing the tiger, 
peace ideals are less valuable than a rifle. It is to be re- 
cretted that the world of men cannot learn to live peace- 
ably. 
sible. Arms for aggression can never be the desire or the 
ideal of Americans, but if aggression ever took place 
within the borders or along the coast line there could be 
but one thing to do and that is defend home and hearth 
to the end. Peace, America wishes; peace it desires ;— 
but not at any price. There are questions of honor, home 
rights, liberty and self-government that have been won 
by the labors of other generations. Jingoism must not be 
developed. 
They must not be subjected to the tyranny of militarism. 
The ideals of peace must be preached in season and out 


of season, but it will be folly to believe that the time has ~ 


come to abolish navies, discharge armies and dream that 
pacificism will bring peace. 
and spirit would result in a definite invitation for aggres- 
sion and tyranny. When the time comes to abolish police- 
mien in civil life the time will have come to abolish navies 
and armies. ‘The greatest gain that has been made in the 
discussion of this subject is the League of Peace. A 
league of nations will definitely enforce peace with the 
“big stick.” Force never makes right. The mere triumph 
of armies does not prove the righteousness of the cause; 
but it ought to be possible for the nations of the earth 
alter this war to unite against a common enemy, war. A 
league of peace must have first of all a spirit anong men 
that seeks for peace. The fundamental issue is the de- 
velopment of good will among men. War is the breeder 
of enmity, strife, jealousies and hatred. This spirit needs 
an effective antagonist. The spirit of evil must be over- 
come with the spirit of righteousness. This is the ulti- 
mate goal. Military prowess, commercial gains, diplomatic 
ascendancies—all these ideals are destructive and harrow- 
ing. Peace, good will among men, benevolent and helpful 
co-operation in business enterprises and mutual co-oper- 
ation in the end profits most for the individuai and the 
nation. Peace will come among men not by militarism, 


not by pacific non-resistance, not by leagues or laws of 


peace, but by the spirit. The spirit knows no law because 
it is above the law. When that spirit dominates the rulers 
of all nations, lasting peace can be assured, and not until 
tnen. After all the same message of peace that came from 
the lips of the Master of Men is the message of the hour. 
How is that message to be interpreted for the times? 


It Now Transpires that the conscription enactment 
has been one of the shrewdest coup d’états since the war 
began. Lord Derby’s attestment scheme was first put 
through and it was a triumph. This was followed by the 
arnouncement of the exemption of the married men of 
the land. When everything was in order the conscription 
plan was proposed and the slacker shirkers had no ground 
upon which to defend themselves, and the enactment was 
made possible by the sheer force of public opinion. Equal- 
ly shrewd was the exclusion of Ireland from the provi- 
sions of the conscription. Ireland left to its own initia- 
tive has risen nobly to the task. Mr. Lloyd George and 
Mr. Asquith may have made mistakes, but there was no 
hlundering in engineering the Conscription Act.

That very attitude of mind- 
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Tue Atracks Mapr upon Warden Osborn and his 
‘administration are without-parallel in the history of the 
prison management of New York. Previous to the 
charges made, the public was beginning to feel that a new 
era of prison management had begun and that Warden 
Osborn was bringing to the problem a new spirit and 
gaining a great victory; and then came the thunderbolt. 
Warden Osborn has pleaded not guilty to the charges and 
has announced his determination to fight to win a personal 
yictory. It is to be noticed that the great organization in 
Baston interested in child welfare work did not cancel a 
speaking engagement with Warden Osborn and _ that 
worthy citizens of New York have given him a public 
imeeting as a testimony to their approval of his methods 
of work and their belief in his innocence. The charges 
made against him are grave and they must be proven in a 
court of law or shown false. If it develops that the charges 
have been instigated by evil men to discredit an honorable 
man, such men should be severely punished and Warden 
Osborn should be reinstated. Meantime the public should 
withhold any feeling of condemnation they have on the 
basis of the accusations. 


THE SUPREME Court of the United States has hand- 
ed down an important decision on the workmen’s compen- 
sation law. The decision bars all damage suits by the 
benefactor under the compensation law. The widow of 
Benjamin Meese sued the Northern Pacific Railroad for 
neghgent killing of Meese, an employee of a brewery 
alongside its railroad track. The new interpretation re- 
verses the decision of the Court of Appeals. Apart from 
the technicalities of the law it would seem that this was 
hut ordinary justice and honor. Why should anyone be 
entitled to a double opportunity for a compensation for 
an, injury received. If the interpretation of the Court of 
Appeals had been allowed to stand, employers of labor 
and organized industries would be constantly subjected 
to unjust suits for damages. 


WHATEVER Criticism has been made of the Presi- 
cent’s course in dealing with Germany, it is evident now 
that he is actively engaged in preparatory plans for de- 
fence in case of war. A notable move in this direction 
was his call to the great factory organizations to formu- 
late plans for activity in the possible event of war. In 
addition he proposes to organize all of the workshops ac- 
cording to plans to be made by competent boards of di- 
rectors. Whatever may have been the President’s policy 
early in his administration, it is certain that he has been 
aroused by the activities in Europe and that he is deter- 
mined to make preparations against war in the interests 

of peace. 


From Desparcures Recetvep from Falmouth, Eng- 
land, it appears that among the letters borne by Von Pap- 
pen was one which appears to incriminate him still further. 
if the papers themselves arrive in Washington and their 
purport is found to be as incriminating as stated, the 
government made no mistake in demanding his with- 
drawal. The question now appears, how far is Von Berns- 
toff involved? Those who questioned the govenment’s 
course in asking for Von Pappen’s withdrawal ought to 
be convinced now. 


LANSING BELIEvEs that the time has come for neu- 
trals to strike for their rights and that the belligerents 
have been having their way long enough. So say we all 
of us, but how are neutrals to obtain these cherished 


rights? Does Germany appear to be in haste to grant 
them | 
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It is Now Five Years since the Massachusetts So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children opened its 
North Shore branch and placed an agent in the field to 
care for its interests, and the results attained during these 
years have fully sustained the hopes that were entertained 
by the organizers. The work of the branch has now been 
enlarged and branches have been established in the dis- 
trict at Gloucester, Ipswich, Newburyport and at Salem. 
The Society purposes to prevent physical injury, removing 
a child whenever necessary and punishing offenders when 
the best interests of all concerned demand it, to prevent 
physical neglect, to rescue children from immoral sur- 
roundings, to secure suitable guardians for children and 
to engage in an organized way to make the community 
increasingly sensitive to forms of abuse that exist, but 
whose evil results have not been appreciated. Something 
of the magnitude of the work on the North Shore has 
been made evident by the annual report. Over eight hun- 
dred children have been cared for by the society. The 
North Shore is fortunate in having such an organized 
cparity constantly at work on cases that need expert at- 
tention. The regularly organized courts may do their 
legal work of administering justice as cases arise, but 
there isa need of an organized force to care in a sym- 
pathetic way for cases not demanding court action and 
to press court actions for the good of the community 
when such action is necessary. 


SWEDEN IS ALARMED by the menacing conditions at 
its very borders and the King has sent a message to the 
Swedish Parliament saying: ‘A formidable struggle of 
ever increasing intensity, which will decide the future of 
uations, is taking place. Our Government earnestly hopes 
to be able always to maintain the neutrality which it de- 
cided to maintain from the beginning of the war, but in 
otder to maintain neutrality and sovereignty increased 
forces upon land and sea must be in readiness.” A plea 
for arms with the spirit predisposed to peace. 


Tue New Buriprnc Laws passed by a recent legis- 
lature have now been accepted by a number of cities and 
towns and the results have been phenomenal. There are 
weak spots in the bill that will doubtlessly be corrected< 
as experience teaches the necessity, but on the whole the 
efforts made for building laws that will safeguard the in- 
terests of all have been successful. There is no more 
important part of the business of living than that of good 
housing. In addressing itself to this problem the legisla- 
ture has done well. 


ONE OF THE REMARKABLE disclosures of the war has 
been the loyalty of the colonies to Great Britain, the 
Mother Country. Even the sections of Africa in rebellion 
some years ago, have rallied with remarkable patriotic en- 
tnusiasm. England gained something at least by the war, 
tor it put an end to the internal strife that was menacing 
its welfare.

Edward Sturgis Grew, formerly ac- 
tive in business life in Boston, died 
Thursday at West Manchester, where 
lie long had had a summer residence.

Mr. Grew was married at St. Paul’s 
church in Dedham, on Novy.

An inciease in pupils of 400%, but 
an increase of salaries and other 
costs of 29c0%. 

The problem that stares us in the 
face is the inconsequential way we all 
look at the government of our towns 
and cities. Why, you can’t get the 
really good men to run for office. In 
the whole of Essex County there 1s 
no business so large as the business of 
running the city of Lynn. It cost 
over two million do'lars to run the 
city last year, yet we elect grossly ‘n- 


compe‘ent men to manage affairs w th 


never a thought as to the 1e wts. 
The day will come wh:n we will real- 
ize the impor‘ance of this, and we 
will have the ost competent men we 
can find anywhere to run our ctes 


end towns, just as any big corpcra- . 


tion seeks the ablect men to :un he 
affairs of the concern. The qu stion 
stares us in the face,—are we ge t ng 
full value for the money we spend? 
And this appties to the schcols as 
well as to other departments of gcv- 
ernment. 

There is need of getting back more 
to original principles in the schoos. 
It is the tendency of the titres to get 
away from o'd-fashioned tlings and 
fall for every wh'm and fancy. 

In speaking of the foreign é'ement 
in the American towns and cit cs of 
today the speaker said he wasn’t «o- 
ing much worrying about the hyrhen- 
ated-Americans. They are the smart- 
est children in our schools today and 
give the least trouble. They regard 
their citizenship of such a hgh value 
that they would be the very backbone 
of the country today in case of an 
emergency. We don’t always rea'ize 
that the Red Indian is the only teal 
American in this country of ours; if 
we get back far enough we were all 
immigrants once. 

In concluding the speaker ho-ed 
for a time when the children weuld 
be taught the real truth about the 


country’s history; we ought to get our

ENGLISHMAN Gives TALK on “LLoypb 
GEORGISM AND CONSCRIPTION.” 


HE semimonthly meeting of the 


Manchester Brotherhood last Mon- — 


day evening was one of the largest © 
attended of the winter. W. T. Colyer 
of London was the speaker, his sub- 
ject being “Lloyd Georgism and Con- 
scription.” ¢ 

Mr. Colyer’s talk was indicative of 
the pacificist throughout, and with 
strong coloring of the socialist-labor 
sentiments. That he did not str ke a 
popular strain with the score or more 
Englishmen present was very evident, 
for none of them appeared to agree 
with his views. : 

“Mr. Colyer said by way of intro- 
duction that it seemed rather queer — 
how. Lloyd George, who had always 
had the reputation of being the peo- 
ple’s friend and of being democratic 
throughout, was now so favorable ta 
conscription. 

As to war in general—he was 
averse to it in all its phases. It was — 
against his principles of religious or 
political liberty to kill another man; 
and if it is against his conscience, then 
for him to go to war and kill men, is 
nothing short of murder. We have 
had in England, he continued, people 
who are willing to talk peace in time 


of peace, who now will not talk peace 


when war is menacing. 
He traced the recent political his- 

tory of England, and then of Europe, 
previous to the outbreak of the Eu- 
ropean war. The real cause of the 
war, he said, was the rivalry of pri- 
vate groups in the various part of — 
Europe, in the countries now at war. 
This war does not arise from any 
conflicts of the interests of the people 
of the world. The bulk of the people 
in all the countries at war believe they 
are fighting a defensive war. This 
war, as all others, derives its support 
from the populace very largely from 
an illusion—the people think they are 
fighting for one thing when as a mat- 


_ter of fact they are fighting for some- 


thing very much different. 
The speaker ventured to say that — 
this idea of conscription has existed 
in England for many years; it was 
wanted by certain interests for the 
purpose of breaking trade-unionism 
and to kill any socialistic reforms. He — 
believed, however, the right to strike — 
was an elimentary right. 
He reviewed the conditions leading 
up to the forming of the coalition — 
government and what happened when — 
the coalition government came in. If 
conscription is carried through now 
under coalition government, then no — 
party is to be blamed for it, he said 


—it is done with the beautiful sense 
of irresponsibility, no political party 
can be saddled with the blame. 
He spoke, too,-of the registration 
_and of labor conditions.

Two 
years later he was pardoned by the 
governor of California and since then 
he has written another wonderful 
book, has been associated with Thos.

“Tf you want to improve your un- 
derstanding, drink coffee.” These 
were the words of Sidney Smith. 

Such have been the men who have 
eulogized the charms of the greatest 
matutinal drink history is familiar 
with. But there is coffee and—there 
is coffee! _ There is filtered coffee 
made with cold water, there is filtered 
coffee made with boiling water, there 
is boiled coffee made. with boiling 
water, there is cafe au lait and cafe 
noir, there are Rio and Santa (the 
strong coffees) and there are Java 
and Mocha (the weak coffees). And 
of them all a cup of good coffee is 
the exception rather than the rule. 
This is very sad, but so it is. 

The first point in the preparation 
of delicious coffee—and there is no 
reason in the world why every cup of 
coffee the young housekeeper makes 
should not equal that made by the 
French chef or the Turkish entertain- 
er—is the selection of the coffee bean. 
If you like a weak coffee, select Java 
or Mocha; if your choice is for the 
strong coffee, the Rio or Santa. A 
good combination is one pound 
Mocha one pound Rio and _ two 
pounds Java; this will produce a rich 
strong-flavored drink. It is too bad 
that each housekeeper cannot roast 


her own coffee, for the improvement 


in the drink would be about 98%. 
Poorly—that is to say, unevenly— 
roasted coffee is ruinous, however, so 
unless the mistress can give it her 
personal attention, it is better to buy 
it roasted, but not ground. By ail 
means grind your own coffee. A 
small mill which can be regulated to 
erind coarse or small can be bought 
for about $1.50 and with care will 
last for 15 years. 

The next point in making coffee is 
the absolute cleanliness of the coffee 
pot. If this is insured, it makes little 
matter whether you use a percolator 
or an old pitcher. Never boil coffee 
a long time, as this will dissipate the 
delicious aroma and produce a rather

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THere ARE FREQUENT ATTACKS made by indepen- 
dent journals upon the partisanship of other publications 
and organized forces in national affairs. It would appear 
‘from many such publications that partisanship was a bane, 
an evil that should be eradicated quickly. Partisanship, 
however, on the other hand is and ought to be a sign of 
national virility. Men cannot all think alike and their 
ideals and motives may differ, and such differences find 
expression in organized propaganda or partisan politics. 
One may be a true patriot and be a true citizen believing 
intensely in free trade or in protection. There is nothing 
in such partisanship to prevent patriotic loyalty to the 
government. Today the great question before the nation 
is that of preparedness. To believe, intensely, in pacific- 
ism or in preparedness makes one a strong partisan; par- 
tisan to a new doctrine that knows no political lines. One 
may be pacificist and a true patriot in mind, in motive 
and in heart. One may be in favor of preparedness and 
be equally loyal to the nation. The line of preparedness 
is the line of safety. The question of preparedness can- 
not be taken out of politics, but it can be made a partisan 
issue on its own merits. The believers in preparedness 
in all parties should forget their partisan differences on 
all other questions and unite on this one issue. The ques- 
tion cannot be taken out of politics, but it ought not to 
become a mere party issue. It is a national issue and all 
of the parties should unite in a common program for the 
nation’s good. This is partisanship in its truest sense: 
the unified action of believers in a definite political doc- 
trine to accomplish their desires and have it become the 
policy of the nation. 

THerE Has Been Trouste over the division of 
authority between the civil authorities and the military 
powers in the ‘Canal Zone, and Goethals and Edwards are 
on their way to the Capital to air their grievances. What 
a pity that that great work could not have been completed 
without discord. The differences should be settled quick- 
ly and the boundaries of their respective authorities care- 
fully defined.

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ONE oF THE Most ImMporTAN’ decisions made by the

The selectmen gave three hearings 
at their rooms in the Town hall last

way; (2) to widen the easterly end 
) of Sea st., and (3) to widen the cor- 
ner of Beach and Masconomo streets, 
on the corner turning toward Smith’s 
Point. 

_ The question of laying out Allen 
ave. has been up once before, but 
was dropped when one of the owners 
of property in question could not 
consent to what appeared to be an 
equitable adjustment. It was_ peti- 
tioned for again at this time only be- 
cause it was thought to have been 
agreed beforehand that all the parties 
‘concerned were ready to agree to the 
proposition without a question of land 
damage. All the property owners 
agreed to give their land, but John R. 
Allen. He would not consent to 
waive rights without damage. As a

of some value at that particular loca- 
tion I hesitate to give it my approval 
until some way is found by the Town 
of removing the unwarranted use of 
the lower end of my lot as a thorough- 
fare for foot passengers, equestrians, 
bicycles and motorcycles between 
Beach street and Smith’s point.

PRISON REFORM 


SuByJEcr OF INTERESTING LECTURE IN 
Macnoiia Forum. 


EARLY one-half million prisoners 

are discharged from the three thou- 
sand penal institutions in the United 
States every year, and more than one- 
half of the number commit other 
crimes and are recommitted to pris- 
son,” declared Donald Lowrie, form- 
er secretary to Thomas Mott Osborne, 
warden of Sing Sing Prison, at the 
Congregational church in Magnolia 
last Sunday evening. 

The speaker, who has had wide ex- 
perience and is familiar with prison 
conditions throughout this country, 
pointed out that should such whole- 
sale relapse occur with persons dis- 
charged from hospitals and insane 
asylums society would rise en masse 
and demand new management and 
better administration for such insti- 
tutions. 

“The purpose of imprisonment 
should be protective, not punitive or 
revengeful,” said Mr. Lowrie, “and 
the time is at hand for changing the 
methods in dealing’ with prisoners. 
No law-breaker should be sentenced 
to prison for a definite term, any 
more than a person suffering with 
mumps or a broken finger should he

months or six years.’ The commit- 
ment in either case should be to effect 
a cure, and the sufferer should be ~ 
kept under treatment until cured. Of — 
course this treatment should be 
humane and scientific, not in the — 
hands of a politician, but in the hands 
of a trained and efficient master. 
“At Sing Sing, under Warden Os- — 
borne, the first steps in the new pen- 
ology have been taken. Instead of 
treating prisoners like brutes—which 
makes them brutal—Mr. Osborne be- 
lieves, with Gladstone, that ‘it is lib- — 
erty alone that fits men for liberty.’ — 
Instead of the old repressive system, 
whereunder the prisoner had no 
choice, and no opportunity to develop 
such a talent as he might possess, the — 
prisoner of the future will be tested, 
and trained, by being given just as 
much freedom as he can stand, con- — 
sistent with his safe detention. It is 
better that the evil propensities in — 
prisoners should become manifest — 
while they are in prison, rather than — 
that they should be suppressed only 
to break forth in a torrent of im- = 
morality after release. The place to — 
study moral turpitude, the place to 
give it full opportunity to develop, so 
that it can be studied and treated, is

When all the water has pass- 
ed through the filter, pour it from the 
pot, and again through the filter.

in prisons. What sense in discharg- 
ing hundreds of thousands of moral 
defectives each year?” 

Mr. Lowrie went on to show that 
prisons can be made self-supporting 
institutions, that prisoners’ families 
may be supported by the labor of 
prisoners, and that political graft is 
responsible for the failure of our 
prisons to serve the purpose for 
which they are designed. The speaker 
cited many intensely interesting cases 
among the 15,000 prisoners he has 
known intimately, and it was patent 
that he has his subject thoroughly 
known. He is the author of two

books on prison conditions, “My Life 
in Prison” and .“My Life Out of 
Prison,” and he has been pronounced 
by many of the leading experts of 
America, as the best informed man on 
prisons.

Re- 
member, there was not a silver spoon

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N a letter to the North Shore Association for the Exter- 

mination of Mosquitoes, the United States Drainage 
and Irrigation Co. explains the methods of its work, as 
follows: 

“Our method of exterminating mosquitoes consists in 
getting rid of the places where mosquitoes breed. As 
nosquitoes breed only in stagnant waters, it means drain- 
ing all stagnant pools, or clearing the edges of the pools 
so that fish may destroy the mosquito larve. 

“We do not interfere with brooks, springs or running 
water; our plan being only to drain the stagnant: pools, 
whether in the rocks on the ocean shore, in the salt 
marshes, or in the swamps and woodlands. We do not 
intend to take all the water off the surface of the land, 
but to so direct it as not to permit of the formation of 
stagnant pools, unless they be of sufficient size and depth 
to maintain fish life, whether the fish be goldfish or other 
kinds. Mosquitoes do not breed either in running water, 
or in pools where there are fish. 

“Tn draining the marshes with our patented tools, we 
simply cut trenches with straight sides, so that tide-waters 
may flow in and out without leaving stagnant pools be- 
tween high and low tides. These ditches do not spoil 
the looks of the marshes; they improve their beauty and 
value by proper drainage. 

“Our work is not a menace to animal, bird, fish or 
piant life. It has gone beyond the experimental stage, 
having been tried satisfactorily in New Jersey, Connecti- 
cut and on Long Island. We are following the methods 
so successfully adopted in Cuba and Panama by the 
United States government. 

“Tt ig not our intention to use oil, except in cesspools 
or underground catch-basins; and our inspectors and en- 
gineers will be most helpful in giving information to land- 
owners, householders and gardeners. 

“We do not enter upon any man’s land, even if he be 
a member of your association, without his permission. We 
are satisfied that we can demonstrate to any landowner 
that our work is a benefit to his property. 

“The letters which we sent you from those for whom 
we have worked, testify to our efficiency and. reliability ; 
and we are ready to give the bond of a reliable surety 
company that we will eliminate all mosquito breeding in 
the territory covered by our contract.” 

The Massachusetts Audubon society approves those 
methods, as may be seen from the following letter from 
its secretary, Winthrop Packard: 

“T have received your letter from the U. 5. Drainage 
& Irrigation Company and their proposed work for ex- 
terminating mosquitoes along the North Shore, also their 
pamphlet describing their work, both of which I have 
read with much interest. 

“As they expressly state that it is not their intention 
to use oil except in cesspools or in underground catch- 
basins, and as their drainage plans seem reasonable, I am 
quite convinced that there can come no harm from their 
proposed work, to bird and other animal life. 

“I am very glad to have this matter thus so satis- 
factorily cleared up and am perfectly willing that you 
should send this letter to any members of our Society 
who are in doubt as to the safety of the proposed methods.”

BRIDGE 


WIDEN 


BEVERLY-SALEM. BRIDGE TO BE -SUL- 
yJEct oF LEGISLATIVE ACTION. 


Wit the plan for the improvement 

of the Beverly-Salem bridge, 
backed by the County Commissioners, 
booked for an early hearing before 
legislative committees, there is consid- 
erable local interest in a movement to 
widen the bridge, so as to modernize 
the principal artery of travel between 
Beverly and Salem and up and down 
the North Shore. 

While the population of tne district 
served by the Beverly-Salem bridge 
has increased tremendously in the last 
half century, the bridge, so far as ac- 
commodations go, provides compara- 
tively little more traveling space than 
it did in the days of the omnibus and 
stage coach. When the old horse- 
cars were put into operation between 
the two cities, there was a single 
track across the bridge, and the sin- 
gle track still serves today. When 
travel was light and principally horse 
drawn, the bridge was just as wide as 
it is today, in motor times, and the 
footpath is the same width as it has 
been from time immemorial. 

Now that Salen is to make a boule- 
vard out of Bridge street and there is 
prospect of a shore boulevard in that 
city and Beverly has given a splendid 
approach to the bridge by its smooth 
paved roads out of Cabot and Ran- 
toul streets, the feeling as has been 
expressed locally, is that it is time for 
improvements to be made on _ the 
bridge. The plan is to fill in on both 
sides of the. bridge for a fair distance 
and the only additional cost on this 
score, if the plan is adopted, would 
be the cost of the necessary filling. 
Beyond the solid foundation there 
would be piles driven on one side, or 
both, of the bridge, to give it the in- 
creased width, fifteen feet being sug-

eens does to any country that is beset by a great and 
expensive standing army. 
When the Interstate Commerce Commission was 
_ established in 1888 the cost of maintaining it was $125,000 
» ‘for a year. The cost of maintaining the commission for 
» the year 1915 was $4,150,000, which comes out of the 
_ pockets of the taxpayers. 
The appropriation for the year 1916 shows another 
jump of a half million dollars, the total being $4,765,000. 
_ The cost of the commission in the year 1914 was $2,120,-

country. The capital of railroads in the hands of re- 
ceivers on Oct. 1 exceeded $1,000,000,000. When the 
Interstate Commerce Commission was conceived the rail- 
road business of the United States was growing at a rapid 
speed and it continued to grow until the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission got into complete control, and then 
tne decline began. 

The original purpose of the Interstate Commerce 


‘Commission was to provide some sort of Government 


control of the country’s commerce. ‘This control has be- 
come so complete that it has stifled competition, put an 
end to individuality in railroad construction and manage- 
ment, put a tax on thrift, provided jobs for thousands of 
more or less competent Government employes and changed 
what was one of our greatest private enterprises, owned 
ly millions of individual stockholders, to an industry thit 
reflects all of the evils and all of the incapacity of public 
ownership. 

We are inclined to think that there are in Congress 
a few men big enough and brave enough and intelligent 
enough to grasp this situation and begin the long, hard, 
up-hill fight to wipe out the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission as at present constituted. These gentlemen must 
be willing to stand up against bullying, threats, ridicule 
ignorance and the power of precedent. If, however, they 
can prove to people of the United States that a Govern- 
ment Bureau which cost $5,000,000 a year is hurting the 
people, while their greatest industry, the railroads, are 
heing forced into the hands of receivers at a greater rate 
than ever before, their work will become easier. Some 
member of Congress will make himself famous by start- 
ing an investigation of the Interstate Commerce Corr- 
mission before it is too big to be investigated —St. Louis 
Times.

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Tue Fut, Bencu of the Supreme Court of Massa- 
chusetts has handed down a most important decision un- 
der the provisions of the workmen’s compensation act. 
It appears that a woman, employed in a carpet factory 
was pulling a piece of carpet and suddenly felt something 
within “give way.” The doctor was summoned and the 
cc. se diagnosed angina pectoris. The Supreme Court hand- 
ed down a decision in favor of the employee, claiming that 
the disease had been aggravated by the wonan’s employ- 
nient and that she was entitled to recover damages under 
the provisions of the act. The amount of money involved 
in the decision, however important it may be to the woman 
in question, is not the main issue. The main torce of the 
decision is the far-reaching result the case will have. It 
establishes a precedent of great value to future litigants 
aud it may react unfavorably upon workmen seeking em- 
ployment who are physically weak and liable to injuries 
by certain forms of labor. As a matter of justice the 
woman in the case was entitled to a favorable decision, 
Lut the influence of the decision may affect unfavorably 
a host of men and women seeking employment. This 
case and the decision reveals the difficulties of enacting 
laws for the good of all and to ensure justice.

MAGNOLIA FORUM 


John P. Whitman, a Boston news- 
paperman, gave a talk at the Magno- 
lia Forum in the Union Congregation- 
al church last Sunday evening in 
which he described some of the forces 
at work in large cities both tending 
to drag down and uplift civilization. 

He stated that in the present crisis 
when a large part of the world is 
busy murdering and slaying fellow 
human beings, it becomes the province 
of the United States to work out the 
problems of peace and progress not 
only for the states, but for Europe as 
well. 

“In the cities,” he declared, “where 
a majority of citizens now live, les- 
sons are learned and standards set 
for the rest-of the country. In the 
great cities are to be found focussed 
the best and the worst, and the fight 
between the two though not accom- 
panied by sensational spectacles— 
similar to those across the Atlantic, 
may, nevertheless, be followed by re- 
sults equally far-reaching and signi- 
ficant.” 


“T have found,” the speaker went 
on to say, “four malignant forces 
combining their foul strength to pull 
down and vitally cripple the best that 
American civilization stands for.

Larger and— 
more extended use of school houses 
for all citizens old and young was 
cited as even a more hopeful step in~ 
the upward progress of democracy—_ 
bringing all elements of communities 
together, not on a charitable basis, 
but as free and independent citizens — 
using their own weapons. ;

Salads and Sense. 


ACCORDING to Miss Laura Com- 

stock of the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural College the use of salads is 
regarded as a luxury in many homes. 
Miss Comstock says: “This ought not 
to be because of the foods that go to 
form them. The foundation of a salad 
is usually lettuce or some other green 
substance which is dietetically very 
similar, and which is very completely 
absorbed. Fruit or vegetables, meat 
or eggs, all of which are used, are de- 
sirable additions to a meal either 
separate or in combination. The 
dressing adds much to the real food 
value. Salads should therefore he 
recognized as a real part of the meal 
and should not appear when there has 
been much before or when there is 
much to follow. The supposed indi- 
gestibility of salad is usually the ef- 
fects of too much other solid food 
either before or after.”

APROPOS the campaign of the 
North Shore Association for the 
Extermination of Mosquitoes, it is of 
interest to note what the government 
is doing, especially in the South, in 
meeting the malaria problem. 
According to the annual report of 
the Surgeon General, four percent of 
the inhabitants of certain sections of 
the South have malaria. This esti- 
mate, based on the reporting of 204,- 
881 cases during 1914, has led the 
United States Public Health Service 
to give increased attention to the 


malaria problem. Of 13,526 blood 
specimens examined by Government 
officers during the year, 1,797 showed 
malarial infection. The infection 
rate among white persons was above 
eight percent, and among colored 
persons twenty percent. In two 
counties in the Yazoo Valley, 40 out 
of every 100 inhabitants presented 
evidence of the disease. 


“Although quinine remains the best 
means of treating malaria,” says the 
report, “and is also of marked bene- 
fit in preventing infection, the eradi- 
cation of the disease as a whole rests 
upon the destruction of the breeding 
places- of Anopheline mosquitoes. 
The Public Health Service, therefore, 
is urging a definite campaign of

N° more fitting memorial to that remarkable man, Wil- 

liam Rockhill Nelson, who had a beautiful summer 
- home in Magnolia, could have been composed than the 
story of his life written by members of the staff of the 
kansas City Star, the instrument by which he helped more 
than any other man to transform a muddy little town in 
_ the hands of selfish exploiters into a great city with public 
spirit and community feeling. 

The story of how that man and that paper, typifying 
the very spirit of progress, waged an aggressive fight for 
the people against politicians, franchise grabbers and 
plundering contractors efficiently and unselfishly is a most 
inspiring chapter in the history of democracy. 

And it is well that it has been written by members of 
“the Star family.” Like many another great editor, Wil- 
liam Rockhill Nelson was proud of his assistants. They 
worked together in one room, with Mr. Nelson’s desk in 
thie center where, according to the biography, the office 
boy’s suggestions were as welcome as those of the man- 
aging editor. 

Mr. Nelson personally directed the work of every 
‘reporter. He knew every man who had been on the 
paper any length of time, and he was never known, by 
testimony of the members of his staff, to speak unkindly 
to any employe. 

His belief in his “helpers,” as he called them, and his 
loyalty to them, once impelled him to fight in the courts 
a writ for contempt caused by the mistake of a pause 
_ even after the judge had threatened to send Mr. Nelson 
to jail. 

The utilitarian ideals of this man were simply stated 

by himself and strictly adhered to. “The Star,” he said 
 o1ce, “is published for the people, who pay it 10 cents a 
week. It is their newspaper. It must be their champion 
in everything.” 

His biography is convincing proof that he never 
wavered in his pursuit of this ideal. The wonderful part 
of it is that he met with such success. 

At the time of Mr. Nelson’s death Mark Sullivan 
described him as “one of the dozen important personalities 
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of his time in America,” and added, “the liberal and pro- 
gressive movement which arose in the Middle West be- 
tween IO and 20 years ago and came to dominate the 
pchtical and social forces of the period, centered largely 
around the Kansas City Star.” 

The paper became the militant fighting force of the 
community, but its influence was of National effect. Its 
editor helped to make Presidents, but boasted that he had 
never sought a political appointment for anybody. 

Nelson was a natural insurgent. It began when he 
was a boy and admittedly “a bad boy.” He was compelled 
to leave college. In the words of one of those who col- 
laborated on his biography, “the established social order 
was a constant challenge to him.” 

He was one of the earliest champions of the initiative 
and referendum, the recall, of all measures aiming to give 
the people more control over their Government. He rea- 
soned always from the same premise. 

He explained his vigorous war on the saloon as fol- 
lows: “If they will bring me one man, just one, that 
whiskey has benefited, I will give up my fight against it 


and they can have the whole country to search for that 
cne man.” 
Nelson’s ancestors were fighters by nature. Several 


cf them were distinguished leaders in the American Rev- 
olution. 

It is doubtful if any other one man or one newspaper 
has played so large a part in recent years in the upbuilding 
of any great American community. 

The preface alone is sufficient tribute to his devotion 
ard sincerity. It is a short editorial from Des Moines, 
(/a.), Capital, under the title, “He Gave All to Kansas 
City” 

The reference is to material things. His entire estate 
will go to the people of that city for an art gallery. Pro- 
vision was merely made that his wife and daughter should 
receive the incone from his property during their lifetime. 

The book is published in Cambridge by the Riverside 
Press.

Potatoes Baked in Half Shell. 
Bake six medium sized potatoes. Cut 
a slice from top of each and scoop 
out the inside. Mash, add two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, three of hot 
milk, and season with salt and pepper ; 
then add beaten whites of two eggs. 
Refill skins and bake five to eight 
minutes in very hot oven. Potatoes 
may be sprinkled with grated cheese 
before putting 1n oven.

itself to all kinds of schemes for 
fwarminevover.@- i heres are fried 
potatoes of different descriptions, 


typical New England breakfast dishes, 
and then there are potato croquettes, 
omelets, et cetera. One method of 
using left over mashed potatoes is 
especially commendable. The potato 
is packed into a buttered pan when 
taken from the table and put away 
until ready for use. Turn from pan, 
cut in slices, roll in flour and brown 
in piping hot buttered omelet pan. 

Potato Scrub belongs in the same 
class. About six large potatoes, boil- 
ed, mashed and seasoned with pepper, 
ae and butter, will make enough for 

large family. Beat well and turn 
inte baking dish, pour in % cupful 
sweet cream, cover top with /% cupful 
bread or cracker crumbs, moistened 
with a little melted butter. Bake im 
oven about twenty minutes. 

The best Potato Salad is made from 
boiled potatoes cut in cubes while yet 
warm and tossed about in oil (3 
parts) and vinegar (1 part), highly 
seasoned with salt and pepper, and 
cut up parsley. A little onion may be 
added or the salad bowl may be rub- 
bed over with a piece of onion.

Cold boiled potatoes are cut in cubes 
and to this is added finely cut celery 
and apple.

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ONE oF THE THtNcs which strikes one in reading the 
lite of J. T. Trowbridge as briefly sketched with the 
newspaper accounts of his death is the similarity in cer- 
tain events of his life with those of the life of the hero 
of the Jack Hazard series. ‘That character, dear to the 
boys of a generation ago, started his career at a little vil- 
lage in western New York and won his way to success 
aiter struggles with adversity in. New York city. 

It was in the same little village on the Erie canal 
(Adam’s Basin) a few miles from Rochester, N. Y., that 
Trowbridge spent his boyhood. It was from that village 
that he used to journey on foot to the nearby city with 
“copy” for a Rochester newspaper. After acquiring a 
Iniile local fame as a poet Trowbridge also tried his luck 
in New York, but did not there achieve the success which 
rewarded the efforts of his hero, Jack Hazard. It was 
in Boston that J. T. Trowbridge did his most important 
literary work and New England is justified in claiming 
him as its own product. 

His death at his Arlington home last Saturday at the 
age of 88, after years of “growing old gracefully;” as he 
himself put it, called to the minds of his thousands of 
admirers the pleasure once afforded them in the reading 
of his various works. His style of short story was char- 
acteristic of the day in which he wrote and was as far 
different from the style of today as the work of Shake- 
speare is from that of George Cohan. Compared with 
the literary standards of today the work of J. T. Trow- 
bridge will not suffer and long after the mass of this 
day’s productions is forgotten he will still be read.

‘our north are constantly being aroused by fa-se scares. 
“Funny!” Is this an hour for the use of a word such as 
Is there anything “funny” in a nation’s fears that 
are aroused by the exigencies of war? When the war 
is over the Canadians may look back and laugh at the 
false fear, but it is no time for America to smile. ‘This 
‘war is an intensely serious matter. As a. matter of fact 
there was found on one island a concrete gun base. ‘the 
Ottawa Parliament building is in ruins by fire, whether 
“or not it was due to a spy, and it is true that an atten pt 


was made upon the great bridge spanning the St. Law- 
“rence at Montreal, and the Welland Canal has been 


threatened. There have been many hysterical fears, but 
they are not funny. It is lamentable and becomes a fart 
of the suffering caused by the war. 


ONE oF THE FEATURES of the war has been the ab- 
sence of war correspondents and the consequent official 


character of all the reports that have come from the field. : 


Rarely is’ a commander mentioned in the despatches. 
Reputations are not being made by individual men. It is 
the Army’s conquest and the glory of the trench fighters. 
‘There comes, however, from the Mesopotamia field of 
battle marvelous tales of the work of General Townshend. 
With masterly skill he was able to extricate his tioops 
from an embarrassing and dangerous position and then 
was able to give battle and put to flight a force six times 
greater than his own. ‘The victory accomplished in this 
peculiar field seems incredible, but the despatches are 
proven true.

Boston SETTLEMENT WorKER TALKS 
ALONG SOCIALISTIC LINES. 


TABOR and not ownership must 


determine the distribution of 
wealth,” said Ordway Tead, the young 
Boston settlement worker, in striking 
the key-note of his address to the 
Manchester Brotherhood in the Bapt- 
ist vestry Monday evening. 

“Tt is stated in the preamble to one 
of our state constitutions that a fre- 
quent return to first principles 1s 
necessary to maintain liberty,” he said. 
“Tet us get at what these fundamental 
principles are. First, human welfare 
and happiness depend upon physical 
welfare or a decent standard of liv- 
ing. Second, labor and not owner- 
ship must be the basis of wealth. 
Third, education must be free to all. 
Fourth, government must be con- 
ceived as the will of all and not the 
few.” 

Mr. Tead’s subject as announced 
was, “The Principles of Progress.” 
He told briefly the conditions existing 
between labor and capital and quoted 


"statistics frequently during his ad- 
‘dress. He declared that a big majority 


of the wage-earners in Massachusetts 
were supporting families on less than 
$600 a year. He believed that the cost 
of running a family should be figured 
on the same basis that a business :s 
estimated on, a certain amount being 
set aside for insurance, surplus re- 
serve fund and for depreciation 
against the time when the worker’s 
earning capacity would be lessened. 

- He advocated a short enough work 
day to allow time for recreation and 
sufficient income to make possible a 
certain amount of recreation after the 
expenses of food, clothing and shelter 
had been taken care of. He esti- 
mated the cost of supporting a family 
of five at $900 to $1200 a year and 
said all workers should receive a min- 
imum wage of at least the former 
amount. 

“We have acquired four fallacies in 
our industrial relations,’ said Mr. 
Tead. “We have come to regard cap- 
ital as an active agent, as something 
that must be fed and taken care of or 
it will die. Another is that capital 
should be in charge of industry and 
should be the sole manager of indus- 
try. A third fallacy is that thing we 
have created called a corporation, a 
thing which can do as it likes and can 
not be punished, a thing which never 
dies, but lives on after its founders 
are gone. Our fourth fallacy is the 
inheritance of capital by succeeding 
generations who have no part in the 
earning of it.” 

Because of these fallacies, he said,

a condition had arisen in which capi- 
tal had all of the preference and labor 
all the risk. He declared that 70 per- 
cent of the property of the country 
was held by less than 10 percent of 


the population. He said that labor 
should be led into a greater zeal for 
its own interest and that this would 
be brought about by education. Less 
than 80 percent of the children in this 
country get beyond grammar schools 
and only 2 percent reach college. 

He declared for a minimum wage, 
government ownership of public utili- 
ties and the control of capital by the 
government with the government ulti- 
mately the only lender and holder of 
capital. He favored equal represen- 
tation of capital, labor and the man- 
agers of industry in the administra- 
tion of government and_ business. 
Politics was the solution of the 
economic problems he saw and he 
said that a political party must rec- 
ognize the needs of adjusting existing 


conditions. 

During the question period at the 
conclusion of the address Cyrus M. 
Dodge declared the need of both capi- 
tal and labor in the operation of busi- 
ness, and defended the much-abused 
capitalist. Rev. Mr. Warner was of 
the opinion that to take away compe- 
tition would take away much of the- 
incentive to produce the best quality 
and the highest degree of service. 
Many of the others took the same 
side of the question, which seemed to 
be the popular one. 

Following the discussion refresh- 
ments were served. The Brother- 
hood now has a membership of 201 
about half of whom were in attendance 
Monday evening. The cold weather 
accounts for the moderate attendance. 
The regular meeting of the Brother- 
hood will be held next Monday even- 
ing.

“AMERICAN ARTISTS AND THEIR 
Work” SuBjEct OF INSTRUCTIVE 
TALK. 


IN a few years America will lead the 

world in Art,” said Henry Warren 
Poor, head of the Art Department of 
the Boston Normal school, in the 
course of his Tuesday afternoon ad- 
dress to the Manchester Woman’s 
club. Sketching the history of the 
Metropolitan Art Museum in New 
York during his illustrated talk on 
“American Artists and Their Work,” 
he declared that the Metropolitan col- 
lection of paintings was second to none 
in the world and that its ranked 
second only to the Vatican in sculp- 
ture. Praising the work of present 
day American sculptors he said that 
they were placing this country in the 
first ranks of art. 

Nearly one hundred club members 
listened with interest to Mr. Poor’s 
instructive sketch of the lives of the 
leading American artists and his en- 
tertaining bits of history of the vari- 
ous pictures as they appeared on the 
screen. Mr. Poor did not confine 
himself to a class-room discussion of 
the merits of the various artists and 
their work, but mixed a little spice 
into what might easily have been a 
dry discourse by relating many per- 
sonal anecdotes of the artists. 

Owing to the bright light reflected 
by the snow outside the Chapel where 
the lecture was given the light from 
the lantern was diffused to such an 
extent that some of the darker pic- 
tures were barely visible. Much of 
the beauty of the coloring was lost to 
the audience on this account. Mr. 
Poor explained that the pictures ex- 
hibited. were photographed from the 
originals by himself and that he had 
personally colored the slides to obtain 
as nearly as possible an exact repro- 
duction of the original. He said that 
his experiments in color photography 
had led to a point where he felt that 
he was about to make an important 
development in the matter of blend- 
ing certain shades and tints. 

Beginning with the life and pic- 
tures of Benjamin West, the Philadel- 
phia boy who received his first in- 
structions in painting from the In- 
dians, and who at the death of Sir 
Joshua Reynolds was ranked among 
the first of European artists, Mr. 
Poor rapidly passed from artist to 
artist in chronological order until he 
reached the mordern painters, the 
majority of whom he is acquainted 
with personally as well as he is with 
the work of their predecessors. 


Gilbert Charles Stuart, whose port-. 


raits of George Washington are fam-

iliar to everyone, was the subject cf 
an extended discourse by Mr. Poor, 
who described the artist’s method of 
painting and some of his personal od- 
dities. William Morris Hunt’s mural 
decoration in the New York state 
capitol at Albany, “The Flight of 
Night,” has become famous, said Mr. 
Poor, as the “flight of $10,000.” It 
was this masterpiece—done in the 
capitol library—which was ruined 
when a leak occured in the roof and 
the walls and their decorations peeled 
off, the supposed carved oak being 
discovered to be papier mache. 

Homer’s marine pictures, J. W. 
Alexander’s portrait of Walt Whit- 
man, and Charles H. Davis’ land- 
scapes were described at length. 
Among the recent works shown was 
Robert Cameron’s portrait of ex- 
President Taft which hangs in the 
Capitol. Kenyon Cox’s portrait of 
the sculptor St. Gaudens at work was 
another of the more recent pictures. 

Specimens of Herbert Adams’ 
sculpturing were shown. Mr. Poor 
remarked that he and Mr. Adams 
were classmates in art schoool. Dan- 
iel Chester French and Cyrus Dowl- 
ing were other sculptors discussed. 
The latter was referred to as a com- 
ing American sculptor. Sargent’s 
portraits were taken up at some 
length, the latter being of American 
parentage although a native of Flor- 
ence, Italy, and Englishman by adop- 
tion. 

The lecture was concluded with a 
few of Whistler’s works and a detail- 
ed description of his masterpiece 
portrait of his mother. Frequently 
during his address Mr. Poor made 
reference to the fact that the United 
States and especially New England 
posessed wonderful landscape sub- 
jects for the artist, which were the 
equal if not the superior of anything 
to be found abroad. 

Mrs. E. S. Knight presided at the 
business meeting of the club which 
preceded the lecture. Announcement 
was made of the meeting of the 
Home Economics and Art commit- 
tees of the Massachusetts Federation 
of Women’s Clubs in Dorchester on 
February 18.

MAGNOLIA Forum. 

Homer B. Hurlbert, A. M., F. R. G. 
S., for twenty years in the employ of 
the Korean Government, and a per- 
sonal advisor of the emperor of 
Korea, who was forced to abdicate in 
1907, will speak at the Union Con- 
gregational church Sunday evening at 
7.30 o'clock. 

For two decades Mr. Hurlbert lived 
in the center of those stirring scenes 
which diverted the attention of the 
whole world to the Far East. He 
personally participated in many of 
those events, and has had unparallel- 
ed opportunities for investigation. He 
has been acquainted with all the men 
who have played important parts in 
the great drama, from Gen. Schufelt, 
who negotiated the first treaty, and 
Gen. Foote, our first Minister, down 
to the present time. 

He sided with Japan in the late 
war, believing that she would handle 
Korea carefully. He has found cause 
to revise that opinion. In 1905 he 
was sent to Washington by the Em- 
peror with a protest against the re- 
moval of the American Legation from 
Seoul. He was charged by the Japan- 
ese with connivance in the assassina- 
tion of Prince Ito, and his life was 
repeatedly threatened. For years he 
worked to obtain redress for Koreans

He 
has made the Siberian transcontinent- 
al trip five times, and has made care- 
ful investigations, with a view to in- 
forming our people with the exact 
bearing of Russia upon the Far East- 
ern problem.

FIRE PREVENTION 


FOLLOWING the terrible Peabody 
school disaster on October 28, 
1915, with the attendant loss of lite 
the periodic outburst on the part of 
the public occured. Demands tor bet- 
ter fire prevention methods were 
made, but the means of enforcing 
such methods were not enacted. It 
had been the custom in recent years 
to observe the anniversary of the 
Great Boston fire of 1872 as Fire 
Prevention Day in Massachusetts. In 
1915 public clamor resulted in the 
gathering together in Faneuil Hall of 
a large number of officials and others 
interested in fire prevention measures. 
Of course, in the absence of delegated 
power, their only course was to otter 
suggestions. Confining their sug- 
gestions to the matter of prevention 
of fires in school houses, the commit- 
tee of fourteen appointed by the Fan- 
euil Hall meeting worked out a splen- 
did list of suggestions for the regula- 
tion of school houses in a manner best 
fitted to avoid another shocking 
calamity like the Peabody fire. 

The committee carefully classified 
the schools according to the uses to 
which the various parts of the build- 
ing are put. Separate regulations are 
suggested for schools in which base- 
ments are occupied by children as well 
as the heating apparatus and for 
those in which the basement is used 
exclusively for heating apparatus and 
storage. In the latter case the sug- 
gestion is made that the basement be 
entirely cut off from the rest of the 
building and entrance made from the 
outside. ‘The installation of sprinkler 
systems and the placing of fire ex- 
tinguishers in class rooms is included 
in the suggestions. The principal ad- 
vice in the report of the committee 
deals with the building construction 
and the materials to be used. Metal

These need not 
and should not, be elaborate or expen- 
sive. The simple, little wild flowers, 
buttercups and daisies, are delightful 
end those easily grown at home—nas- 
turtiuns, bac helor’s buttons, Oriental 
poppies—may be secured all through 
the season. By all means do not ae- 
glect to have a tiny bouquet for each 
table, and to keep it fresh and tidy. 


As for the supplies which should 
be kept on hand,—that will depend 
somewhat upon the type of tea room. 
If only afternoon tea is to be served, 
it is a simple matter, but if luncheons 
and large parties are to be cared for 
the question becomes more compli- 
cated. For the room where after- 
noon tea only will be served crackers 
and English mufhns may be kept on 
hand to be toasted after the arrival of 
the guests, sandwiches may be made 
up in the morning to be in readiness 
for the afternoon., Cinnamon toast 
is easily prepared and is always en- 
joyed. Marmalade, jellies and fresh 
fruit should always be on hand and 
materials for simple salads might be 
kept for those who might care for 
them. Automobile parties will prob- 
ably be the greatest patrons of the 
tea room and quickness of service will 
be the best possible recommendation 
to such patrons. I do not mean that 
daintiness and attractiveness should 
be sacrificed to this end, but that the 
menus should be so simple as to he 
prepared easily without flutter and 
strain.

A New Rescue Misston to look after the “down 
and outer’ has been established in Boston and was opened 
with fitting ceremonies this week. It is the Fred H. Sea- 
vey Seminary Settlement—which is operated in connection 
with the Morgan Memorial hospital. Considerable atten- 
ton has been attracted to the proposed metnod of tun- 
ning the institution and clergymen and sociological work- 
ers from all over the country are interested in watching 
its progress. The plan to be carried out is that the prodi- 
cal shall be cared for first and questions asked afterward. 
No man will be sent away without something to eat. 
Even the “drunks” will be taken in. A bath, a square 
meal and a shave go with the first night’s lodging. The 
applicant’s clothes are cleaned, disinfected and pressed, 
Curing the night, and in the morning he is sent out pre- 
sentably attired to look for a job. If successful in his 
search he is kept at the institution and fed and lodged at 
a nominal sum. If he does not find work, he is given 
employment about the institution. Every assistance in 
fnding work is provided by the persons in charge of the 
iustitution. The value of the Settlement to the com- 
munity and to the individual served is beyond question. 
Without doubt more institutions will be patterned a‘ter 
tiie Seavey Seminary Settlement by sociological workers 
in other cities. 
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Ir tHe BustNess of the New England Telephone and 
Yelegraph Company is in any degree a barometer of gen- 
eral business conditions throughout New England, 1915 
was a year of increased activity in industry and one of 
general prosperity. It is the custom of the officials of the 
company to guage general business conditions by the rise 
and fall of its own toll business. It would appear that 
this method is not at all a bad one to use.

CONGRESSMAN WiLtiAM D. Stevens of California _ 
has introduced an unique defense measure in the form of — 
a bill to the House of Representatives providing for a _ 
National Defense Highway. While there is nothing ex- | 
traordinary or unreasonable in a National Highway for 


Sievens appears to have little value as a defensive meas 
ure. Beginning at the coast in California he would have 
it run across the southern states to Jacksonville, Florida; 
up the Atlantic Seaboard to Portland, Maine; from New | 
York City to Seattle, Wash., and thence to its starting 
point in California. Its length would be over 10,000 
niles and over 100,000 men would be employed for a 


number of years in its construction and maintenance. As 


Mr. Stevens intimates, many times the number of men _ 
could be employed in “hard times,” solving the unemploy- 
ment problem and incidentally the employees could be — 
given military drill a few hours each day, providing a 
»Jendid reserve force in emergency. The last part of 
us preparedness plan is highly commendable. , 

The vital -weakness of the scheme, however, is that 
only a shell of the defensive highway system is provided 
for. Without important “feeder” roads connecting such 
a highway with large cities and bases of: supplies in the 
interior of the country, the main road would be practic-. 
al’y useless. Another fault with the plan is that it covers 
a route already splendidly built up with state roads for — 
the most part. Perhaps, in such a vital matter as national 
defense, it is unfair to count the cost of the projects 
brought forward in countless numbers by civilian advo- 
cates of preparedness. In this case, however, a word re- 
garding the expense of the plan. At the minimum pro- 
vided by Congressman Stevens, 100,000 men would be | 
enployed at an expense of about $300,000 a day for labor 
alone. As this is about half of the expense of the con- 
struction and maintenance of the roads, over a half-mil- 
lion dollars a day would be spent “for a period of several 
years” at the minirun provided for ordinary conditions. 
As the bill provides for additional employees during “hard 
times” a conservative estimate of $2,000,000 a day would 
pay for the work at such times. : 

Preparedness is vitally essential in this country today 
and national highways should be a part of the plan for 
better defenses, but it is possible to construct roads of 
greater strategical importance than those provided in the 
Stevens Bill and at a less cost.

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It 1s Now Beinc WHIspERED that America must 
fight shy of increasing its navy to such a size as to com- 
pve with the navy of Great Britain, and there are those 
who feel that such a policy must inev.tably end in a war 
with Great Britain. A war with our English cousins is 
inprobable, in fact it seems inconceivable. There is no 
reason to fear that America will pick a quarrel with Eng- 
land, and England surely will ward off any attempts to 
force a war with America. England’s real attitude to 
war was shown in the vigorous and efficient manner in 
which the government endeavored to avert the crisis which 
has ended in the world war. As a matter of fact the 
English navy is America’s great safeguard now upon the 
open sea. It is England’s navy that will determine this 
present war. The success of the Allies must conserve 
the interests of humanity. The Allies are fighting the 
world struggle for the freedom of the sea and for the 
democracy of men in their governmental relations. If 
the navy of Great Britain is to win the war for the Allies 
and the war of the Allies is to conserve the liberties of 
the whole world, it is the simplest reasoning to see that 
the British navy is America’s friend not foe. The sea 
must be safeguarded. America is not, nor can it afford 
to be, jealous of England’s sea power. On the other hand 
the spirit of America is not the spirit of world conquest 
ror adventure. There is much to be said for the proposed 
world league to enforce peace. Why 1s it not possible and 
reasonable for the mother country and America to unite 
their naval forces by a treaty? Then, must Great Britain 
profit by every vessel which America builds. It is no 
dream! The navy is the first line of defense for America 
and it must be maintained at a high degree of efficiency. 
Size 1s naturally an important factor in any naval equip- 
ment, but it is by no means the only factor. Personal 
efficiency, brains and intelligence win most battles with 
the modern naval weapons. The United States may aspire 
to have the largest navy in the world, but it must also as- 
pire to have it the most efficiently manned. ‘The first cost 
of the naval vessels is indeed a large item of expense, but 
by far the largest item in naval efficiency must be the 
training of the men and the maintenance of the equip- 
ment in the best of condition. To the slogan, the largest 
ravy, should be added “the best equipped navy.” 


Tue ADMINISTRATION is submitting a Bill favoring 
a duty on dye stuffs, but not high enough to satisfy the 
trade. This is one item that the administration can little 
atford to neglect. The administration has committed it- 
self to a propaganda for preparation and a high protec- 
tive tariff is only another way to accomplish that end. 
Primarily, all dye duties are intended to aid the manufac- 
turers of dyes in America to place the business in this 
country on a paying basis and free of any destructive 
competition from Germany. Secondarily, there is another 
issue and that is the by-products of dye manufacture are 
necessary in the modern ordnance making.

The dye tariff is not only a tariff question, but a 
preparedness proposition. 


Ir Was America’s PRIVILEGE and duty as a neutral 
nation to have issued a formal protest to Germany upon 
the violation of Belgium’s neutrality. It was a national 
blunder that it was not done at the time. It may have 
made no difference as far as the conquest of Belgium’s 
territory is concerned, but it would. have made a great 
deal of difference in American honor and self-respect.

BROTHERHOOD MEETING 


SALEM CLERGYMAN TALKS ON THREE 
UNALIENABLE RIGHTS OF AMER- 
ICANS. 


HAT the question of American 

“preparedness” is uppermost in 
the minds of most men today was 
convincingly demonstrated on Mon- 
day evening at the meeting of the 
Brotherhood in the Baptist church ves- 
try. In what was characterized as 
one of the most interesting meetings 
of the Brotherhood a spirited discus- 
sion of preparedness and of the 
merits of the Wilson policy of “watch- 
ful waiting” grew out of the Rev. 
Harry J. Newton’s address on “The 
three unalienable rights of an Amer- 
ican.” Mr. Newton, who is pastor of 
the Crombie street church in Salem, 
began the discussion when he depart- 
ed from the narrow lines of his sub- 
ject to criticize the Wilson policy in 
Mexico and in the Lusitania affair. 

Mr. Newton in opening his address 
said that the framers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence were very care- 
ful in their selection of words. They 
declared that men had the right to 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happi- 
ness. He laid emphasis on the word 
“pursuit,” remarking that the framers 
of the important document realized 
that the attainment of real happiness 
was an impossibility. 

“We ought to be happy,” he said, 
“but few of us find happiness. The 
socialists say that the attainment of 
happiness is an industrial problem and 
and that by reorganizing society we 
will attain happiness. Though I find 
much that is good in socialism, that 
fundamental principle of it which says 
that a change of condition will create 
happiness, I cannot agree with. You 
can put a pig in a parlor, but that does 
not make a gentleman of him. Ina 
reorganized society people do not 
change; you can still have a social hell 
in your reorganized society. The 
question is a moral one and not an 
economic one. 

“We must distinguish between 
pleasure and happiness. Pleasure is 
that which satisfies the senses. It has 
no continuity. Happiness is the re- 
ward which Christ promised in the 
Sermon on the Mount. 

“One of the strangest contradic- 
tions in the moral world is that al- 
though we may pursue happiness or 
pleasure, we never get them. It is 
wrong to pursue pleasure as an end. 
Pleasure is a by-product of life; not 
an ultimate commodity. It is attained 
only when we work for a great end, 
the attainment of ‘character.’ Even 
happiness is never reached if sought 
as an end,

“Another statement of the Declara- 
tion of Independence is that all men 
are born free and equal. ‘This is ab- 
surd. One man is born blind, an- 
other deaf and another sound in body. 
They cannot be equal. When I look 
at the industrial situation today and 
think of the great war, I say, ‘Free- 
dom, where art thou?’ Freedom is 
only attained by submitting to certain 
conditions and then it is not freedom. 

“The Declaration of Independence 
guarantees to all men, life. I know 
no person who can give it nor any 
government which can give it.” 

It was when Mr. Newton took up 
the “protection of life and property” 
guaranteed by the Constitution that he 
found occasion to roast the Wilson 
administration. Referring to the 
murder of hundreds of Americans 1 
Mexico he said: 

“Mr. Wilson seems to have no 
policy. He does not seem to know 
what he is doing. While hundreds 
of Americans were being murdered in 
Mexico and on the the Lusitania, his 
policy has been watchful waiting-— 
mostly waiting. Armed intervention 
is necessary in Mexico. There is no 
government there worthy of the 
name. We should go into Mexico to 
protect the Mexicans against their 
worst enemies, the bands of maraud- 
ing bandits.” 

Mr. Newton does not approve of 
Congressman Gardner’s preparedness 
propaganda, but believes in prepared- 
ness *himseliv-: Mes préters to<call it 
“protection,” however. 

He charged that the newspapers of 
the country were subsidized by the 
munitions interests and that it was im- 
possible to get a pacifist argument in- 
to print. Mr. Newton, who is a na- 
tive of England, made the remark re- 
garding the newspapers because, he 
said, a statement of Lord Roseberry’s 
had been suppressed in this country. 
That Englishman is quoted as saying 
that “every increase in preparedness 
in America meant a corresponding in- 
crease in the preparedness of every 
country in Europe.” 

He said that he approved of having 
a more efficient navy, but that the 
“military germ grew upon the thing on 
which it feeds.” He said he favored 
protection, “theoretically,” but that 
military preparedness would bring a 
war. “Get ready for a fight and you 
are sure to have one,” he said. 


In conclusion he said he had a 
great deal of sympathy for the moth- 
ed who “‘did not raise her boy to be a 
soldier,” as he himself was the father 
of a boy. 

The reference to preparedness stir- 
red up many of the members who 
asked questions regarding the advis-

increased army, a confederation of 
nations for peace and other similar 
questions before the public at the 
present time. 
Following the discussion refresh 
ments, consisting of doughnuts, crack- 
ers and cheese and cocoa, were served 
by the entertainment committee. 
Because the date of the next meet- 
ing falls on Town Meeting night it— 
was voted to postpone it and leave 
the selection of the next meeting 
night in the hands of the executive 
committee. A vote of appreciation 
was given Mr. Newton for his ad-— 
dress.

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FUROPE’S great war and the love of Mr. and Mrs. 

Frederick H. Prince of Boston and East Wenham for 
their daring son, Norman, whose feats as a member of 
the French aviation corps are winning him world-wide 
fame, recently gave to Frank W. Benson, the noted Salem 
portrait painter, one of the strangest commissions in the 
history of American art. Although it all happened more 
than a month ago, it was not until recently that the facts 
became known. It is a tale of the struggle against time 
of a master artist—of a portrait painted in a day, with 
mother love the motif. 

The story began just two days before Norman Prince, 
home on a furlough from the battlefields of France, had 
to sail on the Rochambeau from New York to rejoin his 
corps at the front, taking his brother Frederick along. 
Then it was that Mrs. Prince realized her son might never 
return and determined she would have a portrait of him. 

At 7 o’clock that night—it was Sunday, Jan. 2— Art- 
ist Benson was reached by telephone at his home in Salem. 
‘he story was quickly told him. Norman was to sail early 
in the afternoon of the following Tuesday; Norman was 
in New York, too, at the Hotel Vanderbilt, but his por- 
trait must be painted before he boarded the boat. Mr. 
Isenson accepted the commission. ‘The price, it is stated, 
was $10,000. 

Midnight, Sunday, found Mr. Benson on the New 
York train out of Boston. The five hours before the 
train left had given him opportunity to call at his studio 
in the Riverway and hastily pack his paints and brushes 
and palettes. Mr. Prince had volunteered to have the 
canvas in readiness; also an improvised studio in one of 
the best rooms in the Vanderbilt, and a room with a 
north light. 

Mr. Benson reached the Vanderbilt at 7 o’clock Mon- 
day morning. Mr. and Mrs. Prince were waiting and the 
artist, without even stopping to eat, stepped into the ele- 
vator and went with them to the studio they had chosen. 
Then, in the room, between gulps of coffee and hastily 
snatched morsels of toast, Mr. Benson directed the stretch- 
ing of his canvas and the posing of his model, young 
Prince. Ten minutes later Mr. Benson was at work. 

The morning passed; the afternoon slipped by. Mr. 
Benson never ceased. Not until dusk, until the canvas 
became a blur before his eyes, did he stop. The lights in 
the room were switched on and Mr. and Mrs. Prince and 
a gathering of artists who had sat silently through the 
hours watching Mr. Benson, looked upon the canvas. 
Standing out clear upon it, a masterful painting, they saw 
young Norman Prince as if in a mirror—young Prince 
in his uniform of a sergeant of the French aviation corps. 

True, some of the details of the uniform were mis- 
sing. But the silent watchers of the master artist looked 
upon an accomplishment that marks an era in American 
art—Boston Post.

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In SoLuTion oF THE SLUMP in summer hotel busi- 
ness which follows close after Labor Day many hotel men, 
especially those down in Maine, want the opening of the 
schools postponed three or four weeks longer. Taney say 
that most of the people who desert the resorts at that time 
of year, when the weather is almost at its best, do so not 
willingly, but because they must hurry back to town to 
arrange for the return of the younger members of the 
family to school. They say that otherwise the season 
would last until the first-of October or longer and that 
during September the finest of the summer weather pre- 
veils. Many people without children plan to leave on 
Labor Day also because the general exodus takes away 
their friends and leaves the hotel with an air of desertion. 
Maine cannery owners have the same objection to the 
early opening of school and college as their help is re- 
cruited from the ranks of the students who desert in the 
busiest part of the season. 


Tat Witp Drer Destroy crops has been the con- 
tention of farmers and hunters—chiefly hunters—for so 
long that we have come to believe that the annual slaughter 
of deer is justified as a protection to the farmer and his 
crops. We have not been exactly successful in attempt- 
ing to justify the annual death toll of men, cows, dogs 
and everything else that looks like a deer to the iran who 
has never seen one, or the one who takes a pot shot at 
everything that moves in fear that he will miss killing 
something. Now there comes to the front, one Walter 
K. Stone, artist, of Connecticut, who has observed closely 
the habits of wild deer and declares that the carius wirgin- 
ionus does not attack corps, but eats the weeds that are 
harmful to the growth of crops.- Now what will we poor 
hunters do for an excuse to slaughter deer at wholesale? 


Tuere 1s A New Brit before the Massachusetts 
legislature relating to the assignment of wages that should 
have the attention of every thoughtful man. In the past 
great harm has been done society and individuals by the 
intrigues that were possible under the old forms of loan 
laws. It is proposed that in the making of an assignment 
the wife must assent, that the employer must assent, the 
assignment must be recorded and that ten dollars of each 
week’s wages shall be free from assignment and the law 
must be printed in plain type on the face of every assign- 
ment. Governor McCall recommended remedial legis!a- 
tion and this bill is endorsed by leading social agencies, 
church federations and labor organizations. It is a good 
bill and it should become law. 


PRESIDENT WiLson ApvocaTEep the largest navy in 
the world in one of his recent addresses, but the adminis- 
tration’s building program would make the nation a poor 
third among the great naval forces.

Tux Issurs oF THE ComING national election ought 
not to be a campaign of “individuals,” nor should it be 
primarily a party fight. Parties are not the ultimate goal 
of politics. The primary interests of the nation are the 
sticcesses of our national policies and not the successes of 
our partisan political parties. There are two great tariff 
ideas in America, The democratic party stands for one 
idea and the republican for the other. The national inter- 
ests demand the adoption of either policy. New England 
must always favor an adequate protective tariff. This 
form of tariff legislation has always been fathered and 
promoted by the republican party. In other years there 
has been a strong argument in favor of a high protective 
tariff, for protection primarily and for revenue only 
secondarily. ‘The vital issue is the maintenance of our 
industries free from the menace of foreign competition 
and its consequent deteriorating effect upon manufactures. 
This year with the probable menace of a form of foreign 
competition unequaled in the history of trade it will be 
absolutely essential that America protect itself from the 
trade dumping that is certain to follow. If the Allies 
win it is likely that Germany will be hampered in her 
trade with the principals of the Entente and their colonies. 
Germany will then be forced to seek a market in the 
rich neutral United States, and what is America to do? 
It would seen as though the very exigencies of the war 
aad demonstrated the necessity of a protective program,— 
and that means the policies of the republican party. 


A NewspapPer Canvass of the state of Vermont re- 
veals the wish of a large number of republicans for the 
candidacy of Justice Hughes for president. The signifi- 
cant feature of the canvass, however, is the large number 
of Roosevelt supporters uncovered in the republican party. 
Practically all are united for the Colonel in case Hughes 
declines to be a candidate. The announcement of Ver- 
mont’s leaning to the Colonel contains the revelation that 
the recent Roosevelt propaganda in Massachusetts in- 
fluenced sentiment in the Green Mountain state. Gover- 
vor McCall had a large following in Vermont until he 
tnited with the anti-Roosevelt forces and then his support 
weakened. Roosevelt supporters are well known for their 
unrestrained enthusiasm and it is always safe to divide 
by two the volume of noise generated in support of the 
ex-President in order to find out the real strength of the 
Colonel’s backing. 


Tur Democratic ComBINation that sought to force 
the President’s hands have had time enough to regret their 
folly. Fortunately the President has a clear-cut policy 
and does not purpose to be brow beaten by the ill-directed 
activities of democratic members of the House. As a 
party movement it was a discreditable failure and places 
the leaders of the party in the House in disrepute. Strange- 
ly enough the situation resulted in the republican members 
sustaining the democratic President. The President knows 
what he is about even if he has trouble abroad and at 
hone. How can the President surrender the great prin- 
ciple for which neutrality must ever stand, the freedom of 
the seas. 


Iv Witt, BE Wet To RErieEcr upon the results of 
the democratic tariff program. America has been indus- 
trious and there have been good times, so-called, but it 
has been due entirely to the unusual demands made by the 
foreign war. If it were not for the present war America 
would have been writhing in the forces of a period of 
business depression equal to that of the Cleveland admin- 
istration; the war conditions have prevented the financial 
crisis. But this is not a tribute to the party policies of 
the democratic party.

Tue War Has ANOTHER Side that must not be over- 
looked and that is the great loss that has been inflicted up- 
on the carrying trade of the world and in these losses 
England ranks first. There have been one thousand ves- 
sels, all but ten, that have been destroyed. England alone 
losing 602 and America only 9. Germany lost 65 and 
Scandinavia’s proportionate loss has been great,—64. This 
raises a question of mercantile supremacy after the war. 
Who is to be the carrying nation among the nations of 
the world? Are not the English losses great? From these 
figures it would seem that the carrying possibilities of all 
of the nations of the world will be handicapped for fifty 
years to come. If America is wise a shipping construc- 
tion period will be begun. 


Premirr AsourtH Has ANNouNCED the policy and 
demands of the English government in this war. “What 
I said November 9, 1914, I repeat now,—we shall never 
sheathe the sword which we have not lightly drawn, until 
Belgium—and, I will add Serbia—recover in full measure 
all and more than they have sacrificed, until France is 
adequately secured against aggression, until the rights of 
the small nations of Europe are based upon an unassail- 
able foundation and until the military domination of Prus- 
sia is wholly and finally destroyed.” This is England’s 
statement of the ends desired for an ending of the war. 
In a paragraph the Allies’ cause is succinctly expressed. 
Will Germany’s program appear as unselfish? 


Tue New Nationa, Naval preparedness program 
seems to have been welcomed and progress is being made 
in developing the strength of the sea forces. The army 


_ program has not been so successful and judging from the 


opposition it is not likely to be popular. There is one 
advance that must be made, however, to make even the 
present small army efficient and that is to federalize its 
control. The time has come for the separate states to sur- 
render their military prerogatives and vest more authority 
in the federal government. It is surprising that the present 
laissez faire program has been tolerated so long. 


Tur Eprror oF A LonpoN Paper under the provi- 
sions of the “safety of the realm” act has been prosecuted 
and fined $500 for a cartoon vilifying the honor of the 
men at work for the nation’s safety. The criminal act 
consisted in the publication of the cartoon representing a 
soldier, reported missing, lying beneath a tree, drunk and 
with a bottle of rum lying conveniently near. 


Durinc THE Napo_koNic Wars, the great soldier 
endeavored, unsuccessfully to make the passage from 
France over water to invade England. It is argued there- 
from that an invasion of America over sea three thousand 
niles is impracticable and impossible. The Napoleonic 
failure, it must be borne in mind, occurred a hundred 
years ago. 


However OnE May FEEL concerning pacificism and 
its ideals it must be acknowledged that Great Britain was 
right in insisting upon maintaining the navy at a high 
standard of efficiency. 


Worp Now Comes from Great Britain that all youths 
under nineteen, under the Compulsion Act, will be called 
to the colors on March 31. ‘That is enough to take the 
joy out of life. 


Tue Waris A Baptism of blood; but already a new 
England is rising. 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE Peo 


Many Articies ARE WRITTEN concerning the pacific 
and non-resistant tenets of the Christian faith and of 
Jesus Christ. There can be no doubt of the fact that in 
both teaching and policy Jesus in His time was a pacificist, 
a non-resistant. Christ did not take up the sword, neither 
did He advocate the sword. War is not compatible with 
the teachings of the Master. It was not the way.. How- 
ever, it is poor reasoning to judge the attitude to a col- 
lossal problem now on the continent by Christ’s attitude 
to the Jewish hope to throw off the yoke of Rome. As 
a Prince of Peace He scorned the warlike methods of a 
Prince of Men. It is a cross for Christians the world 
over to lay down the pursuits of peace and to take up 
the sword for honor, and righteousness. ‘The cross has to 
be taken up and thousands of God-fearing men loathing 
the army, the trench and wholesale murder have laid down 
their lives not as He did, but for their country and its 
ideals. Jesus was opposed to war methods in His day 
and generation because He knew it was not the time for a 
contest of arms. 


Tue ASSEMBLY OF THE STATE OF NEw York has be- 
gun an investigation which may mean the establishment 
of a State Board of Censors for cinematograph films in 
order to eliminate the indecent, sacreligious or suggestive 
features from them. The moving picture business has 
grown with marvelous rapidity. It has proven to be a 
popular and inexpensive form of amusement and may be 
made a most helpful educational and recreative institution. 
However, as the moving picture business continues un- 
checked and practically uncensored save as the proprietors 
use a discriminating taste in the selection of their films, 
the business has in it a serious danger. The moving pic- 
ture owners will learn that a sane censorship will help 
and not injure their business. Whether the censorship 
harms or aids, no business corporation has a moral right 
to make money at the expense of the morals of its cus- 
tomers. To abolish the moving picture diversion would 
be impossible and undesirable, but it should be more 
severely censored. 


A RESOLUTION Is TO BE INTRODUCED in the House of 
Representatives requesting the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to investigate the gasoline situation in Massa- 
chusetts and to determine whether the state is to be dis- 
criminated against. There can be no harm in such an 
investigation and the oil companies cannot very well de- 
mur as facts will tell their own story. If there is no 
discrimination and the situation is the direct result of 
market conditions beyond the control of any commercial 
company operating intelligently the oil companies should 
welcome an impartial investigation on the part of the 
Interstate Commission, whose findings, if favorable, would 
relieve the companies of the intense criticisms now being 
made and which criticisms may be without basis in fact. 


A NovickABLE INTEREST is being taken in wireless 
telegraphy by amateurs all over the country and the auth- 
orities at Washington are encouraging young people to 
develop their skill in receiving messages and in sending 
them as a part of the national preparedness movement. 
To one who has not known, it will be a surprise to learn 
that there are over twenty-five thousand amateur wireless 
stations in the United States representing an investment 
of money that is amazing. Last week the Government 
relayed a wireless call in the interest of preparedness all 
over the nation in a surprisingly short while. The wire- 
less telegraph is a marvel of scientific investigation and 
is destined to prove to be a valuable servant to man,

Mr. Taintor talked particularly on 
the rifle club idea and told what had 
been done and what they proposed to 
do, provided enough would take hold. 
At present there are two or three lo- 
cations which have been looked over 
to be used for rifle ranges, but oniy 
one which is at ‘Topsfield, had been 
engaged. 

The idea of the whole thing was 
that in case of war men who were 
able to shoot with some degree of ac- 
curacy were most necessary, and at 
the same time hard to find as the 
modern army rifle is no plaything. 

The army uniform with shoes, 
sweater, etc., as well as the regulation 
army rifle was shown, and _ photo- 
graphs of the camp at Plattsburg and 
various manoeuvers.

Business men, _ politicians, 
newspapermen, and so on, went on 
their knees to the New York women, 
begging them to call off the “strike.” 
Of course they did so, but they never 
hear now that “woman’s place is at 
home.” That hypocritical phrase has 
cheapened the home, and real home- 
builders never use it anyhow. 

Perhaps the most striking thing 
that Mrs. Catt said was that the “old 
fogies” are not our worst enemies in 
the suffrage fight,—we can afford to 
forget them, for that element is al- 
ways with us and always opposes 
every movement, (as we know so well 
in Massachusetts!) But our really 
dangerous foe is a dark and mystert- 
ous power which does not fight in the 
open; which is back of Mr. Malign, 
for instance, who always gets busy in 
every Suffrage campaign and_ has 
quiet talks with business men, but 
never will tell who or what he repre- 
sents. We must find out what this 
dark power is and fight it to a finish; 
certainly it is evil, and so our struggle 
is a part of the old, old struggle be- 
tween Good and Evil. Mrs. Catt 
said that we might get everyone so 
busy with this great bloodless fight 
that they will forget about going to 
war ! 

Miss Alice Stone Blackwell, the 
state president, who presided at these 
meetings, referred to the temporary 
defeat in Massachusetts and the re- 
cent victory in Manitoba, and said:

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NEW BOOKS 


Recently Added to Manchester Public Library 


fee Report of the Trustees of the 
Manchester Public Library for the 
year 1915 contains a classified list of 
the books purchased during the year. 
This list will be found in the Annual 
Town Report. Some two hundred extra 
copies were printed and bound in pamph- 
let form. They are at the Public Li- 
brary and may be obtained from the 
librarian—but not more than one cops 
to a family. The trustees had these 
extra copies printed as the beginning 
of a finding-list of the new books, and 
hope to continue the practice from 
year to year. If the patrons of the 
Library will save their copy of the re- 
port each year, they will have a com- 
plete finding-list of all the new books. 
The trustees do not feel justified at 
the present time of asking the town to 
go to the expense of publishing a com- 
plete catalogue of the books in the 
Library. 

However, it is hoped with the card 
catalogue and the lists of new books 
issued annually, those using the Li- 
brary will have no difficulty in finding 
what the Library may have on any 
subject in which they may be inter- 
ested. 

I just finished reading a two-volume 
work on English literature in which 
I became very much interested. ‘‘In- 
terpretations of Literature’’ by La- 
feadio Hearn is entirely different from 


The life history of the author was a 
somewhat romantic one. His father 
was Irish and his mother was Greek 
and he was born 1850 in the Ionian Is- 
lands. Self educated in France and 
England. He came to this country in 
1867 and learned the printer’s trade, 
later becoming a journalist and edi- 
torial writer. He went to Japan in 
1890 and became a citizen of that 
country taking the name Yakumo Koi- 
zumi. He married a Japanese woman. 

He was lecturer on English litera- 
ture at the University of Tokio, 1896- 
1903. These lectures made the two 
volume work referred to above. The 
lectures were delivered in English to 
a group of bright Japanese students. 
He did not use any notes and talked 
very slowly, some of the students took 
the lectures down verbatim and after 
his death they were collected and have 
just been published. There is so much 
that is good in these talks on literature 
that it is hard to make a selection. 

The chapters on Crabbe, Cowper, 
Wordsworth, Byren, Shelley and Keats 
tell us much about these authors and 
their works. Anyone who wishes ito 
get a clearer idea of what Carlyle 
meant in Sartor Resartus should read 
the chapter on the philosophy of that 
work. Two very instructive chapters 
are ‘‘Some Poems About Insects’’ and 
‘‘On Birds in English Literature.’’ 


mists and their Kindred,’’ ‘‘Shake- 
speare,’’ ‘‘The Bible in English Liter- 
ature,’’ ‘‘ Value of the Supernatural in 
Fiction,’’ ‘‘Poe’s Verse,’’ ‘‘A Proper 
Estimate of Longfellow’’ and ‘‘ Poems 
on Night the Moon and Stars.’’ The 
author became much interested in his 
adopted country and wrote much about 
its folk-lore. He was a voluminous 
writer. 

‘The World Decision’’ by Robert 
Herrick the novelist, is a book on the 
war that will repay the time spent in 
reading it. The author spent a year 
in France and Italy since the war be- 
gan. He was very much impressed 
with the spirit shown in France. 


The last chapters on the relation of 

the war to America should be read by 
every American citizen. 
- **The Note Book of an Attache,’’ by 
Erie Fisher Wood, is another volume 
on the war that is equally good, but 
treating the subject in an entirely diff- 
erent way. The author, an American 
artist, was in Paris when the war 
broke out. He went to the American 
Embassy and offered his services and 
they were accepted. He had some 
thrilling experiences and they are well 
described in his book. 

‘‘The Writing on the Wall’’ by the 
same author treats of America’s un- 
preparedness. 


‘German Culture, Past and Pres- 
ent,’’? by E. Belford Bax gives much 
information about that country. ‘‘The 
New (German) Testament,’? by An- 
thony Hope Hawkins, compares the 
English and German standards of mor- 
als in relation to the war. <A few 
notes on some new works of fiction will 
be given in the near future.

The tense and bitter ex- 
periences of the battle-fields and trenches have served <0 
drive the peasant, shopkeeper, merchant and aristocrat in- 
to the closest sort of companionship and fellowship and 
v.hen the war days are done the silly separatist spirit will 
have vanished. If England fails to win it will be because 
oi the inferiority of England’s national spirit which it 
cannot for an instant concede. Mr. Brooks’ suggestions 
are well taken and there is every reason to believe that 
most of his conclusions are sound and will stand the acid — 
test of time and national experience.

THE first of the Spring hats to make 
: its appearance is always the silk 
hat and this year has been no excep- 
tion, although there are fewer of 
them seen this year than there were 
“fast. The 1916 silk hat is really not 
' of silk at all, but ribbon! One charm- 
ing broad-brimmed affair is entirely of 
grosgrain ribbon, narrow on the brim, 
wider on the crown. ‘The only trim- 
ming is an indifferent bow of the 
same on one side of the crown. The 
charm of the hat is in its color (it is 
seen in all the new shades) and in the 
becoming, irregular line of its brim. 
One of the tiny, almost brimless hats 
is made of Roman striped silk which 
trims itself with a stiff, upstanding 
bow in back. It is very smart with a 
dark suit which should have a dis- 
creet touch of the silk somewhere. 
Silk hats lend themselves excellently 
to the military styles, and one dark 
blue little turban has a stiff cocarde 
on one side of the same silk. Silk is 
also used in combination with straw, 
not only for trimming but for the hat, 
itself. Many of the wide, flat hats 
have facings of silk to match the hat 
trimmings. 

Perched serenely or saucily, as the 
case may be, is a gaudy bird on the 
very middle of the front of one’s 
small hat. One turban was all shiny, 
glazed straw of red and green, with a 
blue and red cockatoo on the front. 
Perched on the front on another hat 
but facing backwards, if you please, 
was a tall, skinny bird. His goose 
feathers went very well with the little, 
gray mushroom hat with its narrow 
band of ribbon, however, so he was 
quite successful. Wings, running 
high and to the back are also in first 
favor, and wings, one slanting up and 
one slanting down, adorn the front of 
some of the small, tall hats.

time for preparation. 

Breast of Lamb Broiled is quickly 
prepared and delicious. Heat and 
grease a gridiron, broil the breast of 
lamb first on one side and then on the 
other. Rub over with butter, pepper 
and salt and serve on a hot dish with 
mint sauce. The possibilities of the 
breast of lamb for the economical 
housewife are too numerous to be 
detailed here, and this is only one of 
many good ways in which it may be 
prepared. 

Clam Pie (New England style) is 
a seashore dish with a truly nautical 
flavor. The liquor from the clams 
should be heated strained and season- 
ed after which the clams, which have 
previously been chopped, may be 
cooked in it for about ten minutes. 
Alternate layers of the clams, sea- 
soned with salt, pepper and onion 
juice and butter, and thin slices of 
boiled potatoes should be placed in a 
baking dish. After dredging each 
layer of clams with flour, and pouring 
in a cup of clam juice, a covering of 
thick, good pastry should be put over 
the top and the whole baked half an 
hour in a quick oven.

The first 15 minutes. of Manches- 
ter’s annual Town Meeting was con- 
sumed by Town Clerk Aas Jewett 
in reading the warrant, and the next 
16 minutes in casting 114 ballots for 


meeting adjourned to next. 


* 
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moderator. Charles C. Dodge, who 
was elected last year by one of the 
largest votes ever cast for moderator, 
was replaced this year by Raymond 
C. Allen, who has served the town as 
moderator so efficiently the last ten 
or twelve.years, with the exception of 
last year. The vote was Allen 67, 
Dodge 47. 

In accepting the office Mr. Allen 
made a few frank remarks, saying 
that he had served the town for the 
last twenty years as moderator and 
in other capacities and the last year 
was the first that he had felt perfect- 
ly free in speaking from the floor, 
something he had not experienced in 
previous years. His first inclination 
in the matter now was to thank the 
voters for the honor again bestowed, 
and decline to serve. He had always 
endeavored to give the best there was 
in him and to conduct the meetings 
of the town over which he had pre- 
sided just as he would any big cor- 
poration—which is just what Man- 
chester is today—and administer the 
affairs of the town as carefully as 
the directors of such a corporation 
would wish. If that is what the vote 
means today, said Mr. Allen, then he 
felt it his duty to accept the office; 
and as a second consideration, he had 
always been brought up to believe the 
first duty of a citizen was public ser- 
vice and public duty, and with these 
things in mind he accepted the office.

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A Practice WuHicn Mapge New York State politics 
infamous and has now and then crept into the politics of 
the Bay State is that of making charges of “graft” against 
brother legislators. It is easy to blacken the’ reputation 
of a public man by unfounded charges, for even if the 
victim is cleared there always remains that Scotch verdict, 
“not proven.” Massachusetts witnessed the spectacle last 
week of brother legislators. from Gloucester in the posi- 
tons of accuser and defendant of “graft” charges. ~A 
legislator who honestly believes that the:acts of his fellow 
lawmaker are illegal should carefully investigate before 
making a public accusation. Once he has done so, how- 
ever, he should, in the interests ‘of. justice, go through 
with the matter to the finish and lay every bit of informa- 
tion in his possession before the proper tribunal. Failure 
to do this leads to the belief that he himself is guilty, wil- 
fully blackening the reputation of his opponent for politi- 
cal ends. Less of this irresponsible personal warfare and 
more attention to the interests of the public are demanded 
of state officials by an awakening public. 


OnE oF Two Conciustons can be drawn from the 
statement of the police investigators of the “mysterious” 
fire and explosion in the office of the Providence Journal 
last Thursday night. Either, the truth of the repeated 
charges of that newspaper against the alleged German 
propagandists is established if the explosion was the act 
of a German; or, a poorly executed “fake” has been per- 
petrated by the newspaper in justification of: its state- 
ments. he police say the fire was not an.accident.

e1bered by the precise reader in question, implies the 

whole story of his life. It happened that the matters in 
which, as a writer, he was mostly concerned, were, really 
or in imagination, things of this material world..

He lived long enough to realize that his -work was ap- 
preciated by a constantly increasing company of careful 
and critical readers. They may lay his frame in West- 
inster Abbey, but his spirit will live in the work of his 
pen. 


Ir 1s FREQUENTLY Sarp that America forgets its 
debts to its heroes of the past.

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MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB 


Mrs. J. Harry Poo_k oF BRocKTON 
SPOKE ON CURRENT EVENTS. 


Mrs. J. Harry Poole of Brockton 
entertained the members of the Man- 
chester Woman’s club on Tuesday 
afternoon in the Chapel with an in- 
teresting discussion of current events. 
Mrs. Poole, who spoke to the club a 
year ago on “Work and Play ot Club 
Life,’ was enjoyed equally as much 
on this occasion. 

The meeting, which was attended 
by a large proportion of the club, 
opened with the reading of the report 
of Miss Martha Knight, who was the 
delegate to the recent mid-winter con- 
ference of the Massachusetts Federa- 
tion of Woman’s clubs at Melrose. 
Miss Knight said that the meeting 
strengthened her in her anti-suffrage 
principles. One of the difficulties, 
she said, that was experienced was 
the amount of legislative matter 
which was discussed in a space of two 
hours. It was impossible to gain a 
clear idea of any of the measures in 
so short a time. Nearly 1200 were 
present at the conference. The fea- 
ture of the meeting being the address 
of Dr. Edward A. Steiner on the 
“Tnternational Mind and the Inter- 
national Heart.” Miss Knight’s re- 
port was accepted with thanks. 

The “baby-week” committee re- 
port was omitted. Announcement 
of the “Children’s Day” meeting on 
Saturday afternoon, March 25, was 
made by the president, Mrs. Edward 
S. Knight. Any child bearing a card 
with its name on one side and its 
mother’s name on the reverse side 
will be admitted, free. Other chil- 
dren between the ages of 5 and 16 
will be admitted for 25 cents. “Har- 
row,” the magician, will entertain the 
children. 

In opening her talk Mrs. Poole said 
that so much was being said about 
the war that she would avoid it as 
much as possible as it was a “pessi- 
mistic’ subject. She discussed the 
conflict between the President and 
Congress on the Gore and McLemore 
resolutions of warning to Americans 
to keep off armed merchantmen. She 
told the causes which led up to the 
introduction of the measures and of 
their defeat. She showed a thorough 
understanding of the underlying dif- 
ferences of opinion on the submarine 
situation and said that now Germany 
would understand that we are all 
with the President. 

She spoke of the child labor bill 
before Congress and said that it 
would affect conditions in the North 
as well as in the South. She said 
we are too apt to think of child labor

as an evil of the South. Mill condi- 
tions in the South, she said, were 
more sanitary than in the North and 
hours for study were provided for 
the children at work. Tenement child 
labor of the northern cities would be 
attacked, she said, if the bill became 
a law. She said that often measures 
affecting our economic welfare are 
pushed aside in the consideration of 
political measures. 

Discussing the Philippines problem 
she said that there are three views 
held regarding the island possessions. 
One was that we made a bad bargain 
in acquiring them and should get rid 
of them at our earliest convenience. 
A second view is that we should help 
them get established as we did Cuba 
and then free them. The third view 
is that we should always hold a re- 
straining hand upon them. A bill 
before Congress embodies the second 
view. She said that it was a differ- 
ence of opinion on handling of the 
Philippines that led to the withdraw- 
al of Secretary of War Garrison 
from President Wilson’s cabinet. 

She discussed the two army bills 
now before Congress and explained 
the principal points about each. The 
two new treaties with Nicaragua re- 
cently signed were next discussed. 
One gives the United States the ex- 
clusive rights for a_ trans-isthmian 
canal through Nicaragua. 

The treaty with Haiti and the pro- 
posed Colombian treaty were also dis- 
cussed. The so-called conservation 
bill in Congress,and the Osborne-Sing 
Sing controversy were discussed. 
The appointment of Ambassador 
Fletcher to Mexico was praised as 
being non-partisan. The appointment 
of Louis D. Brandeis to the United 
States Supreme Court bench was dis- 
cussed pro and con. She said that if 
the appointment was confirmed there 
would be a Roman Catholic; a Jew, 
Mr. Brandeis, and seven Protestant 
justices representing the three lead- 
ing religious elements in the country. 


In concluding Mrs. Poole said that 
she must touch upon the war briefly 
and she spoke of the German drive 
on Verdun which is attracting the at- 
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terition of the world. She thought it — 
was due to the Crown Prince’s fail- 
ure to take Verdun in the orignial 
drive in 1914 that was responsible 
for the present attempt, which was 
necessary to restore him to favor in 
Germany. ‘The Russian successes in 
Asia Minor might result in a union 
with the British forces attacking the 
Dardanelles, she said. She said that 
the attitude of Roumania would be 
determined by what Roumania could 
get out of the war. That spirit of 
individual gain was the dominant fac- 
tor of the attitude of each nation at 
war, she said. ‘Whatever we may 
think of Germany’s military system 
we must admit that she has been suc- 
cessful in maintaining the ‘iron ring’ 
of protection about her own terri- 
tory.” . 
Concluding she said, “My attitude 
toward the war is that some good will 
come of it. History is the story of — 
the world woven by the Creator. 
There are dark threads needed as well © 
as light threads. The early history 
of the world was woven with dark 
threads, then lately there have been 
lighter ones. Now the Creator needs 
more dark threads to make the tapes- 
try even. If you and I are permitted 
to see the end of the fabric, the fin- 
ished tapestry, at the end of the great — 
war of 1914 to—who knows when—_ 
we shall see that it was necessary to 
the development of the world.” 
Before and after Mrs. Poole’s talk 
the high school girls’ glee club rend- 
ered pleasing selections.

John F. Scott objected to the walk 
veing laid, saying that there was not 
ufficient width to the street and that 
me side of the street had a good walk. 
atrick Boyle declared that the walk 
vas needed there as much as any- 
vhere. Motion was carried. 

Action on Art. 38 (Raymond st.) 
vas deferred as per the recommend- 
ition of the Finance committee that it 
ve considered under Art. 5. 

Franklin B. Rust, petitioner for 
\rt. 39, moved its adoption. The 
ticle provided for another police- 
nan to do night duty on School, 
>Jeasant and Pine streets and an ap- 
wropriation of $1200 for the same. 

‘Then the life of the meeting start- 
‘d. Thomas Baker moved an amend- 
nent providing for still another po- 
iceman at an additional cost of $1200 
o patrol Friend court and John F. 
Scott offered another amendment 
providing for a third additional police- 
nan. Neither amendment had a sec- 
ond nor came to a vote as the movers 
poke strongly against the adoption of 
he original motion. The additional 
fficer would be an unnecessary ex- 
yense, it was declared. The article 
vas voted down. 

Action on Art. 5 (Highways) had 
een set down for 8 o’clock and that 
vas next taken up. 

The recommendation of the Fi- 
lance committee that the appropria- 
ion of $28,000 asked by the select- 
nen for the maintenance of highways, 
idewalks and bridges be cut to $23,- 
00 was discussed at length. John F. 
Scott wanted the question thoroughly 
liscussed and asked that everyone 
lave something to say about it. Near- 
y everyone did. 

In preliminary to the discussion of 
he appropriation P. H. Boyle said he 
hought the work should be done un- 
ler the direction of the selectmen. 
Te said he was opposed to curb to 
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curb construction. He said the state 
highway commission admitted that 
road building was in an experimental 
stage and that its sole aim was to 
provide a road to stand the automo- 
bile traffic. He made a plea for con- 
sideration of the horses. There should 
be a place on the side of the road of 
good gravel construction for the 
horses. He said that under present 
conditions only half the load could 
be carried that used to be carried. He 
said that the benefit of the roads went 
to people outside of Manchester and 
that 75 percent of the travel was by 
people who were not even summer 
residents of Manchester. He asked 
consideration for the people who paid 
the expense of construction. 

Getting back at the question of 
maintenance FE. P. Stanley wanted to 
know if the appropriation provided 
for the removal of snow, as nearly 
$3000 had been spent for that thus 
far, and Raymond st. re-construction 
is to be taken out of the appropria- 
tion. George S. Sinnicks answered 
that he thought the snow could be in- 
cluded in the appropriation if the 
money were economically expended. 
Selectman Edward S. Knight said 
that the expense of removing the 
snow had been $3000 and that it had 
already cost $2000 for crushing stone. 
He moved the adoption of the article 
as recommended by the selectmen the 
appropriation calling for $28,000. 

Frank P. Knight asked if the work 
to be done warranted the expenditure 
of the sum asked, and if it would af- 
fect the tax rate. He wanted to know 
what was going to be done with the 
money and wanted to be sure that the 
work already done was satisfactory. 

Mr. Sinnicks wanted to know if it 
would be necessary to spend the en- 
tire $5000 above the recommendation 
of the Finance committee. E. S. 
Knight replied that it might not be 
necessary to use the entire amount. 

It was finally voted to appropriate 
$28,000 for maintenance of highways, 
bridges, sidewalks, etc. 

In the consideration of the appro- 
priation called for by the selectmen 
for new construction in the western 
section of the town amounting to 
$58,500 the discussion waxed hot. 
The Finance committee had recom- 
mended a cut of $18,500 making the 
appropriation $40,000. The cut would 
be possible if macadam construction 
was used throughout, instead of wood 
and granite blocks through center of 
town. 

George S. Sinnicks, chairman of 
the appropriation committee, started 
the “ball rolling” by asking that the 
selectmen say what they intended to 
do with the money. He said that the 
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committee had taken the horses into 
consideration when they recommend- 
ed Bermudez macadam for all the 
work. He said that on the level 
stretches of road the teams would be 
able to haul as much as on a gravel 
road, but that on the hills they would 
probably experience difficulty. He 
said that the state highway men had 
promised that the construction could 
be varied in such places to provide 
fOrethes horsess 11 them matters 
handled right, he said, the construc- 
tion should not exceed a cost of $40,- 
ooo. He said that the state highway 
commission had told the committee 
that the construction used last year 
was the most economical. 

Edward S. Knight said that the 
selectmen had consulted the state 
highway men and had asked of them 
a survey to the Beverly line and 
recommendations regarding the con- 
struction. He said that their recom- 
mendations were those contained in 
the report of the selectmen. Mr. 
Knight said that the state highway 
men recommended Bermudez maca- 
dam 20 feet wide from the Beverly 
line to the junction of Bennett, Pine 
and Central streets. This was the 
same as used on Summer st. last year. 
This construction would have a life 
of 10 years at least. He said wooden 
paving was recommended for Central 
and Union streets from Pine to Beach 
street with a concrete base at an esti- 
mated cost of $3.75 per yard. He 
said that the state commissioners said 
that wooden blocks had about the 
longest life of any paving, except 
granite, lasting 15 to 20 years and 
sometimes longer. It was said to be 
as noiseless as any made and less slip- 
pery than Bermudez. Granite blocks 
were recommended for the grades as 
providing a better footing. They are 
laid with a concrete base 6 inches 
thick and sand filling is used for the 
cracks. The life of granite paving is 
indefinite as it wears a lifetime. This 
was the paving recommended for 
Union st., from Beach to Washington 
sts. He estimated that there would 
be a saving of three to four thousand 
dollars if the work were done under 
one contract. He advised that the 
work be done this year as the law re- 
garding taxation of personal property 
would effect the income of the town 
in the near future. He said the 
money for the work could be borrow- 
ed for a term not exceeding five years. 

George R. Dean wanted more in- 
formation about the wooden block 
paving and said that where it was 
used in Boston it had been unsatis- 
factory. 

Edward Height told of the use of 
Washington Fir wood for paving in 
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a Pacific coast city where he once 
lived. When the paving had to be 
taken up after 22 years’ use the blocks 
were found to be in perfect condition. 
It was said that they would have 
lasted fifty years. 

P. H. Boyle was for a_ gravel 
shoulder no matter what material was 
used for paving. Otis M. Stanley 
objected to the use of any new kind 
of material on these roads and made 
a motion to pass over the article. The 
motion was lost. 

William Hooper said he did not 
think Bermudez was safe paving for 
a horse to travel on and did not think 
that wood was lasting enough. 

Selectman E. S. Knight moved an 
amendment to have the appropriation 
made for $58,500 as asked by the 
selectmen instead of $40,000 recom- 
mended by the finance committee. 

Frank P. Knight wanted to know 
how much the ‘appropriation would 
add to the tax rate. The selectman 
replied that it would add about $1 to 
the rate if the money were hired for 
the work for two years and about $2 
if it were all paid for this year. He 
said that at the beginning of last year 
the town faced a Toss of $870,000 in 
taxable property but had gained over 
$4,000,000 during the year. He said 
many people were registering bonds 
under the new state law to escape lo- 
cal taxation and that there was dan- 
ger of an increase in the rate for that 
reason. 

Frank P. Knight warned against 
the danger of increasing the funded 
indebtedness because of the prob- 
ability of a change in the method of 
taxation which would lose to Man- 
chester much of its taxable property. 
He advised that it would be wiser to 
“pay as we go.” The amendment 
proposed by Mr. Knight was lost 122 
to 32. 

Otis M. Stanley thought that the 
width of the paved part of the road 
should be 16 feet at the most. This, 
he said, would allow a wide enough 


shoulder even at the narrowest point. 


of the road. 

Arthur F. Olson moved an amend- 
ment to the article providing for con- 
struction only from Ashland avenue 
to the Beverly line, at a cost propor- 
tionate to the original proposition for 
$40,000 for the whole construction. 
It did not come to a vote. 

George R. Dean insisted that some 
sort of construction should be accom- 
plished as it was important that the 
town have good roads. 

On motion of Mr. Sinnicks it was 
voted to refer the entire matter back 
to the selectmen for a report at an 
adjourned meeting. In the meantime 
the board will secure the further in- 
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formation necessary for a proper con- 
sideration of the matter, such as 
width of roadway and consequent 
width of shoulder on each side of cen- 
EOL 

Article 8, for the appropriation of 
$15,950 for the water department, 
was set for 9 o’clock. John F. Scott 
was instantly on his feet with an 
amendment providing for an appro- 
priation of $13,450. Moderator Ray- 
mond C. Allen ruled that parliamen- 
tary procedure demanded that the 
larger appropriation be voted upon 
first. Mr. Scott talked at length on 
economy in running the water depart- 
ment and said that the expense could 
be reduced $2500 by running only one 
plant for 6 months of the year. He 
charged that there was labor waste 
in operating both plants and said that 
if a business man ran his business on 
the same basis as the water depart- 
ment he would be bankrupt in three 
months. 

Frank P. Knight thought any 
money spent on the water department 
was good insurance to property. 

George E. Hildreth said that the 
reason for increased expense at the 
home plant was that the shift had 
been doubled since the fire at the 
Gravelly Pond plant and that a 
watchman was on duty. He main- 
tained that the plants were run eff- 
ciently. 

Mr. Scott again objected and said 
that the automobile belonging to the 
department was being used to carry 
men back and forth to work and that 
they were not working their full time 
that way. 

Article 8 was carried, with an ap- 
propriation of $15,950. 

Scott again was the champion of 
economy when article 9, providing for 
an expenditure of $3,800 for repairs 
on the concrete standpipe came up. 
He volunteered to show the water de- 
partment how to stop the leaks in the 
standpipe by a method which he said 
would cost $150. If it did not work 
the first time he said they could do it 
over. 


Water Commissioner Hildreth ask- 
ed of the finance committee the rea-

SUBMARINE CHASER. 


John L. Saltonstall of Pride’s 
Crossing, who is Massachusetts’ rep- 
resentative on the Naval league, is 
having built from designs of Swasey, 
Raymond & Page, by Lawley at Ne- 
ponset, a 52-foot speed boat along the 
lines of a submarine chaser, according 
to report. This speed boat of the 
wave collecting type, driven by two 
150-horse-power Sterline engines, is 
expected to show at least 27 miles. 

Although typically a speed boat, the 
new craft will have quite comfortable 
cruising accommodations. . Aft there 
is to be a cabin for the owner and 
guests, which, with the galley, toilet, 
etc., is planned for four persons, 
while forward there are accommoda- 


tions for a crew of three hands. 
The general dimensions of the boat 
are 53 feet over all, and 11 feet beam. 


The hull is to be built quite strong | 


with three steel water-tight bulkheads. 
The craft is to be equipped with a 
wireless outfit and provisions have 
been made for the mounting of rapid 
fire guns on the forward and ait 
decks. 

Mr. Saltonstall is having the boat 
built with the idea in view of using 
it in connection with the Naval Re- 
serve Training school, that is to be 
inaugurated by the navy department 
next summer, as a scout and sub- 
marine chaser. She will be one of the 
fleet of power-driven craft that will 
be mobilized in New England waters

PATRIOTISM was the subject of one of Lyman Ab- 
bott’s editorials in the March 8th issue of The Out- 
look. The editorial said: “A nation is made great, 
not by its fruitful acres, but by the men who cultivate 
them; not by its great forests, but by the men who use 
them; not by its mines, but by the men who work in them; 
not by its railways, but by the men who build and run 
them. America was a great land when Columbus dis- 
ccvered it; Americans have made of it a great Nation. 

“In 1776 our fathers had a vision of a new Nation 
‘conceived in liberty and dedicated to the proposition that 
all men are created equal.’ Without an army they fought 
the greatest of existing world empires that they might 
realize this vision. A third of a century later, without a 
navy they fought the greatest navy in the world that they 
might win for their. Nation the freedom of the seas. Half 
a century later they fought through an unparalleled Civil 
War that they might establish for all time on this con- 
tinent the inalienable right of life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness. A third of a century later they fought 
to emancipate an oppressed neighbor, and, victory won, 
gave back Cuba to the Cubans, sent an army of school- 
masters to educate for liberty the Filipinos, asked no war 
indemnity from their vanquished enemy, but paid him 
liberally for his property. Meanwhile they offered land 
freely to any farmer who would live upon and cultivate 
it, opened to foreign immigrants on equal terms the door 
of industrial opportunity, shared with them _ political 
equality, and provided by universal taxation for universal 
education. 

“The cynic who can see in this history only a theme 
for his egotistical satire is no true American, whatever 
his parentage, whatever his birthplace. He who looks 
with pride upon this history which his fathers have writ- 
ten by their heroic deeds, who accepts with gratitude the 
inheritance which they have bequeathed to him, and who 
highly resolves to preserve this inheritance unimpaired 
and to pass it on to his descendants enlarged and enrich- 
ed, is a true American, be his birthplace or his parentage 
what it may.” 
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A Serious Danger to All the Pine Trees of the 
North Shore---is White Pine Blister Rust | 


Ti& White Pine Blister rust is a fungus disease, native 

to Europe and according to the Committee on Forestry 
and Shade Ilrees of the Salem Chaa.ber of Coxmerce, it 
has rendered the growing of our native white pine in 
England, Denmark, Holland, and parts of Germany im- 
practicable. The members of the Chamber Forestry Com- 
mittee referred to are, Wiiliam R. Colby, chairman; 
Philip Horton Smith, Alfred W. Putnam, Francis 8. 
Benjamin and Albert E. Cole. 

According to their statements, this disease was 1m- 
ported to this country on young nursery stock of white 
pine, and plantings made from such stock in the states of 
New York, Pennsyivania, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Connecticut and Massachucetts have been found to be 
infected with this disease. P.antirgs in other states are 
under suspicion. ‘Tnis danger thieacens the extinction of 
all the pine trees on the North Shore. 

Untike the chestnut b.ight, the btister rust cannot 
spread directly from one pine to another pine. It has 
two hosts; one stage of the disease lives in the bark of 
five-leaved pines, the other develops on the leaves of cur- 
rant and gooseberry bushes, both the wild and the domes- 
tic species. Lhe stage of the d.sease on currants and 
gooseberries can spread to other currants and gooseberries, 
and also to pines. ‘There is but cne stage ot the disease 
on the pines, and this can spread only back to cu.rants 
and gooseberries. ‘lherefore the disease has a vulnerable 
point of atiack, name y, the complete elimination of one 
or the other of the ho:ts in the cect.ons where the disease. 
is found. ‘The pine forests and trees as a whole, are in- 
finitely more valuable than the currants and gooseberries ; 
therefore, the latter are the ones to be destroyed in ihe 
sections where the di-ease has teen found. Where the 
disease has been located, the safe thing to do is to destroy 
all currants and gooseberries in the “immediate vicin.ty, 
whether or not they are infec ed, as well as all pines that 
are infected. 

The total distance that the dis-ase will spread in one 
season 1s not and probably cannot be definitely det. rmined, 
but one po.nt is certain, namely, that it will surely sp.ead 
in this country, wherever pines and currants or goose- 
berries are found in the same vicinity. Wild currants 
and gooseberries are tou-d practically all over the c_un- 
try which makes the spread certain, unless drastic meas- 
ures are taken to prevent it. The maximum distance that 
the disease will carry from currant; and goo are a 
pines, and vice versa, has not been definitely proved, | 
certainly that distance is several hundred yards. 

The disease is also known to attack the white Dale, 


the Pacific Coast sugar pine, and the white pine of the 
northern Recky Mountain region. Trere are six other 
five-leaved pines which are believed to be susceptible. The 
value of the pines that will certainly be attacked in the 
United States is estimated by our National foresters to be 
over $425,C09,000. 

Trees of any age are liable to be attacked, which 
means the ultimate extinction of the five-’eaved pines, 
unless the rust is suppressed. 

However, foresters and pathologists are generally 
agreed that if adequate steps are at once taken against 
this disease, the planting of white pine need not be dis- 
continued. It is of course, the most valuable timber tree 
in the middle northern and north-eastern states. 


A few thousand dollars spent now will do more good 
than hundreds of thousands after the disease has secured 
a permanent foothold. Once it 1s thoroughly established, 
no amount of money will save the five-leaved pines where 
currants or gooseberries are associated with them. A 
vigorous and continuing effort now should completely 
eradicate the disease; at the least, it will so reduce its 
spread, as to make its control possible at a minimum cost. 
‘There was a time when the gypsy and brown-tail moths 
could have been exterminated, had the proper measures 
been applied. That opportunity was neglected with the 
result that, despite the subsequent expenditure of millions 
of dollars, we shall probably never be rid of those pests. 
The chestnut blight was neglected until it became so wide- 
ly scattered that control was impossible, and all of our 
chestnut trees are doomed, which means the loss of mil- 
lions of dollars. This was due to sheer neglect. Are we 
to lose our pines and pine-using industries in the same 
way? 

The Federal Government will be asked to make an 
appropriation of $50,000 for this work this year. ‘This is 
the minimum amount with which the task of suppression 
can be undertaken. The individual states will also be 
asked to do their share. Massachusetts, alone, has re- 
quested its legislature for an appropriation of $10,000 
to meet this emergency. With so many states already 
affected, the problem i is a national one, and every one who 
is interested in saving the white and other five-leaved 
pines should at once request his senator and representa- 
tive in Washington to secure this appropriation. He 
should also see that the proper authorities in his own 


state are given the money and power to cooperate to the. 


fullest extent with the Federal authorities in the work of 
suppression. 


In CrEATING the Inter-Departmental Board on Coast- 
a! Communications President Wilson has provided for a 
far-reaching plan to extend the governmental means of 
communications along the coast and to the insular pos- 
sessions to strengthen the national plans of defence and 
to save life and property. Such a broad plan should be 
« most valuable possession of the nation in times of peace 
as well as war. The operations of inter-linking wireless 
stations all over the country will place the authorities in 
a position to be in almost instant communication with 
every part of the nation. In event of severe storms, floods 
and fires, it has been found that communications by radio 
stations have been much more quickly established. The 
new board will have an important field of action and the 
pessibilities ahead are only short of marvelous. 


A definite campaign should be instituted against the 
Foreign Label in America; against those nominal repre- 
sentatives of foreign governments who defame and talk 
down American-made goods, or who use the paltry-paid 
foreign labor as a force to crush out the establishment of 
American manufactories, to compete with what is now, 
practically foreign monopoly of American Trade. If it 
requires a high protective tariff, then let us have a high 
protective tariff.

Cocoanut Cream Pudding—Thick- 
en one cup of rich milk with one tea- 
spoonful of flour. Add two table- 
spoonfuls of sugar, one-fourth cupful 
of shredded coc soanut and one-fourth 
teaspoonful of salt. Cook four min- 
utes after it begins to bol, stirring 
constantly.. When partly cool, add 
one well-beaten egg and one-half tea- 
spoonful of vanilla and mix well. 
Pour into custard cups, set cups in a 
shallow pan of water and bake in a 
hot oven until firm. Cool, turn out 
and serve with fruit sauce. 

Prune Cream—Remove stones from 
stewed prunes, and cut fruit in small 
pieces, making about two-thirds of a 
cup. Soak one tablespoonful gelatine 
in one-fourth cupful cold water, and 
dissolve in one-fourth cupful scalded 
milk; then add one-half cupful sugar. 
Strain into a pan, set in a larger pan 
containing ice-water, stir constantly 
until ice “begins to thicken, then add 
whites of two eggs, beaten ‘until Stile: 


one-half pint heavy cream diluted 
with one third cupful milk, beaten 
until stiff, an ‘ prunes. Turn into a 


mold and chill. (Cora Farmer Per- 
kins). 
Cracker Custard—Break one doz- 


en milk crackers in small pieces and 
put into a pudding dish.

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AN EpiToriAL WRiTTEN Over Nicu? on an jnter- 
national question of grave importance cannot contribute 
much to the sum of knowledge of men. The reading pub- 
lic should be taught to read with discrimination ayd. to 
formulate their judgments deliberately and without haste. 
There is nothing that contributes more to error in judg- 
ment than haste. It is interesting to note how cockesure 
the editors of papers may be of their opinions and judg- 
ments the morning after a crisis when all the facts cannot. 
be at hand and when the pressure of the circumstance de- 
mands something to be read on the topic. Horace Greeley 
worried the life of Lincoln constantly by immature judg- 
ments. It takes time, wide reading, careful weighing and 
a proper balancing of facts to form opinions concerning 
great public questions. It is a wise man who instead of 
formulating his opinions from the opinions of others care- 
fully reads the journals of the hour for facts. The ac- 
tivities of men are now quite accurately narrated, and 
with an intelligence alert to the swift changes of history 
one may be indifferently successful in sifting the wheat 
from the chaff in editorials, and in publicly written’ and 
printed opinion. In a republic the people must do their 
own thinking, and thinking is an art that must be learned. 
It will be well for all men to carefully weigh opinions, 
avoid the adoption of other men’s opinions without care- 
fully examining their meaning and worth. The justices of 
a court do not gather their evidences abroad, but by an 
examination of the evidence and the facts. Today facts 
come to light with a remarkable certainty, and quickly. 
The public journals excel and the wise reader will not 
only receive the printed news, but will correlate it with 
other facts of public moment and then be able to form an 
opinion. The opinion of others will be respected more than 


before because it will reveal the angle of vision of another 


and in this way a man may place a check upon his own 
views. He will look at the facts through the mind of 
another and in so doing he will be able to broaden his own 
field of thinking and increase his power to make intelli- 
gent conclusions from facts presented. Men must think. 
There is a curse upon a mind that refuses to think and the 
penalty that men pay for refusing to use their minds is 
deterioration and degeneracy. _ Who can afford to sur- 
render the sovereign rights of an active mind? To safe- 
guard the gift, one must use the faculty that is given. 
Read other men’s opinions, but intellectual sovereignty 
can be maintained only as we formulate our own. .

NORTHsSHORH BREEZE 


$68,000 for Manchester Highways 


Most of the fireworks which char- 
acterized the annual town meet- 
ing, Manchester, on March 6th, was 
missing from the adjourned meeting 
held in town hall last Monday even- 
ing. Everything moved smoothly 
and business was transacted with dis- 
patch. The recomendation of the 
selectmen regarding the construction of 
the highway from the Beverly Farms 
line to the junction of Bennett, Pine 
and Central sts. with Bermudez maca- 
dam; Central and Union streets from 
Pine to Beach st. with wooden block 
paving, and Union st. from Beach st. 
to Washington st. with granite, to cost 
$58,500 was lost by an overwhelming 
vote. An appropriation providing for 
Bermudez construction from _ the 
Beverly Farms line to the George A. 
Priest school at a cost of $40,000 was 
voted. 

It was voted to increase the salary 
of the chairman of the board of 
selectmen, E. S. Knight, from $500 
to $1000. Other salaries of the town 
officers remain the same as last year. 
An appropriation of $600 was made 
for improvements to the Stone Mill. 


The attendance was not quite as 
large as at the meeting last week, but 
the hall was well filled. Interest in 
the appropriations was keen and 
there were some discussions, but little 
of the friction which cropped out at 
the last meeting, was evident. 


WHAT WAS SAID AND Done at MAN- 
CHESTER Town MEETING. 


The meeting was opened at 7.35 by 
Moderator Raymond C. Allen, who 
announced the make-up of the com- 
mittee for a centrally located relief 
room other than the floor of police 
station, discussed at last meeting, as 
follows: Edward S. Knight, William 
H. Sullivan and George 5. Sinnicks. 
The following were appointed on the 
Fourth of July committee: Roland 
H. Knight, Allen P. Dennis, George 
i Dean, Abbott H. Hoare, J. Alex. 
Lodge, Charles W. Sawyer, Chester 
L. Standley, Alfred Walen and John 
F. Coughlin. 

Selectman Edward S. Knight re- 
ported the findings of the selectmen 
regarding the width of the road at 
various points along the line of .the 
proposed construction from Beverly 
line to Pine st. and the possibilities 
for a gravel shoulder of suitable

width. He said that the matter had 
been taken up with the state highway 
commission during the past week and 
that estimates had been received 
from the commission for the con- 
struction from Beverly line to Pine 
street and also as far as the George 
A. Priest school. Both estimates 
were made on a basis of Bermudez 
construction. The estimated cost of 
the construction clear through to the 
Priest school was $40,000 and from 
the Beverly Farms line to Pine street, 
$31,000. If the work was not done 
all under one contract; that is, if part 
of the work was done this year and 
the balance at some later date, the 
estimated cost would increase by 
about $2,000. This additional cost 
would be due to the additional en- 
gineering expense, each section cost- 
ing about as much as the whole would 
if all done at once. The estimates 
provided for a shoulder four feet 
wide on each side except in the thick- 
ly settled sections. In some places 
a much wider shoulder was provided 
for and in some hardly any shoulder 
at all. It was planned to use as much 
as possible the material taken from 
the road in constructing the base of 
the shoulder. Gravel with one coat 
of oil at the time of construction and 
another later on was proposed. Re- 
garding the width of road at various 
points Mr. Knight said that the pos- 
sible width of construction at the Bev- 
erly line was from 28 to 30 feet. Tn 
the vicinity of the Daron W. Morse 
property the road gave room for only 
about 22 feet of construction. On 
Bridge st. at one point the width of 
the road allows 37 feet and at Ash- 
land avenue the width is only 26 feet. 
Regarding the question of durabili'y 
of wood block construction Mr. 
Knight said that the board of select- 
men had been informed that the first 
wooden block paving was used in New 
York City in 1835. From 1835-37 
Boston and Washington adopted it 
and in 1839 European cities adopted 
it, and it is now widely used. He 
said that everything had been done 
for the horse by providing for a 
suitable width of shoulder. Rougher 
surfaces were planned for the grades 
by not using the seal coat finish thus 
providing better footing for horses. 
It is impossible to build a road that 
will stand the auto and give a good 
footing for horses at the same time; 


aye 


for that reason the board planned the 
gravel shoulder. Mr. Knight said 
that the first cost was greater with 
part granite and wooden constructicn 
in certain parts, but that the expen e 
of maintenance would be less. He 
moved the appropriation of $58,500 
as recommended by the selectmcn 
GAriAS 

O. T. Roberts said that at a point 
in the road in front of his home on 
Bridge street automob.les passed at 
the rate of 150 an hour and that the 
whole road was used. He thought 
that autos would tear up a shoulder 
at that point. Mr. Knight explained 
that it was planned to have a 
shoulder only as far as Ashland ave., 
and to use curb to curb construction. 

Arthur E. Olson questioned the 
ability of the builders to get suiable 
footing for horses on the hills when 
the road was only 27 feet wide. Mr. 
Knight explained that it was impos- 
sible to build ‘a road in Town hall, 
but that conditions must be faced as 
they were met. At some .pcints there 
would be a shoulder on only one side 
of the roads, especially at curves 
where it was hoped to be economical 
in construction as possible. 

M. J. Callahan thought that 16 feet 
was wide erough for the macacam- 
ized part of the rcad at any point 
from Beverly to Ashland avenue and 
that the balance should be given over 
to the horses. 

Arthur E. Olson spoke of the bad 
features of wood-paving experienced 
in Boston where it is extensively used. 

On the vo'e 78 were against the 
appropriation and 37 for it. Apvrlause 
in one section of the hall followed 
the defeat. 

Selectman Knight immediately 
moved the appropriation of $40,000 
for Bermudez construction from the 
Beverly line to the Priest school. It 
was carried without discussion by a 
vote of 81 to 5. 

Selectman Knight moved that the 
selectmen be authorized to hire a sum 
not over $30,000 for not more than 
five years and that the Town treasurer 
be authorized to-issue notes for the 
same. Mr. Knight explained that 
probably $r0,co0 would be obtained 
this year from the regular income 
without increasing the tax rate. The 
motion was carried, 94 voting for and 
none against. 

Article 40 providing an appropria- 
tion for improvements to the Stone 
Mill as recommended by the select- 
men was adopted on motion of Select- 
man Knight, who said that plumbing 
was necessary for sanitation and that 
the $600 voted was about the amount

MANCHESTER ONE oF Few PLacns 

ALONG Coast WHERE THERE 

ARE PusLic LANDINGS. 

Manchester is one of the few places 
along the coast, between Boston and 
the New Hampshire line, wh®re there 
are public landings. The Boston 
Globe of last Friday printed the fol- 
lowing editorial on “Free Public 
Landings :” a 

“When a foreign warship comes 
into Boston Harbor and sends ‘a boat 
ashore to carry the mail the landing 
must be made at a private place. 
There are landings where the men 
may leave their boat without cost, but — 
that is only by the courtesy of the 
the property. He may 


close up the landing and refuse to per- 
mit any one to come ashore for love 
or money. 
“When American sailors are sent 
ashore from a vessel off Gloucester, 
they must pay the fee to the owner of 
the landing stage. Yachtsmen fare no 
better. To be sure the owners of gas- 
oline launches are welcome where 
gasoline 1s sold—if they buy. Mass- 
achusetts is almost without public 
landings in spite of its immense yacht- 
ing business along both shores. 
“There is a public landing at Man- 
chester and one at Marblehead. There 
are two in Gloucester, but’at both the 
landers get their feet wet. For the 
rest of the shore line from Marble- 
head to the New Hampshire: line 
landing must be made upon private 
property. o raat 
“Tn 1908 in an attempt to better this 
situation the Legislature passed a law 
giving towns the right to take by eni= 
inent domain land for public landings, 
but as the law is so worded that no 
land below the low water mark may 
be taken, this law has been useless: ~ 
“A bill now under: consideration 
will make public landings possible’ did 
permit or compel cities and ‘towns 
upon a tidal way to provide- public 
landings under the supervision: of thé 
Harbor and Land Commission. ° This. 
bill shotld pass. It rights- an sold 
wrong and will benefit yachtsmen and 
landsmen alike,”

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PARENT-TEACHER MEETING 
StmMONS COLLEGE TEACHER SPEAKS 
ON “ECONOMICS IN FEEDING A 
FAMILY.” 


Mrs. Ula M. Dow of Simmons col- 
lege, Boston, spoke to the members 
Of the Manchester Parent-Teacher 
association in the John A. Price 
School hall on Wednésday evening on 
“Economics in Feeding a Family.” 
Owing to the severe storm that even- 
ing there was a small attendance at 
the meeting, about 25 being present. 

Mrs. Dow had a number ‘of charts, 
explaining the fuel value of various 
foods used by the family, and refer- 
red to them frequently. Perhaps the 
most striking feature of her talk was 
the list of ‘“‘don’ts” for housewives : 

“Don’t eat something you do not 
like, because it is cheaper than some- 
thing you do like—that is false 
economy.” 

“Don’t buy over 
buy at the store.” 

“Don’t accept poor 
with reliable stores.” 

“Don’t neglect the whims of the 
children about eating and don’t grant 
them all to the extent of serving four 
or five breakfast foods at one meal.” 

Some ‘“‘do’s” for the housewife she 
enumerated were as follows: 

“Have scales in your kitchen, weigh 
what you buy.” 

~buyjane large 
cheaper.” 

“Keep an account of how much you 
use of everything.” 

“Buy when things are cheap and 
store—if you have the ready money 
and the storage room.” 

“Buy only what you can consume. 
It is false economy to buy more than 
you need and waste or let spoil the 
rest. Control the use of what you 
buy.” 

“Buy bulk goods rather than can-

goods—trade 


quantities—it is 


ned goods when possible—they are 
cheaper.” 
“Use labor-saving devices in pre- 


paring food.” 

“Arrange your kitchen in the most 
convenient manner. Your sink and 
table should be in the center of the 
room. The sink should be high 
enough. There will never be a con- 
venient kitchen until there are women 
architects.” 

The charts which were used by 
Mrs. Dow showed the comparative 
costs of various foods for the same 
amount of food value contained in each 
substance. She said a person should 
eat each day such an amount of food 
which, burned, would raise the tem- 
perature of a half gallon of water to 
the boiling point.

N recent years the comparative mildness of our winters 
; has led us to believe that the present winter was an un- 
usually severe one. In many respects this winter has in- 
_ deed been severe, but according to the early history of 
_ this section there were many winters much more trying 
_ for the inhabitants than the past winter. Modern inven- 
_ tion has done much to relieve the hardships of the severe 
- winter. Our imagination can hardly grasp the difficul- 
_ ties experienced by the early settlers in this vicinity. The 
following article which appeared in the Essex Antiquarian 
in October, 1899, tells of the terrible winter of 1716-17: 
a “This was a mild winter so far as temperature went, 
_ but since that time probably an equal amount of snow has 
not fallen in any other season. Cotton Mather said that 
_ the country was overwhelmed with it. 
Mi “Snow began to fall early in the winter months, and 
, it was five feet deep in December. ‘Travelling was almost 
_ impossible except on snowshoes. 


“By February snow lay in great drifts, in some places. 


twenty-five feet in depth. In the woods it was more than 
a yard deep. 

“The greatest storm of the season began on February 
i8th and continued till the 23d, beginning again on the 

24th so violently that all communication between neigh- 


bors ceased. The storm left the snow from ten to fifteen 


feet deep on the level, and in places for long distances 
twenty feet. The oldest Indians had never heard of a 
storm that was its equal. 

“On the day the second storm began, Sunday, the 
24th, no religious meetings were held throughout New 
England. 

“The winter was very disastrous to animal life. 
Many cattle were buried in the snow and starved or 
smothered to death, some being found dead after the 
snow had melted, standing and apparently still living. 

“Others near the sea, being blinded by the snow 
wandered into the water and were drowned. Many sheep 
and some swine and even poultry were lost by being 
buried under the drifts. 

“The wild animals of the forest became desperate 
with hunger. Succulent shrubs were buried beneath the 
snow, and deer found sustenance scarce; the bears and 
wolves, both being then numerous in our forests, also be- 
came ravenous and killed, it is said, ninety-five out of 
every hundred deer, This caused such a scarcity of deer 
that the general court passed an act compelling towns to 
choose deer-reeves, whose duty it was, as far as possible 
to protect the deer. These officers were annually elected 
until the country had become so populated that the ani- 
mals had entirely disappeared. 
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“Fierce with hunger, bears, wolves and foxes nightly 
visited the very sheep pens of the farmers. 

“Multitudes of sparrows came into the settlements 
for food. Marine animal life was also effected. 

“Apple trees were greatly injured by the snow be- 
coming encrusted about the boughs, breaking them down. 
Also, the crust was so strong that cattle walked upon it, 
browsing the twigs. 

“The ‘post boys,’ the carriers of the mail from towa 
to town, were delayed for weeks after the storm was 
over. As late as March 25, they were travelling on snow 
shoes, the carrier between Salem, Mass., and Portsmouth, 
N. H., being nine days in going to Portsmouth and eight 
days in returning, a distance of forty miles. In the woods 
he said that he found snow five feet deep and in places 
from six to fourteen feet. 

“Some small houses were completely buried in the

snow; and everywhere paths were shovelled under the 
snow between house and barn, and also from house to 


house among near neighbors. 


“Snow shoes were in common use throughout the 
winter. 

“Coffin, in his history of Newbury, tells of Abraham 
Adams leaving through a chamber window of his house 
and going on snow shoes over the snow-packed valley and 
among the hills three miles away to visit his lady-love. 
He entered her house also by a chamber window, and he 
was the first person the family had seen for a week. The 
young lady was Abigail Pierce. This must have been 
the first severe storm of the season as the couple were 
married on December 6th.”

For the Spring Menu. 
OR the tired feeling that. assails us 
in March after the Winter’s work 


and play the attractive dishes of 
spring are an ever helpful remedy. 
The lighter dishes, particularly, the 
salads and the entrees, seem particu- 
larly grateful to jaded palates and 
the following recipes offer some that 
are just a little “different.” 

Onion Soup is a nice substitute for 
the more common soups for the first 
course of the family dinner. Two fine’ y 
minced onions should be simmered 
for three-quarters of an hour in one 
quart of stock and then rubbed 
through a colander and put back upon 
the stove. Two tablespoonfuls each 
of butter and flour which have been 
rubbed together until smooth should 
then be added to the stock, and after 
this, a cup of hot milk and a pinch of 
soda, the beaten white of an egg and 
salt and pepper. Minced parsley may 
be added if desired. 

Shad Roe with Celery is a variation 
of the popular shad roe that is sure 
to be well received. The shad roe 
should be cleaned, cooked in slightly 
acidulated water for twenty minutes 
and drained. It should then be plung- 
ed into cold water and the membrane 
removed. When the roe has been 
separated into pieces, it should be 
cooked in three tablespoonfuls of 
melted butter for ten minutes, after 
which another tablespoonful of melted 
butter, a half cup of chopped celery, 
a little onion and lemon juice and salt 
and pepper must be added. As soon 
as the celery is tender the dish is ser- 
ved on hot toast. 

Asparagus in Rolls is another pleas- 
ing change in the serving of a favorite 
spring dish. ‘The tips of the aspara- 
gus, which has been well boiled, are 
cut off and mixed with a thick creat 
sauce, and highly seasoned. ‘The 
crusts of baker’s rolls are then filled 
with this. 

A New Fruit Salad cannot but be 
a happy solution of the luncheon prob- 
lem for the housewife or. the hostess. 
The following rule is especially good: 
Grapefruit and orange pulp, peeled 


and seeded white grapes, shredded, 
canned pineapple, figs cut. in tiny 
pieces, and a few cherries are the 
ingredients. They are dressed with 


a mayonnaise whitened with stiffly- 

whipped cream, and served in a half 

orange shell laid upon a lettuce leaf.

Munition makers are grabbing all the 
rags in sight and many paper mills 
have shut down on account of lack of 
raw material. A paper famine is not 
an impossibility in the not far distant 
future unless strenuous measures are 
taken to conserve the present supply. 
The price of paper stock is jumping 
at a rate to instill terror ‘into the 
hearts of publishers. One big item 
in conserving the supply is the saving 
of waste paper. Recently the BREEzE 
sold over five tons of waste paper 
which ordinarily would have found 
its wav into the junk pile to be burn- 
ed. The paper was pressed into bales 
convenient for storing and shipping, 
by machinery. Old hewspapers and 
waste paper will be in great demand 
in the near future and anyone who

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NATHANIEL HAWTHORNE, most widely known of all 
of Salem’s illustrious characters, is to be memorialized in 
bronze.

It will be erected when com- 
pleted in one of the new Salem parks in the vicinity of 
the House of Seven Gables immortalized by Hawthorne. 
Salem has been better known for its hanging of witches 
than for its famous men and women, but this tribute will 
reflect honor not only upon the individual, but upon the 
city which claims him.

Yet he never misses an opportunity to jump into a con- 
versation with an argument based on history to help him 
out. It is no fault of the average man, however; that he 
does not know, but the fault of our system of teaching 
history. About as much space in the standard American 
histories is devoted to tue history of England as there is 
to that of the United States. How many of us would — 
not be “stumped” if we were asked to na‘ne off hand the 
date when our first war with Mexico started? How 
many of us know anything about Davy Crockett? And

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Tue FoLrLowine ParacrapH from William Roscoe 
Thayer’s “Life of John Hay” is particularly appropriate 
to these severe times: “During the half century follow- 
ing the Civil War, American development refutes the 
common saying that war is good for a people because, 1n 
calling out their courage and requiring of them fortitude 
and self-sacrifice not less than valor, it puts them to the 
test of ultimate reality. In truth, however, though there 
have been wars through all the ages, none has ever yet 
cured the most intimate diseases of society; but on the 
contrary, war causes these to flourish and raise up other 
evils. Mr. Thayer cites among the evils of the Civil 
War bequeathed, “‘sectionalism, a diminished respect for 
the State, the commutation of patriotism into pensions, 
the preferment of soldiers to civil offices for which they 
were unfit, the centralization of the national governmental 
control and the unbridling of national extravagance.” 
However one may feel about Mr. Thayer’s conclusions, 
the facts remain that while the United States preserved 
the integrity of the Union and freed the slaves, the war 
started a series of social evils that are still rampant, un- 
checked. There will be some good come out of this war. 
Monarchical governmental schemes will have received a 
serious set back and republicanism, the government of 
the people, for the people and by the people will have 
been conserved; but whatever the results of the strife for 
the good of humanity there will be a long list of ills from 
which the world will not be able to recover in a genera- 
tion. 


THE RESIGNATION oF Von TiRpITz from his import- 
ant position as the director of the submarine policy of 
Germany is the best news that has come over the wire 
since the exchange of notes between this and the German 
governments over the Lusitania problem. It is evident 
that the Kaiser is determined not to antagonize America. 
If the resignation of Von Tirpitz really means a cessation 
of the German submarine policy it will indeed be good 
news. It is averred, however, that the head of the ad- 
miralty is really the power behind Von Tirpitz and that 
the removal of Von Tirpitz does not necessarily mean an 
abandonment of the German submarine policy. However 
that may be, the facts are that the man whom America 
has been led to believe was responsible for the policy has 
been removed. This may be the way the admiralty will 
take to make a change of front and inaugurate a new 


policy.

Joun L. SALTONSTALL, OF BEVERLY 
OUTLINED PLAN FoR NAVAL 
“PLATTSBURGAg 


John L. Saltonstall of Beverly, 


Massachusetts member of the naval 


league, addressed the members of the 


Brotherhood at the Baptist vestry on 
Monday evening. His subject was the 


proposed naval training schoo’ during 
four weeks of the summer for the 
establishment of a “third line’ re- 
serve. He is largely instrumental in 
bringing about the trial of the plan. 
Training will begin on August 15th 
and will continue until the discharge 
on September 12th. An invitation to 
any present, eligible for the training, 


to volunteer was made at the conclyu- 


sion of the talk. 

In opening his discourse Mr. Sal- 
tonstall said that there were two 
views of what we should do on the 
preparedness question; one that we 
should allow ourselves to be kicked 


around and our rights trampled on by 
other nations and the other that we 


should be so well prepared and so up- 
standing that no nation would dare 
to attack us. He said that America 
was the richest nation in the world 
and the most defenseless. “After the 
war in Europe is ended pauperized 


nations will turn hungry eyes on’ 


America,” he said. “Preparedness is 
the cheapest form of insurance.” He 
spoke briefly of the spirit of the men 
at the summer military camp for 
business men at Plattsburg and said 
that everyone tried to do all he could, 
all the time. There was none of the 
“let George do it” spirit. 

He said that when the plan for a 
naval “Plattsburg” was first presented 
to the navy department it did not 
meet with favor. Secretary Daniels 


iain Oe 
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; 
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has been criticised so much recently 
that he hesitates about taking any new 
steps. Franklin D. Roosevelt, assist- 
ant secretary of navy was of great 
assistance in putting through the plan, 
the outline of which Mr. Saltonstail 
read and which will probably be of- 
ficially accepted in the near future. 
The Mexican trouble has delayed 
somewhat the adoption of the plan. 

Six or seven battleships will be 
furnished under the plan and 450 re- 
eruits will be assigned to each ship. 
A skeleton crew of 30 or 40 enlisted 
mén will be on each vessel. In all 
about 2500 men can be instructed un- 
der the plan. The entire coast will be 
divided into 13 districts. The first 
district will extend from Eastport, 
Me., to Chatham, Mass. Regulation 
navy uniforms and equipnent will be 
provided the recruits who will ship at 
Boston. A deposit of $30 must be 
made by each recruit to cover the 
cost of equipment and board.  Citi- 
zens of the United States over 21 ar 
eligible to join on passing physical 
‘tests if possessing certain other qua'1- 
fications. Over 19 years of age and 
under 21 recruits must have permis- 
sion of parents or guardians. Pre- 
ference will be given to those who 
have served at least six months in 
certain trades such as ship-carpenter, 
plumber, steamfitter, telegraph and 
wireless operator, or those having 
some nautical knowledge and experi- 
ence. The instruction will not secure 
commissions in time of war, as many 
thought, but by proper study one may 
qualify for a commission in time of 
war. Political pull will play no part 
in the securing of a commission. At 
the end of the course the recruit as- 
sumes an obligation to enlist in time 
of war or shows evidence of present 
intent to do so. 

“Tf we value our homes, liberties 
and country it is high time we did 
something toward preserving them,” 
said Mr. Saltonstall in conclusion. 
Henry Bingham wanted to know if 
there was any age limit at which re- 
eruits would be refused, saying that 
in the civil war there were men of 80 
aboard ships in our navy. ‘The age 
limit is fixed at 45. 

Rev. A. G. Warner, who presided 
at the meeting asked Mr. Saltonstall 
if there were any educational require- 
ments for recruits aside from fami- 
liarity with a special trade. There is 
none. 

In answer to other questions Mr. 
Saltonstall said that enlistment would 
be through regular recruiting officers 
for the navy and that the work would 
be the routine of sailoring from stok- 
mg the big fires to scrubbing decks.

PEACE TRIP. 


Henry Ford had no other motive 
than a sincere desire to put peace be- 
fore the public instead of war when 
he made his historic trip in the Oscar 
II, according to the belief of John 
English of the Boston Traveler who 
went with Ford across the Atlantic. 
Speaking to the members of the Man- 
chester club- last Saturday evening 
Mr. English told in detail the story 
of the voyage and related many inci- 
dents of the trip not hitherto publish- 
ed. He said that much that was writ- 
ten about the expedition was “bunk.” 
Half of the misinformation spread 
around the country regarding the hap- 
penings aboard the Oscar II was gen- 
erated in the minds of a half dozen 
New York newspaper men who fre- 
quented the tap room aboard ship. 
Mr:~ English was thoroughly con- 
vinced that the trip was not an ad- 
vertising. scheme other than to adver- 
tise peace. 

He told of the British ‘blockade of 
the North Sea, how the Oscar II was 
stopped at Kirkwall and of seeing 
submarines and mines en route. Mr. 
English was the only man in the party 
to land at Kirkwall. One night in 
port the boat was thoroughly dark- 
ened because of recent Zeppelin raid. 
In Sweden and Norway the party was 
well received he declared. A bunch 
of newspaper men, who were out to 
“knock” the trip, sent stories of diffi- 
culties experienced in the Scandina- 
Vian countries, some of the articles be- 
ing read by Mr. English who char- 
acterized them as falsehoods. One of 
the things which struck him forcibly 
in the Scandinavian countries was the 
absence -of- the billboards which, he 
said, dishigure the American land- 
scape. - He told of the trip of the 
party through Germany on the so-call- 
ed “sealed” train and of the evidences 
of German efficiency. He marveled 
that Germany in the midst of the 
greatest war in history was able to 
rin a special train through her terri- 
tery, not only on schedule, but two 
hours ahead of time. He observed 
in all the countries visited evidence of 
the utmost confidence in the success 
of their arms in the war. Each side 
looks for victory, but Mr. English 
said he thought Germany was now 
ready for peace, but that England was 
determined to crush her. He predict- 
ed an action between the British and 
German fleets in the near future. He 
said that the United States would 
probably have trouble with England 
over the opening of our- mail by the

“PRESENT Day CHINA.” 


Perhaps there *has never been a 
speaker at Magnolia any better quali- 
fied by circumstance and natural abil- 
ity to speak of foreign countries to 
an American public than was Lieut. 
Charles F. Gammon, who spoke at 
the Village church last Sunday even- 
ing on. Present Day Clina. = alieutt 
Gammon has spent 17 years in Orien- 
tal lands, witnessing many exciting 
events. He saw the landing of the 
Japanese troops in Korea in 1894, he 
was a resident of Tientsin at the time 
of the “Boxer” uprising, he was one 
of the first to enter Port Arthur after 
its fall. He has traveled extensively 
through China, Japan and Korea and 
his work has brought him into close 
touch with the people of those coun- 
tries so that their epidemics, floods, 
famines, and wars have a very per- 
sonal meaning to him.

Some remarkable strides have been 

taken during the past year in develop- 
ment of the telephone, according to 
the annual report of the American 
Tel. & Tel. Co. just issued by the 
president, Theodore N. Vail. 
__ By means of radio or wireless tele- 
phony the engineering department 
has during the year greatly extended 
the area over which the tones of the 
human voice can be transmitted. 
Speech has been transmitted by wire 
from New York to Arlington, Va., 
and thence by wireless to the radio 
Station at Mare Island, ‘California. 
By these new wireless improvements 
speech has also been transmitted by 
radio telephony from Arlington to the 
Eiffel Tower in Paris, and simultan- 
eously to the Hawaiian Islands in the 
Pacific. 

On account of the European war 
there has been much difficulty in ob- 
taining many of the supplies needed 
in telephone manufacture, and the 
engineering department has, been ac- 
tive in providing substitutes. A new 
kind of insulating paper for cables, of 
which some two million miles is used 
in a year, has been provided and new 
sources found for chemicals used in 
batteries and for the fine hair-like 
iron used in loading coils. 

During the year the engineering 
department has done important and 
confidential work with representatives 
of both the Army and Navy as to 
new methods of wire and wireless 
communication, and it has been made 
clear that the comprehensive wire 
network of the Bell plant by a simple 
plan of co-operation will supply to 
the scheme of National defense a 
working system of communication un- 
‘equalled by that of any other nation. 


Mr. Vail says that the relations of 
the associated companies with the 
various boards of control and regula- 
tion have been most satisfactory, but 
that the operations of these bodies 
should be strictly confined to control 
and regulation and never invade the 
province of management.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT 


MANCHESTER HAS ONE OF BeEsST 
SMALL- OWN. PLANTS IN STATE. 


N its fire station in School st., Man- 

chester has a possession of which it 
may justly be proud. While its equip- 
ment is not the last word in fire fight- 
ing apparatus and does no embody 
every “new fangled” idea, it is modern 
in every sense “ot the word. In the 
matter of apparatus it has ranked far 
ahead of most towns of its size for 
a number of years. Every bit of 
apparatus is in first class condition 
and there .is a “spick and span” ap- 
pearance to the interior of the station 
that makes an immediate impression 
upon the visitor. Cleanliness is so 
evident that it almost talks. As one 
crosses the threshold he will instinc- 
tively wipe his feet on the mat for fear 
of marring the appearance of the oiled 
floors. and inviting the wrath of a 
guardian angel of “the cleanly institu- 
Hones 

The most imposing piece of appa- 
ratus which greets the eye is the 
Knox Auto Combination truck. This 
piece of fire fighting machinery with 
its big chemical tank and spacious 
compartment for hose and men, glist- 
ens with the polish of brasswork 
showing the painstaking efforts of the 
chauffeur, Charles Chadwick, in keep- 
ing up the equipment. The big com- 
bination truck carries 200 feet of 
chemical hose, 1,300 feet of ordinary 
fire hose, one 40-gallon tank of chemi- 
cals, two 3-gallon extinguishers and 
the other usual equipment. Its motor 
is kept in first class condition all the 
time and is frequently tested. The 
truck has been in service over five 
years and owing to the good care it 
has received it has not yet needed a 
coat of paint, except on some of the 
iron work which showed signs of 
rusting. 

There is a horse-drawn, third size 
Amoskeag steamer, which shows the 
same signs of care, a hose wagon with 
a capacity of 1400 feet, a big hook 
and ladder truck and two hose car- 
riages with a total capacity of 1000 
feet. There is also a hose pung for 
winter use and two fire horses. | 

Most towns of the size of Man- 
chester do not own their own fire 
horses, but depend upon hired horses 
when needed. ‘This method is cheap- 
er, but is not so safe in an emergency. 
When the combination auto truck 
was purchased it was thought that the 
horses would be dispensed with, but 
they are still in service. There are 
42 men in the department according 
to the last report of the engineers of 
the department. There are 21 men 
assigned to the hose company and 14

Hose is stored at the Row schooi 
house, where there are 200 feet; 350 
feet are kept at the hose house on the 
Neck and 400 feet at the barn-on the 
Town Farm. _ The balance, nearly a 
mile long, is located on the various 
pieces of apparatus or stored at the 
fire station. 1000 feet were recently 
purchased, some of which has not 
been used. The town now owns 5900 
feet. “There: were 16 fires last year 
and the total damage was $10,199. 
The larger part of that loss, however, 
was at the fire at the Gravel Pond 
station of the water department 
where the loss was $9,500. For the 
other 15 fires less than $700 was the 
amount of damage done, a remarkable 
showing of the efficiency of the de- 
partment. 

Charles Chadwick is on duty at the 
station and looks after the equipment 
in a creditable manner. In the base- 
ment is a big trough where the hose 
is scrubbed on the return from a fire. 
A tower feaching from the basement 
75 feet to the cupola is where the hose 
is dried. This manner of drying is 
much better than that in use in many 
cities where the drying towers are out 


of the hook and 


doors. In the winter the hose freezes 
and delays the drying process. Man- 
chester escapes that difficulty. Three 


big tanks are located in one part of 
the basement where the air is com- 
pressed for blowing the whistle. A 
little pipe leads from one of the tanks 
to the ground floor and can be used 
for filling the auto tires. 


On the second floor are the quat- 


ters vot “Mr. -Chadwick, =the seca! 
rooms of the two volunteer com- 
panies. Both are filled with pictures 


of fire fighting scenes, fire fighters. 
and trophies. On this floor is the 
engineers’ office and batteries for the 
alarm system. Eleven boxes at im- 
portants points about town can be 
used for sending an alarm. One box 
is located in Mr. Chadwick’s room 
beside a telephone so that he can 
sound the whistle immediately on re- 
ceiving a call. The attachment for 
“no school” whistle is 
located in this room. 

In addition to a splendid equipment 
for fire fighting Manchester is pro- 
vided with an abundant water supply 
and with standpipes so located as to 
give a high pressure even at the high- 
est point in town. ‘The new concrete 
standpipe and auxiliary high pressure 
system was recently installed at a 
cost of $160,000. Manchester is con- 
nected with the Gloucester water sys- 
tem_at Magnolia‘so that either place 
may receive the benefit of the other’s 
water supply in case of an emergency.

Cooking for the Invalid. 

HERE are few points more essen- 

tial to the comfort of the patient 
than the cooking and serving of his 
food. His physical condition is such 
in many diseases and illnesses that 
his appetite is eccentric and fickle, if 
not altogether wanting. When he is 
convalescing, too, his desires are fin- 
icky and the merest trifle may make 
his food distasteful to him. It is at 
this time that he needs nourishing 
food and so the nurse, be she pro- 
fessional or amateur, must take every 
precaution that he gets this nutriment 
so needed by the debilitated system. 
It need not take years of study for a 
clever woman to understand the pre- 
paring of tempting food for the in- 
valid. Sympathy and common sense 
are the most needed qualities. 

In considering the feeding of the 
patient, whether invalid or convales- 
cent, let us consider first cleanliness. 
Cleanliness, whatever its rank among 
virtues in the every-day world, comes 
first in the sickroom. Never allow 
the liquids to become half cold or 
spilled into the saucer, never take the 
invalid charred toast, never allow the 
remnants of a meal to remain in the 
patient’s room for a minute after he 
has finished eating. 

Having made sure that the patient’s 
food is to be served with absolute 
cleanliness, next see that it is as 
tempting as possible. Serve every- 
thing in small quantities often during 
severe illness, and at longer, more 
regular intervals during convales- 
cence. Always have less than you 
think the patient requires and always 
make all food attractive to the eye as 
well as to the taste. 


The character of the food depends 
upon the nature and degree of sick- 
ness. During serious illness, food 
which satisfies the hunger and quen- 
ches the thirst, even if it does not 
nourish to any great extent, is usually 
the preferred sort.“ Starchy gruels, 
soups and jellies, oranges, grapes and 
acid or aromatic drinks are suitable 
for this period when the system has 
probably been overtaxed by too much 
food. After the crisis has been passed 
and the patient is “on the mendinz 
hand” gradual nutrition must be sub- 
stituted for the merely satisfying food 
which has been given to him during 
the period of his sickness. Broiled 
steaks and chicken, crackers and even 
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AMERICA Has ENJoyep such a wealth of paper-mak- 
ing materials that it has been much more economical for 
the manufacturers to use raw materials and not depend 
upon the renovation of second hand stuffs. In the early 
days of the industry a regular publicity campaign was 
conducted and every housewife was accustomed to saving 
old rags and other paper-making materials. ‘The present 
war has made it necessary for “the paper manufacturers 
to seek for any and all kinds of materials for paper-mak- 
ing. The United States government has investigated the 
problem and has found it advisable to issue a public bul- 
letin. Business men and householders will do well to 
conserve all the waste paper and destroy none by fire. If 
the business men do not care to make a profit on this 
part of their business there are philanthropic agencies that 
will be glad to remove paper and rags. In this way in- 
dividuals may be spared the trouble “of selling the paper 
waste and yet feel that they are doing their part to con- 
serve the supply of paper- making materials. America has 
been extravagant and the war ns checked many of its 
wastes by increased prices. 


It ts ANNouNCED that Brazil has been able to make 
a vegetable dye that stands the severe tests to which man- 
ufacturers have subjected it. If the announcement prove 
true and the supply of plants is unlimited, the world will 
be free from its copecee upon Germany. None the 
less considerable, it will eliminate the prosperity of dye 
manufacturing plants of the old type which were and are 
for all intents rand purposes auxiliary plants for the manu- 
facture of munitions of war in times of stress. 


In SoME oF THE Evropran Coun‘rigs at war today 
people are arrested for burning or otherwise destroying 
waste paper. Rags are so scarce because of their use by 
munitions manufacturers that the cost of raw materials 
for paper has advanced tremendously. If people in Amer- 
ica do not use more care in conserving the supply of 
waste rags and paper it many be necessary before the 
War is Over to use strenuous measures to stop the awful 
Waste. 

Ture Drericuyry with which business men obtain 
freight cars for their shipments is an indication of the 
wonderful strides that have been made in the business of 
the country in the last eighteen months. ‘he cars are 
moving, and that means that someone in America is mak- 
ing money and fortunately enough it is not all in ammuni- 
tion industries. 


A Bitz Has Been Reporrep which permits women 
to serve on the Board of Health of any community within 
the Commonwealth. The bill has gone to its third read- 
ing in the Senate and may become law. This is an office 
W hich a woman could fill to advantage to the city. 
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THe Massacuusetts Civic Leacug has attacked 
now a serious housing problem and has submitted to the 
legislature a bill that provides for the regulation of small 
houses. These small houses have already become a seri- 
ous menace to the health of the community. The lack of 
air, sunlight, proper location and improper construction 
make them a prolific source of sickness, crime, immorality, 
poverty and unemployment. “Now this country and this 
Commonwealth are made up of families, and families live 
in houses. ‘The spiritual aspects of the house which we 
call the home, have been too little considered. The 
character of the home, the most important factor of the 
social order, and of the citizens who come out of it, 
depends largely upon the kind of house in which the 
family lives. Miserable shacks, dark, wretched and over- 
crowded rooms, filthy sanitation, dirty streets and alleys 
breed vice, crime, disease and death, faster than we can 
care for them. Bad living conditions are probably respon- 
sible for two-thirds of the cost of our hospitals and jails 
and for an appalling loss through physical inefficiency and 
personal degeneracy. These costs add largely to the burden 
of public expense and so touch the pocket of every taxpay-

In educational advan- 
tages Boston still is in the lead. 
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THE SPANISH-AMERICAN War demonstrated the 
loyalty of America and England to their common Anglo- 
Saxon inheritances. And one issue of the struggle, to free 
Cuba from the tyranny of Spain, was the whole hearted 
‘manner in which Great Britain sustained America in her 
house cleaning campaign on the island. America and Great 
‘Britain should understand each other and the present 
war has demonstrated that America too, knows how to be 
loyal. On May 13, Mr. Chamberlin in an address said: 
“What i is our next duty? It is to establish and to main- 
ain bonds of permanent amity with our kinsmen across 
the Atlantic. There is a powerful and a generous nation, 
They speak our language. They are bred of our race. 
‘Their laws, their literature, their standpoint upon every 
question, are the same as ours Their feeling, their inter- 
ests in the cause of humanity and the peaceful develop- 
ments of the world are identical with ours. I don’t know 
what the future has in store for us; I don’t know what 
-arrangements may be possible with us; but this | know 
and feel, that the closer, the more cordial, the fuller, and 
the more definite these arrangements are with the consent 
ot both people, the better it will be for both and for the 
world, and I even go so far as to say that, terrible as war 
may be, even war itself would be cheaply purchased if, 
in a great and noble cause, the Stars and Stripes and the 
Union Jack should wave together over an Anglo-Saxon 
Alliance.” These are the words of an enthusiast in the 
‘days when we were at war with Spain and there is no 
doubt but what Great Britain’s loyalty to us spared this 
nation the necessity of fighting other nations than Spain. 
_ America is neutral in this war. Neutrality is imevitable, 
but Americatis have good memories and treasure their 
_ Anglo-Saxon inheritances. Blood is thicker than water 
and the American sympathies are allied. 


Some Fear Has Bren Expressed in Great Britain 
that Germany might attempt to land an expeditionary 
~ force and invade England. It is not a long way from the 
army bases of Germany in Belgium to the English shore. 

But before Germany can land a force of men on the 
> shores of Great Britain it will be necessary for them to 

have tried an issue with Great Britain’s fleet and won a 

signal battle. Napoleon endeavored to invade England. 
It was a long entertained and favorite plan, but it failed. 

The Spanish Armada was unsuccessful. To make an 

invasion practicable, possible and successful the fleet of 

the Empire must be put out of commission. It is by the 

way of precaution that a large army is being trained and 

kept in Great Britain. It would be available for a counter 

attack upon an invading force and, kept up, it will be 

_ ready to be transported to any part of the British cam- 

 paign ground upon the continent. An invasion of Great 

_ Britain would be strategic, dramatic and much to be desired 

_ from a German point of view; but that event is not imm1- 
nent. 


Tur Rumors AND Discussion of an early peace are 
encouraging, but there are no definite signs yet that the 
_ peace is anything but a far-off dream. Great Britain is 
continuing her enlistment program and every energy of 
the empire is being used to win the fight. When the 
possibility of peace does come there will be more than 
‘rumors: there will be definite signs. 


 CoNGRESSMAN GARDNER is developing quite a pen- 
chant for matters military. The proposed federalization 
of the military forces of the State aroused his enthusiasm 
and now it looks as though he would carry his point. 
Someone must take the lead in any great movement.

THIs Is THE PRoGRAM of the Frankfurter Zeitung for 
disposing of the United States after Germany has won 
the war: “With the fall of England, however, Russia 
and France will also automatically ‘collapse like the organs 
of a body whose heart has been bored through. Then 
also America will remain isolated, and must for her part 
also accept any conditions we propose because in the peace 
treaties with our European foes we can, among other 
things, also demand the handling over of all large battle- 
ships and submarines, wher eby our fleet would become 
seven times the strength of the American navy. Then 
America would simultaneously be compelled to surrender 
and, as a matter of course, she would not only have to 
give up all the interned German liners, but also pay all 
the war ee of the Germanic powers and their 
allies.’ And then they complain because we are “pro- 

ally.” . Needless to say Germany’s part in the execution 
of the above program depends upon the previous defeat 
of England. 


Dean Marruews of the Chicago Divinity School, in 
speaking of Japan and our relations with Japan, says that 
America has misunderstood Japan and that Japan’s atti- 
tude has been the direct result of our attitude toward 
Japan. Since the Treaty of Portsmouth, Japan has felt 
unkindly toward America because of President Roose- 
velt’s interest in the matter of a peace settlement and the 
final adjust: nents between Russia and Japan without 
Japan receiving the large indemnity which she expected. 
Japan has misinterpreted our attitude since the Spanish 
War and particularly in siezing the Philippines. Japan 
somehow or other has conceived the idea that America 
is determined to interfere with her’ Asiatic ascendancy. 
There is doubtless a great deal of truth in this view and. 
America may well be cautious. To maintain peace it 
will be necessary to convince the Japanese people of the 
sincerity of our government policy and the purpose of our 
people to seek peace and pursue it. 


Tue MextcAn PrEopie are so volatile and their ignor- 
ance so profound that they cannot be trusted. They 
can very easily misunderstand the honorable purposes of 
this country in invading their native land to capture and 
punish Villa. It is easily foreseen how it might be possible 
for a skilful and unscrupulous leader to define our en- 
trance as an invasion and an oppression of Mexican rights, 
and the Mexican people would rally to support Villa. This 
would be a coup d’etat that would please Villa. Is that 
what he is planning upon doing? Most anything could 
happen now in Mexico. The Administration has a prob- 
lem upon its hands and the President will have to watch 
out. 


ONE oF THE Marvets of 20th century building con- 
struction is the munitions plant. For speed, efficiency and 
durability of construction all records have been broke“. 
In spite of a shortage of skilled workers, raw materials, 
tools and transportation facilities, one of the largest manu- 
facturing plants in the country was erected in eight 
months’ time according to a recent magazine description. 
One fact worth noting is that in one year the profits on 
the manufacture of munitions of war paid for the cost of 
construction, $13,000,000. The buildings are built to last, 
not for the duration of the war, but permanently. What 
will become of the “war babies” at the end of the war is 
an interesting problem.

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POISONED HORSES 


PoLtick LOOKING FoR PERSON WHO 
KinLED DANIEL EDGECOMB’S 
ANIMALS. 


Considerable mystery surrounds the 
death of two valuable draft horses 
belonging to Daniel Edgecomb of 
Forest st., Manchester, during the 
past two weeks. Examination of the 
carcasses of the two animals disclosed 
evidences of poisoning and Chief of 
Police Sullivan is investigating the 
case. When Mr. Edgecomb, who is 
a contractor, went to the barn last 
week Thursday morning he’ found 
one of his four horses dead in its 
stall. He did not become suspicious 
at the time and concluded that the 
horse had eaten something which had 
caused its death. . On last Sunday 
night, however, all of the horses hbe- 
came ill and Mr. Edgecomb sum- 
moned Dr. J. J. Riordon of Beverly 
Farms, who treated the animals. In 
the morning one of the horses was 
dead. 


Suspicions having been excited by 
the circumstances of the death of the 
second animal, all of the food from 
which the horses had eaten was ex- 
amined and no trace of any poison 
was discovered. ‘The carcass was 
then examined and traces of poison 
were discovered in the mouth and in- 
testines. From the character of the 
injuries to the membranes it was con- 
cluded that the poison was of acid 
nature and had been forced upon the 
animal. Examination of the first 
horse at the Peabody rendering works 
disclosed similar conditions. The po- 
lice were immediately notified, but 
owing to the fact that no distinct 
trace of the kind of acid used could 
be found, they have little evidence on 
which to base a clue. Mr. Edgecomb 
was astounded at the evidence of 
poisoning as he did not suppose he 
had an enemy in the world capable of 
such an act. He is at a loss to think 
of anyone, desiring to injure him, 
who would resort to such measures. 

Two other horses in his barn are 
still ill from the effects of the poi- 
son, but are expected to recover.

MANCHESTER YouNcG Man Says HEY 


Has Hap At, H&E WANTS OF IT 
AND Wants To Get Home. 


FTER a year behind the trenches 


in France, Irving W. Andrews, a 7 


former Manchester young man, has 
had enough of war. 
friend Charles Fritz of Manchester, 


received the other day, he tells of his — 


longing to get back home. His letter 
was dated March 7 and he omitted 
the stereotyped, “Somewhere i 
France,” simply using that date line 
and inserting the closely written 
sheets in an official envelope. 

Extracts from his letter are inter- 
esting as they reflect the mental atti- 
tude of the “man in the trenches” 
toward the war. He writes, “I will 
be glad when the war is over and they 
put us on the boat for Canada. I 
have been on the firing line for over 
a year now and, believe me, I have 
seen some fightingsaelieeyou sever 
heard one of those 16-inch shells 
burst over your head you would 
never forget it, no matter how hard 
you tried. There isn’t much to being 
a soldier. All you have to do is go 
to the front and do what you are told. 
If anyone gets stubborn and ‘bucks’ 
he will find out that they can ‘buck’ 
just as hard as he cam and a Jittle 
more of it.2 

In another place he writes, “You 
know as much about the war as I do, 
for I am in among the guns and all I 


hear is the ‘bang.’ They do not allow. 


rum or whiskey to be sold to the 
soldiers, but you can buy French wine 
and beer everywhere except on the fir- 
ing line. I have seen a lot of Belgium 
and France, but I wouldn’t give 30 
cents for both put together, compared 
with the good old U. S. A. There is 
no country like our own. If you 
were away two years and had been 
mixed up in the fighting for a year 
you would feel that way, too.” 

He writes that he receives tobacco 
and cigars from his wife in Sydney, 
Cape Breton. He was in the battle 
of Ypres a year ago and took part in 
the shelling by the artillery for 22 
days and nights. He is now a nen- 
commissioned officer in the Canadian 
artillery. He does not mention the 
name of the regiment. 

Mr. Andrews is a son of Mr. and 
Mrs. George Andrews of Essex st. 
He was formerly driver of an ex- 
press wagon here and his ability to 
handle horses won him promotion in 
the artillery.

Question Box SERvick AT EVENING 
MEETING PROVES TO BE SUCCESS. 


A‘ the last Sunday evening service 
at the Congregational church, 
Manchester, Rev. Charles A. Hatch 
conducted a question box service. 
Questions which had been written out 
and placed in the box at the earlier 
services in the day were answered by 
the pastor. Owing to the large num- 
ber of persons who took the oppor- 
tunity to ask the solution of some of 
their troublesome problems only a 
short time could be given to answer- 
ing each question. The service was 
particularly interesting owing to the 
timeliness of the majority of the ques- 
tions. “Mr. Hatch said at the begin- 
ning of the service that the question 
box gave a man a chance to show his 
dexterity in answering perplexing 
questions without time for prepara- 
tion and that it also gave a clue to 
what people were thinking about. 
“What harm is there for church 
people to dance and play cards?” was 
the first question taken from the box. 
Mr. Hatch said that there were many 
Christian men and women who danc- 
ed and still kept up their duties to the 
church. Speaking from his personal 
experience the pastor said that in the 
theological seminary he and many of 
the other men smoked. He was often 
troubled about the propriety of a min- 
ister smoking and finally came to the 
conclusion that it was not right for 
him to do so. He said that one’s con- 
science should determine the answer. 
If a person feels that there is doubt 
of his ability to serve the church best 
while playing cards or dancing he 
should give up the amusement. On 
the other hand if one could play cards 
or dance without jarring one’s higher 
self it was all right to play. He be- 
lieved with St. Paul that “all things 
are right to them who think right.” 
“Which is more conducive to the 
growth of soul life, Bible study or 
prayer?” was another question. 
Neither is sufficient alone in the mind 
of the pastor, but both are necessary. 
“Did miracles really happen as 
given to us in the Bible?” The ans- 
wer was that many of the miracles, 
such as the raising of Lazarus from 


the dead, were probably only para-— 


bles and come to us as a source of 
teaching. ; 
“What is the Holy Spirit?’ The 
answer was, that the mind of man 
was expanding through the ages and 
that his conception of the Diety found 
expression in different phraseology in 
different periods of time. At present 
what is understood by the Holy Spirit 
is some force which comes from God

into the lives of men and influences 
their actions. 

“Do Protestant churches address 
prayers to God or to Jesus Christ?” 
Jesus has the value of God. He has 
revealed Himself and God through 
Him. The custom is to address pray- 
ers to God in the name of Christ. 

“Does God control all our actions ?” 
The answer was that many people be- 
lieve that everything in life is pre- 
destined and that they have no control 
over their sinning. Mr. Hatch said 
that this belief takes away the free 
will of choosing good or evil and that 
he believed that God had made the 
will free. 

“What is the Trinity?’ Mr. Hatch 
said that the Trinity referred to God, 
the Father; God revealed in the Son 
and in the Holy Spirit. He said that 
the conception of God as a Trinity 
was opposed by some, but that the 
best way was to “hold to and cherish 
the things which have come down to 
us.’ ‘We cannot know God, but as 
he has revealed himself to us as the 
Son, and as he works in us as the 
Holy Spirit.” 

“Has the idea of ‘eat, drink and be 
merry for tomorrow we die,’ possess- 
ed our young men of today so that 
they take no thought of the future?” 
This question Mr. Hatch answered 
briefly by saying that often it would 
almost appear to be true. 


“What does ‘Holy Catholic Church’ 
in the Apostles’ Creed mean?” The 
pastor said that it meant the “Holy 
Universal Church.” The Apostles’ 
Creed was probably not written for 
the Apostles, but later in the history 
of the church, although probably be- 
fore there had been any dissension, 
and referred’ to the universal Chris- 
tian church as it was at that time. He 
said that now all Christian people 
agree on the fundamentals of their 
faith in spite of minor differences and 
that they still represented the univer- 
sal church. 

An explanation was asked of the 
apparition, which is reported to have 
appeared over one of the battlefields 
of Europe during the present war.

gluten gems may be served with 
safety then. 

Cracker Gruel is one of the simpl- 
est and best of the starchy gruels. 
Four tablespoonfuls of powdered 
cracker, one cup boiling water, one 
cup milk and one-half teaspoonful 
salt are boiled up. together and served 
immediately. Other good  gruels, 
which are, perhaps, more commonly 
used, are barley gruel, farina gruel, 
EUICeteEa. 

Barley Soup is usually relished by 
the sick. Remove the bones and fat 
from one pound of the neck of mut- 
ton. Cut the meat in dice, and add 


it to one tablespoonful of well wash- 
ed barley and one pint of cold water. 
Heat slowly and simmer for two 
hours. Put the bones into one cup 
cold water and boil gently half an 
hour. Strain into the meat and bar- 
ley. Salt. Skim off the fat and 
serve with whole-wheat or gluten 
crackers. (Recipe from Mrs. Lin- 
coln). 

Crackers and Orange Marmalade 
prepared in the following fashion 
will often tempt the most exacting 
convalescent: Toast three crackers 
slightly.

More Forest LAnpDs. 


Forest lands in Maine and New 
Hampshire, aggregating 33,025 acres, 
were approved by the National For- 
est Reservation Commission recently 
for federal purchase. These acquisi- 
tions exhaust the balance which the 
commission had reserved from the 
$8,000,000 appropriated by the United 
States Government in Ig11I, for the 
purchase of forest lands under the 
so-called Weeks law. ‘The new pur- 
chases include seven tracts of timber 
land situated in Oxford County, 
Maine, and Grafton, Carroll, and 
Coos counties, New Hampshire. The 
commission has had an eye on these 
pieces for some time. They are a 
part of its plan for the development 
of a great national forest reserve in 
the White Mountains. 

Meanwhile, the movement in Con- 
gress to get more money for the ex- 
tension of the National Forest Re- 
serve is being earnestly pushed by 
numerous commercial and civic or- 
ganizations and other forest advocates, 
including the Salem Chamber of Com- 
merce through its committee on for- 
estry and shade trees. The original 
appropriation under the Weeks Act 
OfPigis “called: tor. Gi11.000,0007) on 
account of red tape complications 
only $8,000,000 of this fund became 
available. The friends of the forest 
reserve are now urging Congress to 
appropriate the $3,000,000 which 
lapsed, and make it immediately avail- 
able for forest purchases. It is also 
proposed that the provisions of the 
Weeks Act be continued granting 
$2,000,000 a year for the next five 
years for the extension of the Na- 
tional Forest Reserve. 

The Salem Chamber of Commerce 
has officially endorsed this movement 
which means the conservation of one 
of the greatest of New England’s 
natural resources.

Tue Leacug to ENrorck Preack has very wisely 
himited its propaganda to work in the interests of peace 
after this war is over. As in local government disputes 
may be adjusted at court before a tribunal that has the 
authority to enforce its judgments, so it ought to be pos- 
sible for federated courts of nations to adjudge the merits 
of difficulties which may arise among nations. If such 
an arrangement could be made and every nation that has 
a dispute could be forced to subnit its case to the court, 
and the nations of the earth, insisting upon peace for an 
interim of at least a year, in most cases peace will have 
been preserved by the very interim of waiting. Mr. Hal- 
lowell presented the case for the league at the Manchester 
brotherhood admirably. Back of this movement are men 
of parts and powers and the idea should be disseminated. 
The plan is ideal. ‘There are many objections and there 
will be much opposition, but fundamentally the plan is 
morally, ethically and legally right, and in the end it must 
prevail. It is the only way out of the dilemma of inter- 
national entanglements that lead to war. Law is, indeed, 
the substitute for war. ‘I'he time must come when the 
nations of the earth should present their cases to a Su- 
preme Court of the Nations for decisions, and then abide 
by those decisions. There are possibilities, naturally, of 
such decisions being colored, and: diplomatic intrigue and 
machinations undoing the work of justice in the proceed- 
ings, but in that event the nation wronged could refuse to 
accept the findings. Such a denoument is not impossible. 
It would not be impossible for a crafty nation to use the 
court as a means of sparring for time. 
sible difficulties the idea is fundamentally correct, and men 
and nations go forward in faith. Who knows how quickly 
such a plan may not be in operation. May it now come 
with the peace of Europe after the war!

The 
time has come for someone to speak up in meeting, and 
tell the masses that same thing today. There are two 
sides to the great railroad problem. It looks as though, 
with forty-five cents in every dollar in railroad income — 
going to the labor account and labor imposing new obliga- 
tions, it was time for someone to remind labor that capi- 
tal has a right to its own honorable earnings as well as 
labor. What a great help it would be if the employees of 
the roads that are demanding still higher wages were 
stockholders patiently waiting for something to turn up 
to increase the price of their stock-holdings and to 
make a dividend possible. Labor ought to have every 
dollar that is legitimately owed, but ought not the chari- 
table institution that owns stock and the widow whose 
living depends upon investments, be entitled to a legiti- 
mate income on their investments.

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BROTHERHOOD MEETING 


SPEAKER TELLS PLAN OF LEAGUE TO 
ENFORCE PEACE AFTER WAR. 


J. Mott Hallowell, former assistant 
attorney general of Massachusetts, 
spoke at the Manchester Brotherhood 
in the Baptist church vestry on Mon- 
day evening. Mr. Hallowell is chair- 
man of the executive committee of 
the Massachusetts branch of the 
League to Enforce Peace (emphasis 
on the enforce by request). He said 
that the league was formed on June 
17, 1915, in Independencemialigun 
Philadelphia, but that the Massachu- 
setts branch: had been in existence 
for only a few months. Ex-President 
Taft is the president of the American 
branch of the league. The list of 
state vice-presidents includes Gover- 
nor McCall and ex-Governor Walsh, 
as well as leading men in all walks of 
life. The objects of the league were 
explained by Mr. Hallowell, who af- 
terwards answered questions. regard- 
ing its probable workings. 

“If you are connecting us in your 
mind with Henry Ford or any of his 
projects, get that idea out of your 
head, ” he said. “If you think we 
are attempting to do anything regard- 
ing the present war, get that idea out 
of your head also. Our object is to 
create an international machinery 
which will come into being at the end 
of the war to prevent the reoccur- 
rence of another war like the present 
one. We hope to do this by the crea- 
tion of an international court and the 
development of international law. 
The league takes no stand on ‘pre- 
paredness;’ tnat is left to the individ- 
ual members. We have such near 
pacifists as President Garfield of Wil- 
liams college and such ardent advo- 
cates of preparedness as for example 
Adjutant-General Cole. Personally [ 
an in favor of immediate and ade- 
quate preparedness by the increase of 
our army and navy, particularly the 
lattery: 

Mr. Hallowell said that for the last 
twenty years every nation in Europe 
had been trying to outdo the other in 
the maintenance of a hugh armament. 
This had led finally to excessive tax- 
ation and the demand that the arma- 
ment be put to some use. “Must the 
United States follow the program of 
the European nations in prepared- 
ness?” he asked. “We think there is 
another way to settle differences be- 
tween nations than at the cannon’s 
mouth. We think that it can be done 
by establishing international courts.” 

Mr. Hallowell said that The Hague 
Tribunal was not a court. “It is 
no better than a fifth cousin to a 
court,” he said. 


“Nations may go be- 


> 


—— 
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fore The Hague Tribunal and arbi- 
trate their differences if they wish, 
but no one can compel them to do 
so. And if they do arbitrate, no one 
can make them stay there. rf one 
nation becomes dissatisfied with the 
way the case is going it may with- 
draw.” : 

*A court is a tribunal backed by 
force—and by sufficient force,” he 
said. “We have no international 
court and will not have until it is 
backed by sufficient force.” He said 
that there were three stages of de- 
velopment of the courts in regard to 
individuals. The first law of mai- 
kind was the law of self-redress. 
Then followed the adoption of the 
ecclesiastical courts and the right of 
trial by battle in case the decision of 
the court was not satisfying to either 
contestant. ‘The final stage is reach- 
ed in our present courts backed by 
force, thus making their decisions 
and use binding. Mr. Hallowell said 
that the same stages of development 
applied to nations as to individuals. 
The second stage, he said, had already 
been reached, that of arbitration. 
What the League to Enforce Peace 
aims to do is to create sentiment in 
this country in favor of the establish- 
ment of ati international court and 
then to lay the matter before Con- 
gress and ask the United States Gov- 
ernment to invite other nations. to 
unite in the plan. The keynote of 
the whole plan is to compel two na- 
tions with differences to arbitrate the 
point at issue for one year. Then if 
the nations cannot abide by the de- 
cision of the tribunal they may with- 
draw and fight. The point which the 
league enlarges upon being that by 
the end of a year the issue will be so 
thoroughly aired that there will be a 
better understanding between the na- 
tions and the edge will have worn 
off the feeling. 

Rev. Clarence Strong Pond of the 
Beverly Farms Baptist church asked 
Mr. Hallowell if the proposed inter- 
national court would not have the ef- 
fect of forcing diplomacy into the 
open. Mr. Hallowell assented. Mr. 
Pond also asked how it would be pos- 
sible to get an equitable representa- 
tion on the bench of the tribunal. Mr. 
Hallowell said that he was not sure 
what method of representation would 
be used, but that it did not matter 
much as the composition of the tn- 
bunal would only effect the decision 
of the court, which it was not neces- 
sary for any nation to abide by. It 
would not effect the delay of one 
year, however, which is the vital point 
the league desires to bring about.

MANCHESTER VETERAN JUNIOR VICE 


COMMANDER OF Mass. G. A. R. 


ANCHESTER members of the 
G. A. R., who attended the 5oth 
encampment of the Department of 
Massachusetts in Boston this week, 
returned home triumphant. ihe 
cause of their delight was the election 


of one of their comrades, Edwin P. 
Stanley, to the rank of junior vice 
department commander on Tuesday. 
Mr. Stanley was elected by acclama- 


tion. In former years there have 
been contests for the various offices, 
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but at this encampment everything 


progressed smoothly, all of the of- 
ficers being elected by acclamation. 

Mr. Stanley, who has been Town 
Treasurer of Manchester for the 
past 27 years, was born in Manches- 
ter in 1844. At the outbreak of the 
Civil War he enlisted in Co. H, 19th 
Mass. Infantry, and endured unusual 
hardships in the early part of the 
struggle. At the battle of Glendale 
he was wounded four times and was 
captured by the enemy. From per- 
sonal experience he can testify of the 
suffering endured by the Union 
troops imprisoned in the South, for 
he languished in Libby prison after 
his capture until he was finally ex- 
changed. His health was affected by 
the ordeal and he was rendered unfit 
for service. 

Upon his return to Manchester he 
was after a time selected for the of- 
fice of Town Treasurer in which 
capacity he has faithfully served the 
town. He is president of the Elder- 
ly Brethren Association, a charter 
member of Allen Post of which he 
was the second commander. He has 
held many offices in the Post, has 
served faithfully on committees, has 
been on the Department Council of 
the G. A. R., and has served on the 
Staff of the Commander-in-Chief. 
His devotion to the interests of the 
Grand Army in Massachusetts 
brought him into prominence in the 
state and last year he was nominated 
for the office of junior vice-command- 
ér, but was not elected. His Man- 
chester comrades are pleased at the 
honor which has come to Mr. Stanley 
and are confident that he will acquit 
himself with credit to the office.

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UNION CLUB MEETING 


MEMBERS OF MANCHESTER WOMAN'S 
CLUB AND ARBELLA CLUB HEAR 
““PyGMALION.” 


An audience composed of members 
of both the Manchester Woman’s 
club and the Arbella club more than 
half filled Town hall, Manchester, on 
Tuesday afternoon when Mrs. Chris- 
tobel Kidder, Boston, gave a reading 
of Bernard Shaw’s “Pygmalion.” Ow- 
ing to the length of the play, which 
is in five acts, routine business was 
dispensed with. Mrs. E. S. Knight 
president of the Woman’s club, intro- 
duced Mrs. Kidder, whose reading 
was keenly enjoyed. 

Never having seen or heard of 
“Pygmalion” one would know the 
author because of the characteristic 
lines of the play. It is written in the 
satirical vein of which Shaw is mas- 
ter. Shaw has Professor Higgins, a 
cynical bachelor, take under his tute- 
lage a flower girl from the streets of 
London. Higgins teaches the girl, 
who speaks the so-called “Cockney,” 
to correctly enunciate her words and 
to carry herself “in the manner of a 
duchess.” He does this on a wager 
with his friend, Colonel Pickering, 
another student of “phonetics,” and 
succeeds in passing off the girl as a 
real duchess at a dinner party within 
six months. The bet won, he appar- 
ently loses interest in his experiment, 


and being, as he believes, a confirmed | 


woman hater he continues to treat his 


“duchess”? as a common flower girl. — 


When she leaves him he comes to 
realize that she has been filling a place 
in his life that he did not realize be- 
fore. He refuses to admit that the 
experiment has been an injustice to 
the girl, who has been converted from 
the manners of the street to a higher 
degree of breeding without sufficient 
income to live in the manner she has 
grown into. A legacy which falls to 
her father solves that part of the 
difficulty, however, and Higgins 
proves that, after all, he is human. 

Mrs. Kidder in her reading brought 
out the individual characters of the 
play with real dramatic skill and 
drove home effectively the thought 
which the author was trying to con- 
vey. Her interpretation of the part 
of the flower girl, her development in 
manner and dialect was realistic. The 
variety of voice shading which she 
brought into use in the play was in 
itself a proof of the author’s conten- 
tion that in the spoken word was re- 
vealed the soul of the speaker, for it 


clearly revealed the character of each 


individual she portrayed.

With CHuRCcCH—ACTION (WILL BE 
TAKEN AS RESULT OF VOTE AT 
ANNUAL MEETING. 


The important item of business in 
connection with the annual meeting 
of the First Parish of Manchester, 
Wednesday evening, was the report 
of a special committee appointed last 
year to look into the advisability of 
doing away with the dual form of 
managing the affairs of the Orthodox 
Congl. church, and merging the two 
societies. 

The report of the committee was 
as follows: ‘The committee believes 
that the time has arrived when the 
business of the church can be man- 
aged more efficiently under a single 
system, than under the dual system 
now existing. The dual form has 
proven itself both cumbersome and 
confusing. 

“The Parish is an organization of 
the earlier days, when the church did 
not have the power to manage its 
temporal affairs. Many of the func- 
tions of the parish no longer exist, or 
have been taken over by the church 


itself. No new churches are being 
organized with the dual form of 
management. Our church is incor- 


porated under the laws of this state, 
and enjoys all the powers granted to 
such corporations.” 

The committee” (D."-T.. Beaten; 
chairman, A. C. Needham, Albert 
Cunningham, R. T. Glendenning and 
Harry W.  Purington, secretary) 
recommended the parish take the 
necessary steps to merge the parish 
and church. 

The parish committee was author- 
ized to call a special meeting at which 
time it will be proposed to convey 
such real estate, personal’ property 
and funds as the Parish may own, to 
the church.

% PARATION AGAINST WAR. 


"Editor North Shore Breeze, 
We Dear Sir:—The aims of the Spe- 
“¢ial Aid Society for American Pre- 
_paredness are so broad and as yet so 
little understood that I beg the court- 
-esy of your columns for an attempt 
to make them a little ciearer. 
" Preparedness, as those of us who 
are working in the Society understand 
ait, means something very far beyond, 
although necessarily including, pre- 
_ paredness to avert war. We believe 
jn this latter as any good housekeeper 
of a large and uncertain household 
_ believes in providing food enough for 
_ possible contingencies in order to 
‘avert hunger. In both cases it is bet- 
ter to have too much than to learn 
“one’s failure to provide too late. We 
do not feel that the oil carried by the 
“ten wise virgins precipitatel ‘the 
darkness upon themselves or their 
~ less provident companions, but rather 
“that it had a distinct tendency to dis- 
Bpel it. 
But we feel that preparedness 
should go very much further than 
merely preparation against war. 
There are many disasters which may 
be averted, by preparation and many 
others which, though not preventable, 
can be immensely mitigated by 
promptness in meeting them—a 
_ promptness which can only be brought 
about by preparedness. Anybody 
' who has been through a great catas- 
 trophe,—like the Salem fire, for in- 
stance—realizes how many hours of 
precious time could have been saved 
—hours which must have seened so 
long to the sufferers—if only, before- 
hand, those people who came to their 
rescue had understood just what to 
Heeand how to do it. ‘The night 
after that fire was a glorious one and 
- the refugees were far more comfort- 
able on the Common than they could

The Ohio Board of State Charities 
has sent a warning to the advertising 
and charities endorsement committee 
of the Salem Chamber of Commerce 
and other organizations in the East 
interested in legitimate charity work 
about an agency that is offering a 
magazine for sale on the ground that 
the proceeds will be used for the care 
of orphan children, mothers, and pro- 
spective mothers. Investigation has 
shown that of more than $6,000 de- 
rived from the sale of copies of the 
magazine less than $250 has been de- 
voted to charitable work. 

The Illinois Board of Administra- 
tion discovered that the organization 
was illegally incorporated, since it 


only one grade;—the best. 


had been making a profit, although 
in Illinois it had been chartered as a 
corporation to be operated not for 


profit. Following this investigation, 
the so-called children’s agency gave 
up its charter, having been advised 
to do so in order to avoid prosecution. 

It thereupon took out articles of 
incorporation in another state. As 
is frequently the case with ill-advised 
enterprises, most of the incorporators 
were related to the man who was 
chiefly interested in organizing the so- 
ciety. 

Copies of the organization’s maga- 
zine are sold for ten cents a copy. 
Since the spring of 1915 no copies 
have been distributed in Ohio, in

Region 2 Rocks and Islands, Alluring Woodland Drives, Beautiful Harbors and Beaches, Sunny 
Skies and Sparkling Waters

A HUGE arm juts out from the coast of Massachusetts 

into the Atlantic, forming a bay, to which the old 
Commonwealth has given its own name,— Massachusetts 
Bay. The northern shore of the Bay is one of the most 
beautiful spots in the world. It is a region of rocks and 
islands, light-houses and little villages, smooth, broad 
toads and dream harbors, sunny skies and sparkling 
Swaters.) = it is a land of forgetting, cut off from the 
banalities of the everyday world, and has a_ peculiar 
charm, half sad, half gay. If you go to the North Shore, 
you will find yourself living the healthy, happy, out-otf- 
doors life you lived when you were a boy. ‘The white, 
glistening roads will take you from one little village to the 
other and tempt you on and on until you will find that you 
have spent nearly the whole day out in the sweet, salt 
air; the little towns with their legends and their haunted 
houses will give you food for dreams for many a month 
to come; the clean, smooth beaches and the blue Atlantic 

ill help to make you brown and powerful. 

What is the spell that lies in old, old streets? On the 
North Shore this charm is strongly felt, although the old 
roads are so smooth and well kept that one forgets that 
they were the highways and byways of Colony days, and 
wonders what it is that makes these roads more alluring. 
It is the voice of the past,—the past that is the history 
of a new country. Almost all the road from Gloucester 
to Boston is the old: stage-coach road, and it is not such 
a far cry as it sounds to that. old day. Men who dash 
along today in powerful machines can remember when 
the coach made its daily journey from The Harbor to 
Salem, carrying its chance passengers, or perhaps a soldier 
or two back from the Civil war. The streets of Marble- 
head have their own enticement. Leave your gay hotel 
where the porches face the harbor and where everything 
is so modern that one seems hardly to have left town at 
all; take your way down the hill and you will find your- 
self in the heart of the most interesting village in New 
ungland. 

It is not for my humble pen to attempt the descrip- 
tion of Marblehead, dear little Yankee town that it is. 
The winding streets will in ten minutes,—no! in fve— 
shut out the sights and sounds of your hotel and you 
will forget that there are such things in the world as 
“compact” apartments, “self-service” elevators, and  ap-

pearance to be kept up. Here, are the simple things of 
life that belong to an almost forgotten age; a brown tinge 
seems to have softened these old sailor dwellings, and 
the people still, happily, sanely poor. These erratic old 
houses, built by sturdy, prosperous seamen have about 
them no air of ruin or neglect; on the contrary, they pre- 
sent an air of tidy thriftiness and the poverty (although 
that is hardly the word to describe it) is not the apathetic, 
sullen poverty of the city, but rather the poverty of the 
country where everyone has enough to eat and his own 
garden, thank you! 


A sudden turn in the wandering streets will bring 
you back to your gay hostelry before you realize that you 
have left the fascinating new world you have just dis- 
covered. 


The streets of Manchester-by-the-Sea have their own 
charm, likewise. I hope that you will motor through 
Manchester from West Manchester in the late afternoon 
when the pretty Common in the center of the village it at 
its best. The Common is a green upon which stand the 
town’s public buildings, its Orthodox church, built more 
than a hundred years ago, the Town Hall, and the Police 
Station, all more or less picturesque. Huge trees will be 
casting their checkered shadows over the grass, the cool 
paths, and the glimpse of the little Inner Harbor, the 
Outer Harbor and Smith’s Point beyond will be very 
refreshing. 


Magnolia, I think, might be called the most bustling 
of all the North Shore towns. There is the biggest hotel 
on the Shore,—the Oceanside—an immense affair with its 
colony of cottages, all overlooking an unsurpassable ex- 
tent of sea and land, with its tennis courts and its pleasant 
gaiety-loving guests. Not far away is the North Shore 
Swimming Club, the largest, best equipped and most pop- 
uiar of its sort on the Shore. At Magnolia, too, is a golf 
course. All these are of necessity within easy reach of 
each other and of the attractive hotels in this tiny, charm- 
ing village. Another attraction that each year brings many 
people to Magnolia is the presence of the most artistic 
group of summer shops to be seen in New England. The 
choicest merchandise of the country is thus brought to the 
North Shore for the summer guests. And yet, with all 
these diversions and attractions, Magnolia remains un- 


A Bit of Manchester Scenery—Norton’s Point, 
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spoiled in the midst of all its hum of business. ‘wo 
miles away from its railroad station, it is to ‘be reached 
only by motor or by water and this, perhaps, has helped 
to keep it the lovely spot that it is. 

About three miles from Magnolia is Gloucester, one 
of the best centers on the Shore for expeditions and 
rides and walks. When one enters the historic old 
town, one is assailed with the smell of fish and impressed 
with the (almost) miles of codfish drying in the sun on 
the way to East Gloucester. This is a most delightful 
bit of Cape Ann—KEastern Point Light and beautiful 
summer homes and four or five hotels. Bass Rocks is 
also in this region and farther to the north lie Annisquam 
and Rockport. Annisquam has been ever since its pioneer 
days as a summer resort, a joy to painters and the long 
summer days find them busy at their work. Many de- 
lightful subjects are to be found in the quaint houses and 
churches, the river and the boats. 

If you like the peace, pensive, but not melancholy, 
that hangs over forgotten ships and wharves, go to Rock- 
port. This is one of the typical New England villages 
that used to be a hustling seaport. Now its docks lie 
idle, asleep in the warm sunlight and the only ships in the 
splendid harbor are pleasure craft or a stray fishing boat 
or two. 

There are many interesting sights to see along the 
Shore. The rocks with their churning surf are always 
fascinating to those who come from the inland. Of these 
the Churn at Marblehead, Rafe’s Chasm at Magnolia, 
where a maiden once was drowned, and Spouting Horn 
at Nahant are the most interesting. The Deserted Vil- 
lage near Gloucester, the only bit of positive ruin on the 
whole Shore, attracts its visitors each season. The 
Hermit of Gloucester, who lives on Bond’s Hill and is 
always at home to visitors, is also another attraction. 
Fomes of famous persons may be seen. Richard Henry 
Dana, the author, built the first summer home at Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea—and it is standing still, as sturdy and 
dignified as then. Its windows open upon the sea and 
it is as delightfully situated as any house along the Shore. 
Nowhere are more beautiful homes to be found than at 


Pride’s Crossing, the Beverlys, and Swampscott. Old 
Salem with its treasures of the witch period in Massachu- 
setts history and its House of the Seven Gables must not 
be overlooked by the visitor to the North Shore. There 
are sports of every type to tempt the most world weary. 

The Essex County Club at Manchester, a beautiful, 
new building, is a rendezvous for the happiest and most 
carefree group of people on the Shore. The golf links 
here are among the best in the country and in themselves 
are enough to tempt people from far-off homes. ‘The 
beaches with their crowds of bathers are, of course, a 
first attraction to Western people, and, indeed, the bath- 
ing hour at Magnolia, Manchester or Beverly Farms furn- 
ishes material for many a “society” column in the Sun- 
day papers, for it is here that the acknowledged social 
leaders, their debutante daughters and their sons gather 
for the sport. 

Polo at Myopia is not yet a thing of the past, river- 
boating on the Ipswich river will always have its charm 
for the thoughtful mind and, not least in point or im- 
portance or enjoyment, is the sailing at Eastern Point and 
at Marblehead Neck. At Marblehead, where are located 
the Corinthian and Eastern Yacht Clubs, the yachting 
takes on the more formal and more sportsmanlike form 
of races. These races are always foremost in the social 
calendar as well as in the sailors’ schedule. 

The charm of the North Shore does not lie in the 
fact that its beauties are “more” than those of other 
places, but rather that they are “better.” The trees seem 
a little more flourishing and a little more mysterious in 
their green depths, the grass thicker and smoother, the 
rocks and the beaches more inviting, the country homes 
more charming, the out-looks more beautiful, the hotels 
more hospitable, the people gayer and jollier than any- 
where elese in New England, perhaps than anywhere 
else on the eastern coast. The chief attractions are the 
things that do not pass away; the glory of these hills will 
last forever, the beauty and strangeness of the sea will 
never change as long as man lives, the islands with their 
pale light-houses and the harbors and the silvery beaches 
will ever welcome the true lover of the beautiful.

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Beautiful Walks, Rides and Drives 


One of the Chief Charms of the North Shore—Many Trips Which Combine Historical Interest 
With the Love of the Countryside

ONE of the chief charms of the North Shore and vi- 
cinity are the many beautiful walks, rides and drives 
~ in and about the countryside. In every direction are beau- 
 tiful highways and byways for the enjoyment of him 
_ who cares to explore. 
: The Manchester woods is a source of great delight 
- to the pedestrain and the horse-back rider, for winding 
- woodland roads, with here and there a glimpse of blue 
water, from one of the many lakes inland, provides ideal 
spots for a picnic in the heart of the wood primeval. Al- 
though many of these places are forbidden to the autoists 
on account of narrow winding roads, still the Essex 
_ Woods, not far distant, in about the same general direc- 
tion, is accessible to the motor car enthusiasts. 


The fine state road through Hamilton, Ipswich and 
~ Rowley and on still farther to Newburyport and the 
_ wonderful beaches at Salisbury and Hampton are well 
_ worth a half-day trip. Especially pleasing is the trip in 
the springtime, for nowhere in eastern Massachusetts are 


_ the apple-trees so lovely as in this section, when they are 


_ bursting with blossoms and sweet odors. 

For the one who likes to keep within sight of the sea, 
the interesting trip along the waterfront, from Boston to 
the tip end of Cape Ann is a most marvelous unfolding 
of the delights of the New England coast. Coming onto 
the boulevard at Revere, the coast line can be followed 
as far down as Salem. Beyond Salem, once again, the 
shore drive becomes even more beautiful, down the back 
roads, which lead by beautiful estates, here and there a 
bit of real woodland, coming out suddenly into a space, 
with the Salem harbor glistening in the sun. Through 
famous Beverly Farms and Manchester with its wonder- 
ful beaches, to Magnolia and Gloucester. 

One of the great drawing cards of this part of the 
North Shore is the opportunity given for fine sea-bathing, 
Nowhere in all New England are there finer stretches of 
beach than those to be found, at Revere, Lynn, Beverly 
Farms, Manchester and Magnolia. Revere Beach and 


Lynn Beach each boast of a state bath-house, as these 
beaches are accessible to large crowds from the large 
cities, and during the summer months these beaches are 
overflowing with human life, out to keep cool. 

West Beach at Beverly Farms, directly faces Mys- 
tery Island and is much in demand by the summer folk. 
Equipped with a fine bathing house, every day will find 
all society out in the water taking part in the water sports 
of every description. Boats may be had here so that one 
who cares may paddle around between the islands and 
the shore. 

Singing beach, so-called because of the singing sound 
in the sand as one walks over it, is fine for surf-bathing 
and seldom is there a day all summer when the sea is 
entirely quiet. A raft moored not far from the shore is 
always in demand by the swimmers who frequent the 
beach. Free bath-houses maintained by the town provide 
for the needs of the townsfolk and all-up and down the 
beach private cabins form a little colony for shelter. 

Magnolia beach has in addition to its out-of-door 
sea bathing an indoor pool connected with the club house 
facing the beach and it is here that society may always be 
seen at the various sports offered. 

In addition to the expeditions for pleasure, there are 
many trips that can be made, which combine historical 
interest with the love of the countryside. Eastern Mass- 
achusetts over-runs with things of the days gone by and 
ali within easy reach of him who cares to see old houses, 
collections of antiques and things historically interesting. 
Probably nowhere can the summer resident find so much 
to do or such a fertile field for personal amusement and 
still of an educational value as in this section of New 
England, the North Shore of Massachusetts.

STR AWS show which way the wind blows,” and there

Evidences of preparation for an unusual summer are 
to be found on every hand. From Nahant to Gloucester,

This change will provide a sensational 
advertising feature for the house. The proprietor, E. R. 
Grabow, plans to light the tower so that at night it will 
loom up conspicuously for miles around. 

- One of the most beautiful country club grounds along 


the coast was completed last fall too late for much gen- 


eral use before the close of the season. It is the property 
of the Kernwood Golf club, composed of wealthy Jewish 
people from Boston and vicinity. It will be distinctly 
a 1916 addition as this will be its first real summer of 
use. The golf course is laid out on the old Col. Peabody 
estate in North Salem and is bordered by the Danvers 
river. 

Additions and alterations are to be made to the quar- 
ters of the Corinthian Yacht club of Marblehead before 
the opening of the season. Suggested changes for the 
Fastern Yacht club have been discussed by the members, 
but no action has been taken at this’ time. Some minor 
repairs are to be made. 

Down on Cape Ann the Rockport Golf club with its 
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fine new course overlooking Sandy Bay will be a popular 
resort during the coming months. 


Not the least, but in fact one of the chief, points of 
interest to the summer resident is the fine new Essex 
County club at Manchester. That it will flourish during 
the coming summer cannot be doubted. 


Magnolia, the center of the North Shore’s social 
activities, is looking forward with anticipation to the 
opening of the season. Little bits of news filtering in 
through one source or another tell of plans on the part 
of city folk for a return to this section of the coast and 
for an unusually busy season. When the season closed 
last year many of the summer people took leases on their 
quarters in anticipation of their return this summer. It 
is said that everything in the way of a house not already 
taken will be rented before the opening of the season. 
The big Oceanside hotel, with its unusual accommodations 
for 750 people in its two hotels and score of cottages, is 
Icoking for the biggest year in its history. 

If plans contemplated last summer go through, as 
expected, the North Shore will ‘be rid of the mosquito 
pest. A proposition to fix up the swamps between Glou- 
cester and Beverly has been submitted by an engineer en- 
gaged last season to make an investigation of the ‘“skeeter”’ 
problem. It is said that a fund of $25,000 will be forth- 
coming to support this plan to make the North Shore 
more habitable. 


As matters stand at present the whole North Shore 
is “marking time” until the opening of what is prophesied 
will be the gayest, busiest and most prosperous season 
this section of the coast has seen in many years.

ANCHESTER is blessed with public improvements 
probably found in no other town of the size in Amer- 


ica. Its excellent roads, beautiful land-locked harbor, 


modern sewerage, pure water supply and fine street light- . 


ing puts it in a class by itself. . Already possessing finer 
roads than many cities much larger than itself, the Town 
of Manchester voted this year to invest $40,000 more in 
re-building highways and $28,000 for general repairs and 
improvements. This single item of improvement is enough 
to class it as a thoroughly alive and up-to-date town. One 
thing which always strikes the stranger in Manchester is 
the absence of electric light or telephone wires. Man- 
chester spends over $10,000 a year for street lighting and 
there is not a wire above ground nor a swinging, glaring 
arc lamp on the streets. More than 500 telephones are 
it, commission in Manchester, but no wires are in evidence 
—a condition to be proud of. 

In addition to boasting one of the finest small harbors 
on the New England coast Manchester has the distinction 
of supporting one of the two or three public landings be- 
tween Boston and the Merrimac river. Outside of Marble- 
head harbor there is no other place where there are free 
public landing facilities. It is a condition to be proud of 
and one which should be more widely exploited. Over 
$100,000 have been spent in developing a splendid harbor 
and its advantages for anchorage ought to be known 
everywhere. An unobstructed channel, cut straight across 
Glass Head flats at a width of 100 feet, offers plenty of 
room for good sized craft to navigate the harbor entrance. 
The channel is dredged to a depth of about 8 feet below 


the mean low water mark. An admirable feature of 
Manchester harbor is the remarkably safe anchorage pro- 
vided. The report of the Chief of Engineers, made to 
the Federal Government, says, ‘““The outer sheltered har- 
bor or roadstead contains approximately 300 acres with 
five fathoms of water.” In the roughest of weather the 
outer land-locked harbor provides a perfectly safe anchor- 
age for vessels. The inner harbor has been dredged, thus 
providing a ‘broad basin, deep enough for the large power 
and sailing boats. A landing right in the center of the 
village is found by passing under the B. & M. tracks. 
There are also public landings at Masconomo park and at 
Tuck’s point. These landings are all free. The Mas- 
conomo park landing is handy to the B. & M. railroad 
station and the Manchester postoffice. This summer the 
channel buoys in the harbor will be lighted, by the Town 
of Manchester. This is an unusual advantage in a har- 
bor of this size. 

The harbor offers advantages not only for summer 
residents of Manchester, but from all the surrounding terri- 
tory. Ipswich people and others living at the inland re- 
sorts, take advantage of Manchester’s splendid harbor 
which with its three free landings close to the excellent 
highways, is as good as a harbor right at home. The 
Tuck’s point landing is adjacent to the Manchester Yacht 
club. In former years many beautiful private yachts have 
been anchored in Manchester’s land-locked harbor during 
the summer and as long as its advantages continue to 
surpass all others as they do at present it will be a most 
popular stopping place.

Homes were opened for lectures and recitals bene- 
fiting the Boston Nursery for Blind Babies, the Melise 
De Page Hospital, and the Beverly Hospital. The latter 
also benefited by the bridge and dance at the Essex County 
Club in charge of Miss Julia Meyer and the Junior Aid 
committee. 

One of the happiest and gayest of the summer days 
was when the summer parishioners turned out and made 
the fair of St. John’s Church (Episcopal) one of the red 
letter days for Beverly Farms. 

And bound up in Beverly Farms affairs is that far- 
reaching Improvement Society which gave the resume 
of the year’s work at Mrs. Robert $. Bradley’s last July. 

The efforts of a few individuals stand out promi- 
nently in the summer’s work. There was the lecture by 
John Hays Hammond, Jr., in his laboratory to raise funds 
for the North Shore ambulance gift to France; also the 
amount raised in Magnolia for a truck ambulance for 
France by Mrs. Gerald Bramwell, Mrs. Alice M. Richard 
and Miss Eleanor Bradley, now Mrs. A. Rex Flinn. 
Through the efforts of two Manchester summer residents, 
Walter D. Denégre and Frank P. Frazier, a campaign 
was effectively begun last summer for the scientific exter- 
mination’ of mosquitoes along the Shore. This will be 
one of the vital and interesting schemes of the coming 
summer,—and more of this anon. 


Another local interest which developed last summer 


centered in the building of a permanent headquarters for 


the North Shore Horticultural society at Manchester. 
The advisory committee is Mrs. W. Scott Fitz, Mrs. Wil- 
liam B. Walker, Mrs. George E. Cabot and Miss Mary L. 
Bartlett. 

So much for the principal philanthropic and general 
affairs engineered by the North Shore. social leaders. 
But do not think, that, strenuous as the summer was, 
there. was no time for the purely feminist idea to grow.

And so the antis and suffragists—‘‘sisters under their 
skin”—left the Shore where they had done so much dur- 
ing the summer months to alleviate war sufferers, return- 
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ing to their city homes to continue the good work. As 
organizers of war shops; as students in the stiff courses 
in Red Cross first aid training; as workers in the making 
of surgical supplies, society has not had much time for 
idleness and leisure in the generally accepted meaning of 
the terms. Since the war has taught us that woman is 
the backbone of the human race, necessary as its creator, 
its nurse, its guardian,—perhaps, as some one has sug- 
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gested, we are all unconsciously training for some su- 


preme national test which lies behind the veil of the im- 


mediate future. 


Nevertheless, the debutantes have not suffered, but 


have been launched as gaily as ever this winter, and, after 


the rest which the Lenten season brought, will be ready to — 
renew their activities along the Shore with the coming of — 


the season of 1916.

OMEN have been training jumpers for regular hunt 
meets this winter. Some have been training their 
steeplechasers at Aiken, S..C., on lines showing much 
originality of the owners. Registrations with the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association show many aspirants 
for turf glory.

of Boston and Buzzards Bay. The yacht is to be of the 
extreme racing tpye and will be entreed at the races at 
Buzzards Bay. Setting in the water with a 21-foot water- — 
line the craft will measure 41 feet overall, giving it a 
great length for its beam when heeled over in the wind. 
It should develop great racing speed. The yacht is de- 
signed by William Gardner. It is to be a marvel of neat, 
compact construction and will have every convenience 
for the accommodation of those aboard her and will be 
fitted with every mechanical device tending to make her 
easy to handle.

One magnificent craft to be built this spring is a big 
barge modeled on ancient lines and beautifully finished — 
for use in a pageant in Boston next summer.

i The former service buildings have been removed to 
the northwest section of the New Ocean house estate 
and will include a women’s dormitory, bachelors’ quarters, 
men’s dormitory, laundry and engine house.

The Loose mansion will 
be 150 feet long. ‘The main section will be 80 feet wide, 
but the two long sections, extending at an angle, one on 
each side, will be 30 feet wide. The main entrance is in 
the center and this opens into a spacious hall 50 feet long 
and 12 feet wide. The living room in front is 30x50 feet 
and will run up into the two stories of the house, with a 
15-foot stud. Panel dado will be to the top of the doors, 
the finish being of gumwood and the room will have beam 
ceiling. There will be two large fireplaces, one in each 
end of the room. Directly over the entrance hall will be 
a balcony, the entire width of the room, with openings 
looking down into the living room. Attractive book cases’ 
will be underneath. In front of the living room will be 
a porch, on the ocean front, 20x50 feet with a tile floor. 
Here, a broad view of the coast line, from Eastern Point 
to Thatcher’s Island is obtained, while the broad Atlantic 
stretches before one, the billows surging on the great 
granite boulders beneath the porch. The western wing 
contains a corridor, leading off the main hall, with three 
master bed rooms, each with separate bath, large ward- 
robe and fireplace, on the first floor, and there are two 
master bed rooms and two baths and sleeping porch’ on 
the second floor. The east wing contains a big dining 
room 20x25 feet, beam ceiling and a large fireplace, the 
room opening opposite the entrance hall. On the water 
side of this east wing will be a fine breakfast porch 15x20 
feet, enclosed in glass and with a tile floor. Beyond this 
is a 10-foot terrace, facing the ocean and coast line to- 
wards Thatcher’s twin lights.

to Mystery Island. The pipe, which is well anchored, is 
about 3600 feet long. 

Three or more years ago it was planned to erect a 
large number of inviting summer residences and a hotel 
on Mystery Island. Had the project been sucéessful, it 
appears that good revenue would have been obtained from 
consumers. The water furnished by Beverly is metered, 
sc that it is definitely known just how much water is used.

the first trip to the kitchen in reimov- 


ing the dishes for this course, she took 
the peaches out of the oven so that 
they should not be burned and also so 
that they should not be too hot to serve, 
and then finished removing the dishes 
that were unnecessary for the dessert 
course.

The columns are metal 
covered, fireproof, are enameled white part way down 
from the top and are pearl gray below. A gilt band en- 
circles the pillars. Lighting is obtained by the indirect 
system. ‘Twenty-one big translucent bowl-shaped shades 
diffuse the light from the powerful lamps and a soft white 
glow is reflected downward from the ceiling. 

Beginning at the front of the store there are two 
main aisles with frequent intersections running the entire 
length of the main floor, which is 55 feet wide. Four 
rows of counters run the entire length of the store and 
there are shelves on both side walls, reaching nearly to 
They have a tremendous capacity. The 
woodwork of the shelves and counters is of dark oak 
finish. A significant feature of the workmanship in- 
volved in the installing of the fixtures is the fact that all 
of the work was done by cabinet-makers and not by 
carpenters, the splendid appearance of the fixtures testi- 
fying to the skill and craftsmanship of the builders. Alt 
of the counters have uniform panel effect in front, dark 
marble bases and glass tops. In the meat and fish de- 
partments marble-topped counters are found with special 
show cases for exhibiting wares. Marble troughs with 
running water are in back of the counters in the fish 
department. 

In what is called the “annex” are found more count- 
ers connected with the meats and fresh vegetable depart- 
In the annex is the accounting department and 
in a balcony of the “annex” is the head cashier’s office.

An overhead carrier system is installed 
for carrying change.

Then again just com- 
pare the volume of business done in winter with that done 
in summer by the average New England merchant and 
see if the autoist gets all the benefit of the good roads. 
The summer trade which comes to New England, via the 
auto and good roads, is the bulk of many a New England 
small merchant’s business. The North Shore is particu- 
larly blessed with fine highways. A veritable little net- 
work of good roads connects points of interest on the 
coast and is an asset worth reckoning.

Tat THE Rumors oF PEACE were unfounded could 
easily be detected by a careful study of the financial rec- 
ords of the transactions of the past week. The financial 
market is sensitive to the slightest changes in international 
relations. The announcement of a proposed peace con- 
ference would be the signal for many financial movements. 
No-one now knows what will happen to the values of 
war stocks and other securities. It is reasonably certain 
that many will begin to drop and others increase in value. 
What the final results of the liquidations and purchases 
would be no-one can now foretell. That no such move- 
ment has come about is in itself an evidence that peace 
negotiations are not seriously being considered possible 
by the financiers.

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Quire FREQUENTLY in the last few months we have 
read letters written from some country in Europe by a 
friend or relative of someone American. One dominant 
feature of these letters is the expression of weariness of 
the duration of the war. A year ago the letters from 
abroad, which were printed in the newspapers, were vig- 
orous in tone; expressive of confidence in victory, but 
today it would seem that the average non-combatant— 
and for that matter a large proportion of the men in the 
trenches—is thoroughly tired of the conflict and is im- 
patient for peace. ‘This change of attitude is significant. 
For years Europe thought “war” and finally got war. 
Now, after nearly two years of the fearful struggle, Eu- 
rope is beginning to think “peace.” It may not be long 
before the mass of the people will begin the transition 
from thought to action, and when that takes place the 
war’s duration will be a matter of months instead of 
years.

High Power Plant of Joseph Dodge, Manchester Young Man, Is One Of Best In New pean Has 
Been Designated As Government Reserve Station 


NE of the 

best equip- 
ped amateur 
wireless sta- 
tions in New 
England is 
located in 
Manchester. 
Ties et tae 
property and 
pride of Jos- 
eph Dodge, 
a Story High 
School boy, 
who has at- 
tracted con- 
siderable at- 
tention through this achievments in 
the development of his station. Mr. 
Dodge’s wireless station was recently 
designated by the United States Navy 
department as one of the ten radio 
reserve stations in New England. As 
there are several hundred amateur 
stations in New England the honor 
conferred on the Manchester young 
man is no slight recognition of his 
ability. 

Over 250 feet above the sea level, 
1000 feet in the rear of his home on 
School st., is one end of the ‘“an- 
tenna’”’ of the wireless equipment. It 
is attached to the top of the stand- 
pipe on Powder House Hill and runs 
to a pole on the roof of the house. 
It is the highest antenna in this vi- 
cinity and is stretched in an east and 
west direction, enabling the operator 
to catch “waves” out of the air from 
a tremendous distance. It is con- 
sidered the equal as a receiving station 
of any in this country, including the 
commercial and United States naval 
stations. Owing to the government 
restrictions upon amateurs the send- 
ing end of the epuipment is not as 
powerful as commercial stations, al- 
though Mr. Dodge has talked with 
stations in New York state and New 
Jersey. 

A BREEZE reporter visited the sta- 
tion one night recently and perhaps 
an account of what he saw will give 
an idea of the degree of development 
of the station. To begin with, he 
knew no more about the operation of 
the station than the average person, 
so that what he saw, heard and learn- 
ed will be told in anything but the 
technical terms applied to the usual 
description of scientific instruments. 


The long wire which forms the 
antenna to the top of the standpipe 


JOSEPH DODGE 


was broken in the storm of last Sat- 
urday and repairs were being com- 
pleted to the apparatus when the visit 
was made. After a few minutes test- 
ing of the instruments the’ young 
operator sat down and commenced 
“tuning” his apparatus to the ‘wave 
length” of the high-power European 
stations. (More of the “wave length’ 
later). Almost instantly the head set, 
which resembles that worn by a tele- 
phone operator, began to buzz. The 
reporter adjusted the set to his ears. 
Clearly and musically came the dots 
and dashes of the “Continental” code. 
Mr. Dodge again listened. It was the 
big German wireless station at E1l- 
vese. Somebody was sending a com- 
mercial message. The contents of 
the radiogram will never be known 
in Manchester for two very sufficient 
reasons. The first reason is that a 
message must never be repeated by an 
amateur, which is one of the restric- 
tions the government places upon him, 
and the other reason is that the me:- 
sage was not in English, which is of 
itself sufficient guarantee of its se- 
crecy. Changing the “pitch” of his 
instruments, Mr. Dodge listened to 
the station at Nauen, near Berlin. 
Glace Bay, Cape Breton, was the next 
spot visited that evening by wireless. 
Then Sayville, L.. 1; the German sta- 
tion in America, was heard. A mo- 
ment later Key West in Florida was 
picked up and a short time later San 
Francisco chimed in. The man 
across the continent was using a send- 
ing machine and the words were com- 
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pieces will then be no longer a neces- 
sary part of the equipment. It will 
be possible to stand in the room be- 
low, or outside the building and re- 
ceive messages. <A little ways back 
we mentioned the receipt of the San- 


Franciso message at so rapid a rate 


that it was impossible to follow it. 
Mr. Dodge has a method of taking 
care of such messages, which is used 
in all big stations. He has a.record- 
ing apparatus, like a phonograph, 
which receives the dots and dashes on 
a wax record, which can be preserved. 

Mr. Dodge explained the working 
of the receiving and sending appar- 
atus, and how it is possible to listen 
to any station by ascertaining its 
“wave length” and tuning his instrst- 
ments to receive waves of that length. 
The current sent out by a station,

according to the theory of the wire- 
less men, travels in “waves” similar 
to those of the ocean. The waves 
pass through “ether,” penetrating 
any substance. The distance betwee) 
the crests of the waves is the “wave 
length” which determines the sending 
power of the station. The length of 
the wave may be changed by adjust- 
ing the instruments. In Europe the 
combatants attempt to “jam” the sig- 
nals of one another, by tuning their 
instruments in unison with the 
enemy’s station. When two currents 
of the same frequency are being sent 
they “jam” or run together in such a 
way as to make it impossible to un- 
derstand the signals. This “jam- 
ming” is avoided by re-adjusting the 
instruments. é 

A little later in the evening Mr. 
Dodge picked up Miami, Florida; 
Portland, Me., and Chelsea with ap- 
paratus designed for that class of sta- 
tion. After talking with Chelsea, a 
young man in Newton, who was wire- 
less operator on the steamship 
“Dorothy Bradford,” called the Man- 
chester station. He sent a message 
to a Manchester young lady of his 
acquaintance, who frequently receives 
missives from him, via wireless. 

At 10 o’clock in the evening the 
time was received by wireless from 
the naval station at Arlington, Va., 


or more properly, from “Radio,” 
which is the new name for the town. 
Then came the barometric readings 
for various points along the coast, 
the weather forecast, and the prevail- 
inoy wands ase te, LO, lS peediiyg. tO. 4 
second, the Marconi station at Weil- 
fleet on Cape Cod began booming out 
the news of the day to ships at sea. 
The information, contained in the 
press dispatches of the day from 
Europe, from Mexico and Washing- 
ton, was sent out. Every half hour 
came the three-minute interruption 
prescribed by law. The intervals are 
allowed in order to listen for distress 
signals from ships at sea. 

These are some of the things which 
may be experienced in a visit to the 
crack amateur station, but they are 
not all. One afternoon recently a 
young man who assists Mr. Dodge in 
his wireless work was scared half out 
of his senses when a voice thundered 
in his ears, “When will you be with 
us again?” Answers and more ques- 
tions followed before it dawned on 
the young man that he was listening 
to an experiment with the new wire- 
less telephone. The first voice he 
heard was that of Professor Price of 


Harvard. On other occasions con- 
versations from Tufts college, by 
means of the apparatus of Mr. 
Stevens of Brookline, have been 


heard. One night last week the vic- 
trola at Mr. Stevens’ home was heard. 

The expert young Manchester oper- 
ator first began his experiments witn 
wireless telegraphy about four years 
ago. His first apparatus was set up 
in the kitchen of his home. In the 
passing years he has developed his 
instruments to the high degree of et- 
ficiency they now have. In his work 
he has been greatly assisted by Royal 
White and Albert James, Manchester 
boys, who are amateur wireless oper- 
ators. His wireless room is built with 
beaver board and is sound proof. 
3esides the equipment, it is furnish- 
ed comfortably, has a stove and a 
pool table. Charles C. Dodge, uncle 
of the young man, is an enthusiastic 
wireless “fan,” and can receive and 
send messages at moderate speed. 
Joseph Dodge and his assistants hold 
amateur wireless operators’ licenses 
and this year will take out commer- 
cial licenses.

Tennis a Popular Sport 


North Shore Clubs and Hotels Pay Much Attention to the Game—Tournaments Galore All Summer 


IS tennis dead? Rather, is its popularity on the wane? 
* No! not on the North Shore. No one who knows the 
game would dare intimate that it is a “dead” one, but 
there is a question of its country-wide popularity just at 
present. Of all the forms of out-of-door sport tennis is prob- 
ably the oldest one which has adhered more or less strictly 
to its original method of playing. It has had its ups and 
downs of favor for centuries. A few years ago it was 
the most generally played of the vigorous out-of-door 
games, excepting possibly baseball, which in America has 
no rival. 

As the leading genteel pastime, tennis has been large- 
ly supplanted of late years by golf. The chief reason 
for the growth of popularity of golf in preference to ten- 
nis is due to the fact that golf is not so strenuous and is 
just.as beneficial to the health, if not more so than tennis. 
Golf does not make the drain upon one’s energies, that 
tennis is apt to, and for that reason it is popular with 
older men who need an interesting out-of-door game, 


which does not tax their strength and endurance too 


severely. 

But to get back to tennis! This sport will always be 
one of the leading ones, and in the last couple of seasons 
has shown decided signs of “coming back.” Tennis sup- 
plies a number of elements which are lacking in the game 
Sf wolf. It has the element of personal contest and that 
tends to keep any game alive. It is a game that requires 
skill, a great deal of practice, an alert mind, a sound body 

steady nerves—especially the latter. Probably no 
game requires such quick decisions and prompt action as 
fennis—barring fencing, which is hardly a game. Of 
course a lot of enjoyment may be had by tennis players 
who are not particularly proficient in the game, and in 
fact the majority of players are not at all expert. One 
reason why tennis players as a whole do not become won- 
derfully expert at their own game is that in this climate 
the season is apt to be short. Playing cannot be started 


until the ground is thoroughly dried in late spring and 
unless the weather holds fair there are frequent inter- 
ruptions for days at a time when the condition of the 
courts will not allow playing. Up-to-date clubs provide 
for that emergency by covering their courts when not in 
use. The ideal tennis weather is a warm sunny summer 
day. Plenty of light is essential to good playing and 
warm weather makes the action snappier. A nervous 
person has little chance to become expert in the game as 
the strain upon one’s nervous system in a long match is 
terrific. However, there is no reason why anyone can- 
not derive a high degree of benefit from the game by 
playing with someone his equal in skill and strength. 

Tennis is of ancient origin. It was played by the 
Greeks in a form slightly different from that of today 
and was known as “sphairisis.” The “Pila” of the Ro- 
mans was another form of tennis. Under the name of 
“Paume” the game appears in the Arthurian romances ana 
it is also mentioned in the early records of the Dark Ages. 
In the 15th century it was in vogue with all classes in 
France. England fostered the game under its present 
name during the 16th, 17th and 18th centuries. It is 
referred to as a “game of kings.” Shakespeare mentions 
the game as being played by the French kings and. be‘ng 
introduced by them into England. 

Tennis has always flourished along the North Shore 
and there are many clubs which are devoted to the sport. 
It may become more popular the coming summer, and 
there are signs that it will. Some of the best courts in 
the country are to be found at the Essex County club, 
Manchester; the Myopia club, Hamilton ; the Tedesco 
Country club, Swampscott; the Corinthian and Eastern 
Yacht clubs, Marblehead: the Montserrat club, Beverly,— 
and the North Shore Swimming Pool, Magnolia. All 
of the hotels have their tennis courts. Those at the Ocean- 
side, Magnolia, vie with any at the hotels along the New 
England coast.

RECOVERED LETTER. 


Captain Daniel F. Sennott of En- 
gine 14, Boston fire department, 
dropped a letter between the walls of 
the engine house on Dec. 29, 1893. 
Deputy Chief Daniel F. Sennott of 
the Boston fire department received 
the envelope again Monday. For 
more than 22 years it remained em- 
bedded in the walls of the fire station 
located in Centre street, Roxbury. 

In 1893 the members of the Engine 
I4 company were employed during 
their spare moments in building a 
new partition wall in the engine house. 
Extensive improvements had been 
made and were completed with the 
exception of the wall. Sennott was 
then the captain in charge of the 
house and as the last bits of plaster 
were being slapped into place he sud- 
denly thought of placing a letter in- 
side the wall. Recently workmen 
started to make changes again in the 
engine house, this time to provide 
room for motor apparatus. One of 
them brought an envelope to Sennott, 
now a deputy chief. It was the one 
he had deposited in the wall in 1893. 

Sennott had forgotten the incident 
but upon breaking the seal recalled it 
immediately. In the envelope, written 


.on two sheets of paper, was the fol- 


lowing: 
“Dec. 29, 1893. The weather to- 
day is warm and it is 40 degrees 


above at the present time. There is 
a lot of sickness about. Great alarm 
on account of smallpox. We had an 


alarm from box 252 for a fire at 2757 
Washington street, not much of a 
fire. There is a lot of grippe and 
pneumonia. Superintendent of Build- 
ings Tucker has just died. The de- 
partment at present is in a good con- 
dition. The fire commissioners are: 
Robert G. Fitch, John R. Murphy, 
George Ennis. Chief of department, 
Louis P. Webber. Chief of district 
8, Edward H. Sawyer. 

(Signed) “Captain of Engine 14. 
Daniel F. Sennott.”’—Boston Post.

Manchester has a champion of the 
Rev. Charles A. 
Hatch, pastor of the Congregational 


church believes that the Rev. Billy 
is the greatest evangelist in modern 


times and that his coming to Boston 


next fall will be a great benefit to that 


city and to all New England as weil 
In his sermon last Sunday evening 
Mr. Hatch told why he believed that 


_ the coming of the baseball evangelist 


would be productive of good. 

mThe jast. two years,” he said, 
“have brought into proninence from 
comparative obscurity many men who 
have influenced the public. New 
statesmen have come into prominence, 


generals, previously untried, have 


proven their worth in the past two 
years. The greatest evangelist in 
modern times has also come into the 
limelight. His popularity is not tem- 
porary, but it is lasting. The popu- 
larity of other great evangelists of the 


‘past is but a shadow, compared with 


tuat of Billy Sunday.” 

Mr. Hatch said there was much to 
criticize in Billy Sunday’s deliverance 
of the gospel and much to criticize in 
his theology. He thought, however, 
that in spite of his difficulties, Bully 
Sunday was accomplishing efficient 
work in the spreading of the gospel. 
He said that those who criticize his 
methods are those who have not seen 
him nor heard him. Most everyone 
alters his opinion after hearing the 
athletic preacher. He quoted as an 
example, the clergyman, who oppos- 
ed Billy Sunday’s coming to Syra- 
cuse and who “hit the trail” when 
Sunday arrived. . Mr. Hatch said 
that Sunday was criticized because he 
was not an educated man. Neither 
were the apostles learned men, but 
they were great teachers; Moody was 
not an educated man. “In spite of 
his lack of education, Mr. Sunday is 
a vehicle of Grace,” he said. 

Mr. Sunday is criticized because 91 
the language he uses on the platform, 
but Mr. Hatch believes that he 
reaches people in this way who could 
be reached by no other speaker. Some 
people do not like Mr. Sunday’s de- 
nunciation of his hearers. Mr. Hatch 
said that he thought it was a good 
thing to wake people up once in a 
while. Every minister would like to 
talk to his congregation “straight from 
the shoulder,” but that he had to re- 
member the source of his salary. 
People say that Mr. Sunday makes 
too much money, and they want to

‘¢Gossamer’’ his latest, is somewhat 
different from his other works of fic- 
tion. 

It is a tale of high finance. The 
scene of most of the story is laid in 
America, There is no lack of the 
authors ready wit and satire. 

In real life G. A. Birmingham is the 
Rey. Cannon Hannay, Cannon, of Dub- 
lin Cathedral., He is now serving as 
chaplain in the English army and is at 
Harve, France. He also has a son in 
the army. 

‘‘Sunlight Patch’’ is a story of 
Kentucky life, by Credo Harris, a Ken- 
tuckian. The character of Dale Daw- 
son, is certainly fascinating. 

One exciting incident follows an- 
other right through the book and 
touches of real humor occur frequently. 

It is a long time since I enjoyed 
reading a novel as much as I did ‘‘ The 
Oakleyites’’ by E. F. Benson, author of 
““Arundell,’’? ‘‘Dodo,’? and ‘‘Dodo’s 
Daughter.’’ 

He describes life at Oakley-on-sea, a 
suburb of London. There are a num- 
ber of characters in the book that are 
much above the average generally 
found in works of fiction. The combin- 
ation portrait of the three sisters, is 
unusually good. One is a devotee of 
Christian Science, another is a student 
and follower of the Yogi philosophy of 
India, the third is a strict vegetarian. 
Dorothy Jackson, the heroine of the 
story is a very lovable person and 
Mistress Hastman and her son Wilfred 
who wrote so many novels—improve 
on acquaintance. The picture of daily 
life in this small place is remarkably 
well drawn, 

‘‘The Black Hagle.Mystery’’ is a 
new story by Geraldine Bonner, the 
author of ‘‘The Girl at Central.’’ Is 
it murder or suicide, that is the ques- 
tion? Not many readers will be abie 
to solve the problem till very near the 
end. 

‘“The Shades of the Wilderness’’ by 
Joseph A. Altsheler, is a story of the 
Civil War, in which Robert E. Lee and 
other historic characters are made to 
live again. ‘‘Handle With Care,’’ by 
Margaret Turnbull, tells of the reforn:- 
ation of a young man by a young wo- 
man. A young lady goes to a country 
place to regain her health and while 
there meets the station agent of the 
small branch railroad and events de- 
velop rapidly from that time. 

A new novel of English life is ‘‘The 
Belfrey’’ by May Sinclair. Tasker 
Jevons is a combination of genius and 
bounder. 

He is a writer of novels. 
in love and marries Viola 


He falls

Trouble begins very shortly, but Jev- 
ons wins in the end and improves on 
acquaintance. 


All lovers of dogs will want to read 
‘“Stickeen,’’ by John Muir, the great 
naturalist. ‘*Stickeen’’ is an attec- 
tionate creature and the author’s des- 
cription of the rugged scenery of Al- 
aska will be enjoyed by all. ‘‘Late 
and Gabriella,’’ the new novel from 
the pen of Ellen Glasgow, is a fine 
study of character. 

If the author’s opinion of married 
life is expressed by her characteys, 
she evidently takes rather a pessimis- 
tic view of the subject. In fact is is 
rare to find a novel written recently 
that portrays a happy or successful 
wedded life. 

‘“The Child in Human Progress,’’ by 
veorge Henry Payne, with a foreward 
by A. Jacobi, M.D., LL.D., is a book 
that is unique in that it is a special 
monograph on the life of the chiid. 
through thousands of years, showing 
its development along physical, domes- 
tic, economic and social lines. The 
author proves that with the exception 
of the Egyptians and the Semites the 
nations of antiquity ill-treated their 
children. In China, females were 
drowned, and in India they were de- 
spised and abused, while in Japan, babies 
suffered death both from neglect and 
sacrifice. In Greece they exposed 
infants to the elements, and in Rome 
they were mutilated for profit. The 
slaying of the first-born took place 1 
Ireland and in Europe in the seventh 
century children were sold to pay their 
fathers’ debts. 

He traces the progress that has been 
made in the education of public opin- 
ion and in the passing of laws for the 
protection of the child from the dawn 
of civilization to the present. 

Those who are interested in the life 
of the child—and who is not—will 
find it very fascinating reading. 

Two volumes of poems by Samuel 
Walter Foss have been added to the 
Library, also ‘‘North of Boston,’’ by 
Robert Frost, a small volume of poems 
treating of New England life. There 
is one poem, ‘‘The Death of the Hired 
Man,’’ that makes the book worth 
while, 

‘A Cathedral Singer,’’ by James 
Lane Allen, is a sweet though pathetic 
bit of fiction. The story has for its 
center the Cathedral of St. John, the 
devine of New York. It gives a pic- 
ture of a most beautiful type of 
motherhood. 

A novel of English life just added to 
the Library is the ‘‘Accolade,’’ by 
Ethel Sidgwick. It describes the diffi- 
culties of a man and his wife, whose 
temperaments were more,or less 1n- 
compatable, ‘*The Collected Poems,’’ 
of Rupert Brooke, contains much that 
will live. You should not fail to read 
the five sonnets, entitled 1914. He 
obtained a commission in the Navai 
division at the beginning of the war. 
He died of blood poisoning on board a 
French hospital ship at Sycros. He 
was a young English poet of great 


promise, whose career was cut short 
by the war. 

‘The First Hundred Thousand,’’ by 
Jan Hay Beith, Captain of the Argyll 
Highlanders, bas been called ‘‘the 
greatest book of the war.’’ The authe: 
was a novelist and wrote ‘‘A Knight 
on Wheels,’’ ‘‘Seally’’ and other sto:- 
ies. 

He takes the newly enlisted men and 
tells how they were made into good 
soldiers and how they acquitted them- 
selves in the trenches. Do not fail to 
read it,

MOTH SUPPRESSION 


oF SPRAYING TREES ALONG 
SHorE ROADS ‘TO. 
Start SOON. 


HE North Shore will receive the 
same attention this year that it has 

in the past for the preservation of the 
shore woods against moths and for 
the maintenance of the: private wood 
roads. As in the past the financing 
of the work is negotiated by Colonel 
William D. Sohier and the work will 
be under his’ general supervision. The 
organization ‘of moth men is intact 
since last year, some of the men hav- 
ing been kept at work during the win- 
ter, creosoting the gypsy moth egg

clusters. The men will be ready for 
spraying and cutting operations as 
soon as the trees bud out and the 


leaves are large enough to catch the 
spray. 

For the work this summer, the city 

of Beverly hes appropriated $3000 
and the town of Manchester $3000. 
The summer residents are expected to 
subscribe about $6000 and the State 
of Massachusetts will give about 
$6000, making a total fund of $18,000. 
More will be raised if necessary, and 
it is expected that the summer resi- 
dents and the State will divide the 
additional expenses. Because of the 
thoroughness of the work in the past 
the expenses grow a little smaller 
each year, having gone down from 
about $60,000 the first year of exten- 
sive work to less than $30,000 last 
year. What it is intended to do this 
year many cost close to $28,000, but 
that will include the maintenance of 
about twenty-eight miles of private 
wood roads among the woods and 
estates of the shore property. 

Along the roadsides the spraying 
will be edovie on a 200-feet wide strip 
this year, as against only 100 feet in 
the past.

Marblehead is Also the Home and Birthplace of the Nucleus of Uncle Sam’s New Aviation Corps 
Much Activity There This Summer 


LES than a generation ago J. T. ‘Trowbridge, who died 

within the past few months, wrote his humorous 
account of the unsuccessful attempts of ‘Darius Green 
and his flying machine” to soar. The poem in the pass- 
ing years has lost its element of humor for aviation has 
come to be a reality. At the time it was written the 
poem clearly reflected contemporary opinion of aviation 
and all connected with attempts at flying. In the short 
period that has elapsed since “Darius Green” gave up 
flying,. aviation has become established as a mode of 
travel, and the manufacture of aeroplanes has grown into 
a sizable industry. It was the privilege of the author, 
who ridiculed the amateur aviator, to live long enough to 
see the aeroplane in actual everyday use. 

In the last decade the aeroplane ‘has developed many 
uses which have amazed the skeptical persons, who 
thought that its chief value was confined to its use as a 
“fool killer”? and for exhibition purposes.- The remark- 
able development of aviation in the last few years has 
astounded even those connected with the industry. Per- 
haps the greatest display of the efficacy of the aeroplane 
has been in the battles of Europe. The battleplanes of 
the French especially have demonstrated their value in 
the defense of Paris from air attacks, while the aero- 
planes of either side have proven their worth for scout- 
ing purposes. The much heralded Zeppelin, on the other 
hand, has failed to demonstrate its worth in battle, al- 
though as a peace vehicle it has been a success. The 
United States government recognizes the worth of the 
aeroplane, not only as an important instrument of defense, 
but as an established method of transportation at all times. 
This is evidenced by the recently established aero-mail 


lines. 


The establishment of the aviation corps as an arm 
of the National guard brings home to the people of the 
North Shore the part played by the aeroplane in defense. 
Marblehead, the great yachting center of the North Shore, 
is the home and birthplace of the nucleus of Uncle Sam’s 
new aviation corps. The extent to which the aeroplane 
industry has been developed at the Burgess plant in 
Marblehead is realized by very few people along the 
North Shore. 

It was only three years ago that W. Starling Burgess 
obtained his patents on the Burgess-Dunne seaplane. Since 
that time the Burgess plane has jumped into first place 
among the many makes in use, and its adoption by the 
government for use by the first corps of “aero” militia 1s 
sufficient recommendation of its perfection. 

One of the worst problems with which the aviator 
had to contend up until a short time ago was the control 
of his machine while in air. The scores of fatalities a 
few years ago tell only too well the tale of the dangers 
which beset the flying man. Under the old system of 
controlling the planes it was necessary for the aviator to 
shift his planes separately by hand when he wished to 
change his direction or balance his machine. The adop- 
tion of an automatic control of the planes and the instal- 
letion of “stabalizers” has made the art of flying less a 
thing of remarkable skill. 

Not long ago it took a great deal of practice and 
skill to navigate the air, but recently Clifford Webster, 
one of the crack flying men of the Burgess aggregation, 
instructed Ensign Walter A. Edwards of the U. 8. navy 
in a week so that the latter was able to safely negotiate 
a landing and make his own flights in a brisk wind. 

Orville Wright, recognized as the inventor of the

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biplane type of air craft, some time ago voiced the senti- 
ments of many designers when he said in the course of 
a lecture, “I believe the day is near at hand when the 
flyer will be almost entirely relieved of the work of main- 
taining the equilibrium of his machine and that his at- 
tention will be required only to keeping it on its proper 
course and in bringing it safely in contact with the ground 
in landing.” The “wish was shortly afterward fulfilled in 
the development of the Burgess-Dunne plane. 

Since the beginning of the European war the Burgess 
plant in Marblehead has turned out a large number of 
battleplanes for the Allies and now it is working over- 
time to fill a big order for the United States Govern nent. 
Because of recent warnings received the plant is closely 
guarded against destruction by cranks or spies. 


When summer rolls around there will be a full- 
fledged aviation corps of the militia which will have the 
use of two Burgess planes. ‘There are 20 members en- 
rolled in the corps, most of whom are employed at the 
burgess plant. 

The Burgess plant in Marblehead is one of the points 
of great interest at this time. It consists of about a 
dozen buildings, enclosed in a high wall and built close 
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to the water’s edge. Before the development of the 


sea-plane it was used for the manufacture of power boats. 


It has been greatly enlarged since the aeroplane industry 
has developed. Over 150 skilled mechanics are employed 
in the manufacture of the aircraft. Practically every 
part of the aeroplane is manufactured in the Burgess 
plant. The wood for the aircraft is selected in the log 
at the mills. All metal parts are carefully selectéd and 
frequent tests are made of the strength of the materials. 
Nothing is left to chance in aeroplane manufacture. The 
principal bolts are made at the Marblehead plaht and 
even wire is made under a special formula. 


The Burgess Co. introduced into this country ae 
successful use of linen fabrics for plane surfaces. The 
cloth imported direct from Ireland is treated by a special 
process until it is weather-proof. The propellers are 
made in Marblehead. The wood used in the aeroplanes 
i3 mahogany and white cedar, used in alternating layers. 
Copper rivets and brass screws keep them together. Some 
dea of the thoroughness of the construction can be gain- 
ed from the statement that there are about 4000 screws 
and gooo rivets used in each machine.

Germany may be attacked from all sides 
soon and at Verdun the Emperor is trying to wedge a 
way through to prevent, if possible, a coalition of the 
great armies of Great Britain and Belgium.

Tie national awakening to the value of our 
national wealth was tardy, but ‘Gifford Pinchot with 
vigor, attacked the problem and won with credit to him- 
self and to the country. 


Ir Woutp Appear that Germany intends to make the 
present strife a Franco-Prussian war. Prussia is evident- 
ly endeavoring strategically to eliminate, the thoroughly 
equipped armies of Great Britain and the remnant of the 
Belgian army.

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Tue Prick oF Gasorine has been prohibitive to 
many automobile owners and it has been the source of 
great expense to commercial enterprises. «There are but 
three ways that relief can come,—by legislative action that 
may cause a reduction in the price by law, a voluntary 
reduction in the price of gasoline by the producers or by 


the discovery of a substitute that will take the place of 
the necessary gasoline. 


The automobile associations all 
over the country have petitioned Congress and bills have 


been introduced, some looking to investigations of the 


price of gasoline and others arbitrarily providing for 
strong export duties so high as to prevent exportation. 


Two rumors have come of substitutes that have been dis- 


covered. It is said that a Pittsburg clergyman has been 
able to concoct a fluid that is effective, costing from six 
to seven cents a gallon. Another story is going the 
rounds of an inventor in Farmingdale, L. I., who has a 
fluid which he makes, using water for the most part, to 
which a strange green powder is added. The last rumor 
seems to be well credited, but most automobile owners 
are from Missouri—waiting to be shown. However, the 
price of gasoline has probably. reached its maximum for 
the year and as the gasoline industry is keyed up to the 
maximum to maintain the summer supply, the public 
should look for a marked decline in price. Already the 
reduction has been delayed too long. 


Is THerE Any REASON why a water power cor- 
poration should be given for nothing, something which 
individuals must pay heavily for? The question is raised 
by the passage of the Shields bill by the United States 
Senate. The bill allows water power corporations to take 
and to hold in perpetuity power rights on navigable 
streams. It is contended by supporters of the measure 
that the power interests are doing a public service in 
developirig the water power of navigable streams, but it 
is observed that few of them grow poor serving the public. 
There are before the House of Representatives other 
bills, providing for the development of water power on 
navigable streams, which do not give a grant in perpetuity 
of the government’s water power. ‘These bills if passed 
would honestly assist in the development of the public 
resources without turning said resources over to private 
interests. When supporters of the Shields bill contend 
that their measure is necessary for the development of 
the nation’s natural resources it should be remembered 
that of all the water power already developed in this 
country only two-thirds of the plants are in operation at 
the present time. Yet they contend that there is need of 
further development. 


Azsour 650 Citiks and towns in the United States 
have established evening schools in co-operation with the 
Bureau of Naturalization of the U. S. Department of 
Labor. These schools have been maintained for the 
purpose of teaching aliens in anticipation of tests for 
naturalization. Through lack of funds there has been a 
scarcity of teachers, except where patriotic school teach- 
ers have served free. Co-operative schools have come to 
stay, but some provision should be made for meeting the 
expense of them in the same way that the public day 
schools are supported. 


Tur Buy SunpAy CAMPAIGNERS are willing to in- 
vest the increased amount for the tabernacle. It appears 
that for reasons of acoustics and safety rather than for 
reasons of economy the state has been asked for the spe- 
cial permit. The permit will most likely be given and 
should be.

Tur Mexican Situation has not changed, and ap- 
parently there are no hopes that the American troops will 
complete their work soon. Pershing and his punitive 
expedition are somewhere in Mexico and the public 
awaits definite news. Carranza has complicated the sit- 
uation by asserting that definite permission was not given 
to the American government to send in the punitive expe- 
dition. He has opened negotiations for the withdrawal 
of the American troops. Inasmuch as it is difficult for 
Americans to rightly judge the activities of a Mexican 
government it is difficult to judge what Carranza is try- 
ing to do. Rumors persist that Villa has been wounded 
and that he has now died. Whether the word has been 
sent out as a ruse by the bandits is now unknown. The 
American troops evidently are considering the statements 
untrue and are continuing their work until direct evidence 
is presented that Villa has really died. The Carranza 
government has not yet given permission to our govern- 
ment to use the railroads for the transmission of neces- 
sary army goods. If the American officers are convinced 
that Villa is dead the expedition will have completed its 
work and the troops will be brought back into the United 
States. It would be a most welcome solution of the 
problem. All America will breathe freer when the troops 
are removed from Mexico and the incident is honorably 
ended.

It Takes Moré THAN a few warm days to make a 
summer. But the winter is gone, that is certain, 
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Tuts is THE Time of the year to give careful atten- 
tion to the trees upon your estates. Surprising advances 
have been made during the last decade in the study of 
preventative forestry. Trees must be carefully pruned 
and treated. ‘There is a right way and there is a wrong 
way. There was a time when the surgeon operated in a 
room supposedly sterilized by means of sprays of disin- 
fectants. It is now known that such methods of opera- 
tions are archaic. The time has passed when a saw and 
axe are sufficient for tree work. Limbs should be care- 
fully cut back to the tree trunk to permit the growth of 
bark an opportunity to heal over the wound. The wound 
should be carefully treated with tar. Deep wounds should 
be carefully cleaned and every mite of the rotten wood 
reroved, then tarred and covered with cement if the 
wound be deep enough. But all cement work is ineffec- 
tive if the least portion of decayed matter be a behind 
the cement. Heavy limbs should be bolted or chained 
in such a way as to permit the tree to sway ann he wind. 
li is lamentable how careless estate Owners can be in the 
care of trees. It is always wise to seek the advice of an 
expert forester. There are many who do not know their 
craft thoroughly and craftsmen should be engaged and 


the “quacks” avoided. 
Proressor M. J. Bonn, of the German government 
teaching force, at Munich, declares that because of Ger- 


many’s failure to Prussianize German Poland, the por- 
tion which fell to Germany's lot at the time of the parti- 
tion of Germany has resisted successfully every effort 
made by Germany to Germanize it. Inasmuch as all 
utterances made by the German Se eretin are censored 
before views are expressed, confidence is being placed in 
the declaration by the German professor. However, the 
war is not ended and it takes two to make an agreement. 
It may be that Russia will regain all that has been lost 
and the territory will be found at the end of the war in 
the hands of Russia. However that may be, whether 
Poland is controlled by Germany or Russia, it is more 
than probable that Poland will be granted some form of 
self-government and be governed from its old capitol.

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PARENT-TEACHER MEETING 
Supt. oF SCHOOLS FARLEY OF BROCK- 
TON ‘TALKED ON SCHOOL GARDENS 
AT Prick SCHOOL, MANCHESTER 


Supt. of Schools George F. Farley, 
of Brockton addressed the best at- 
tended gathering of the Manchester 
Parent-Teacher association 1m some 
time in the Price school hal last even- 
ing. His subject, a most timely one, 
was “School and Home Gardens.” 
He told the history of the develop- 
ment of the school and home gardens 
feeerockton.* Mr. Farley’s interest 
in that branch of his work 1s undoubt- 
edly keen and he enthused when he 
told of the success of the contests 
held in his city. 

Last year in Brockton there were 
2800 successful gardens conducted by 
school children on funds of $1300, a 
small part of which is a volunteer 
contribution by citizens and the bal- 
“ance an appropriation by the city. 
The part contributed by citizens is 
used for prizes. Beginning about 
five years ago with a volunteer con- 
tribution of $25 the work has grown 
until at the present time Mr. Farley 
hopes to see 4000 gardens in opera- 
tion the coming summer. 

So great has the interest in the con- 
tests been that some of the “hard- 
headed” business men in Brockton 
have made handsome contributions to 
the work in the form of prizes. One 
merchant gruffly declined, a_ short 
time ago, to donate any money to- 
ward seeds or fertilizer, but has of- 
fered a scholarship of $150 to the 
student in high school making the 
best showing in the contest. Mr. 
Farley is in favor of the awarding of 
prizes. No large amount is given in 
any case except where special prizes 
are offered, but every child gets 
something. Mr. Farley told special 
instances of the benefits that have 
come to the participants in the con- 
tests. Many of the boys make a big 
summer profit out of their work on 
their gardens, one of them recently 
making as high as $250 clear for the 
summer. 

One novel departure has been the 
raising of pigs on lots outside the city. 
The pigs are bought in the spring and 
sold to the boys at $4.50 apiece and 
in the fall they sell them for a good 
profit. A city bank has set aside a 
fund of $1000 which the boys may 
draw on to get money to buy seed or 
to rent land. Their notes are taken 
without any security and in the fall, 
in every case, the boys have paid 
back the money with interest. One 
youngster recently sold a pig in the 
fall for $165.

school at the 8th grade because he 
could not afford to keep him there 
longer, solved the economic problein 
by hiring a piece of land and with the 
aid of other boys whom he paid to 
work for him cleaned up a big profit. 
He is now in high school and has 
money in the bank toward his college 
expenses. 

Mr. Farley says that one Brockton 
boy raised the best potatoes in the 
State of Massachusetts the second 
year he had a garden and was award- 
ed a prize for the best garden in the 
state. This boy cleaned up at the 
rate of $1200 an acre. Speaking of 
the benefits of the school gardens 
Mr. Farley said that they have solved 
the economic problem of many a fam- 
ily. The children are taught modern 
methods of canning and many a fam- 
ily has well stocked shelves for the 
winter because of the industry of a 
school gardener. , It is also having a 
tendency to send many families into 
the country. The herding of people 
in the cities is one of the reasons for 
the increased cost of living, Mr. Far- 
ley said. “God made the country,” he 


said. ‘Man made the city and the 
Devil the long vacation.” The school 
garden contest has solved the problem 
of what to do with the city boy’s 
time. Products of the gardens are 
exhibited at the Brockton Fair and 
surpass those of farmers in many 
cases. 

The gardening is not a part of the 
required school work and will not be 
made such. “It is just fun,” said Mr. 
Farley. “If it was made a part of 
the school work somebody would be 
harnessing it up with a lot of Latin 
names and then—good-bye gardens.” 
Mr. Farley said although Manchester 
was not confronted with the problem 
of the character of population that 
Brockton had been, he thought it 
should benefit from school and gar- 
den work. 

Following the talk by Mr. Farley 
refreshments were served by the so- 
cial committee. Mrs. Stephen Hoare 
gave a pleasing vocal solo.

THE arrangement of the table and

luncheon party to be lightly dismissed, 
but by the same token they are too 
well understood by the average reader 
to need more than a word of sugges- 
tion.

tablecloth, doilies, or runners and 
doilies, always be guided by your in- 
dividual requirements and _ desires.

Spanish Omelet — Separate four 
eggs; beat the whites until stiff; beat 
the yolks, adding four tablespoonfuls 
water; mix yolks and whites. ‘Into a 
heated pan pour two tablespoonfuls 


of oil and pour in the egg mixture. 


and place over a slow fire; cook until 
set; cover and allow to puff up and 
cook through. Cover the omelet with 
the following sauce, and serve doubled 
on a platter: Sauce—Put one table- 
spoonful oil into a pan, add one-half 
cupful finely chopped onion, and boil 
for a few moments. Add two cup- 
fuls strained tomatoes, two table- 
spoonfuls green peppers, one te- 
spoonful salt, and last one tablespoon- 
ful flour rubbed smooth with a little 
cold water. If desired, more spice 
may be added. 

Bavarian Strawberry Freeze— 
From one quart of fresh strawberries 
save perhaps. seven or eight of the 
best. Crush the others with half a 
cup powdered sugar. Dissolve halt 
a cup isinglass in one glass of warm 
water with a pound of sugar and one 
glass of any other fruit juice, prefer- 
ably grape juice, when it begins to 
thicken, mix with half a pint of 
whipped cream; pour into a mold and 
chill. Garnish with the whole straw- 
berries and serve with plain cake or 
cookies.

BROTHERHOOD MEETING 


Unrtep SHOE MACHINERY Co. LEG 
TURER TELLS OF THE DEVELOP- 
MENT OF THE SHOE. 


There was a large attendance at 
the Brotherhood meeting in the Bapt- 
ist vestry, Manchester, on Monday 
evening when Walter Measday of the 
publicity bureau of the United Shoe 
Machinery Co., delivered his illus- 
trated lecture on “The Romance of 
the Shoe.” The meeting started 
later than usual on account of the 
Town meeting the same evening. In 
his introductory remarks Mr. Meas- 
day said that the history of the de- 
velopment of the shoe began long be- 
fore the beginning of written history. 
The date the first shoe was made was 
probably synchronous with the date 
the first fire was kindled, he said. 


“The first written word about the 


shoe occurs in the Bible,” said the 
speaker, “and the first writer about 
shoes was Moses. Before that time 
pictures of shoemakers at*work were 
made by primitive peoples and have 
been discovered by archeologists. The 
shoe was originally a symbol of coi- 
quest.” 

Mr. Measday explained the cu.- 
toms of the people of the orient.l 
countries regarding the shoe. In 
some of the ancient countries the 
man presented his betrothed with a 
pair of shoes instead of a ring. One 
ancient custom was for the man t9 
take off one of his heavy shoes and 
to tap his fiancee on the head with it 
in token of his authority. Mr. Meas- 
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day said that the shoes of the ancient — 


Jews resembled very closely many of 
our present models. ~They had a 
heavy re-inforced shoe, which their 
men wore to war, and which was very 
similar to the army shoe worn 10 
Europe today. 

“In the ancient day styles of foot- 
wear changed just as they do today 
only, fortunately, the fashions did 
not change so rapidly,” Mr. Measday 
said. The Jews were the first shoe- 
makers in Egypt, where the people 
were not meat-eaters and consequent- 
ly did not have the leather to use. He 
told of the development of the pre- 
sent day shoe from two distinct basic 
types of footwear, the sandal and the 
moccasin. 

Pictures of the earliest type of 
shoe in existence were shown. They 


were dug from ruins of an ancient — 


Roman city and were over 2,000 yea’s 
old. They are now the property of the 
United Shoe Machinery Co. Types 
of shoes worn in every country in the 
world were shown. 


materials are used,—wood, grass, 


straw, hemp, paper, cloth, hair and ~ 


All sorts of | 
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the coarsest and finest grades of 
leather. A comparison of the wooden 
shoe of Holland with those of the 
Oriental lands and the fact that the 
wooden shoe made its appearance in 
Holland about the 16th century, when 


the Dutch were great navigators and_ 


traded with the countries of the east, 
leads to the conclusion that the cus- 
tom of wearing wooden shoes in the 
Netherlands was brought from the 
Orient. There are over a million 
people in Europe who wear wooden 
shoes today, according to Mr. Meas- 
day. One of the strangest shoes 
shown were those worn in Finland. 
'They are made from strips of wood 
woven in basket-work style, which 
become waterproof after being soak- 
ed until the wood swells. They cost 
about five cents a pair. 

Superstitions of various countries 
regarding shoes were told by Mr. 
Measday. The Romans believed it 
was bad luck to put on the right shoe 
before the left. In old Ireland they 
used to bury a lost man’s shoe to 
bring him back. In Italy the mothers 
fastened red bows on the children’s 
shoes to keep away the evil eye and 
in China the mother painted an eye 
on her child’s shoe to guide the little 
one’s feet. 

Views of the plant of the United 
Shoe Machinery Co. in Beverly con- 
cluded the lecture. Mr. Measday 
said that the first shoemakers in this 
country came over on the second trip 
of the Mayflower and located in 
Salem. He said that the development 
of the shoe and of the shoe manu- 
facturing plant from their compara- 
tive primitive state in the early his- 
tory of this country was due to the 
invention and genius of Massachu- 
setts workmen, who lead in the manu- 
facture of shoes. 

At the close of the lecture it was 
voted that the president, Rev. A. G. 
Warner, the vice president, Rev. 
Chas. A. Hatch, and Thomas Stone 
be delegated to convey condolences 
from the Brotherhood to the bereaved 
family of Charles O. Howe, who 
died Monday afternoon and who was 
a member of the Brotherhood.

CHARLES OLIVER HoweE.- 


Charles Oliver Howe, a well-known 
citizen of Manchester, died Monday 
afternoon at his home 35 Pleasant st. 
from an attack of a heart trouble 
from which he had suffered the past 
six years. Mr. Howe, who was 68 
years of age, was a native of Boston, 
but for the past 33 years had made 
his home in Manchester. Previous 
to coming here he lived in Beverly to 
years. Mr. Howe was a veteran of 
the Civil War and was prominent in 
the affairs of local fraternal organiza- 
tions. 

Mr. Howe was a painter by trade 
and was foreman for E. A. Lane, in 
whose employ he had been for the 
past 32 years. He was the first presi- 
dent of the local painters’ union. He 
was one of the charter members ot 
the local tribe of Red Men and was 
the first sachem of Conomo tribe. Mr. 
Howe was a charter member of Mag- 
nolia Lodge, I. O. O. F., and had held 
the various chairs in the lodge. He 
was marshal for a number of years. 
He was the first president of the 
Firemen’s Relief Association. He 
was also a member of the Brother- 
hood and of the Elder Brethren. 

When Mr. Howe was a young man 
he went to sea and made trips to 
South America and the West Indies, 
besides fishing trips off the Banks. 
He ran away from home during the 
Civil War and enlisted in the 43d 
Massachusetts and served g months 
under an assumed name. 

During the last six or seven years 
he has suffered from hardening of 
the arteries and heart disease. For a

number of years he has slept in a 


chair, being unable to le down at 
night. On Monday morning he was 
seized with an attack of heart trouble. 


* During the day he said he felt better 


and talked of having a carriage call 
to take him to the meeting of the 
Brotherhood that night.

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Adjourned Town Meeting 


Manchester Votes an Emergency Hospital Room—Urge Action on 
Public Dump. Annual Budget $341,872 


Nearly 100 voters attended the ad- 
journed Town meeting held in Man- 
chester on Monday evening. About 
an hour was consumed in the discus- 
sion of recommendations of the Board 
of Selectmen, the Park Commission- 
ers and special committees. It was 
voted to expend $2500 to carry on the 


work of developing Masconomo 
Park under Art. 26 of the Town 
Warrant. The report of the special 


committee appointed at the March 
Town meeting to look into the selec- 
tion of a site for an emergency room, 
for the care of sick or injured, other 
than the police station, was adopted. 


When the meeting was called to 
order by Moderator Raymond C. 
Allen the make-up of the appropria- 
tions committee for the ensuing year 
was announced as follows: George 53. 
Sinnicks, W. H. Coolidge, Philip 
Stockton, W. L. Putnam, F. J. Mer- 
rill, EK. -L: Edmunds, A. C. Hooper, 
A. C. Needham and A. E. Olson. 


The special committee appointed at 
the Town meeting in March to con- 
sider the recommendation of the 
Board of Health, regarding a central- 
ly located emergency room for the 
care of sick or injured persons pend- 
ing their being taken to the hospital, 
reported its findings. The committee 
consisted of Edward S. Knight, 
George S. Sinnicks and William EL. 
Sullivan. The committee recommend- 
ed the leasing of the rooms in the 
Blaisdell. block at 13 Beach st. at the 
sum of $360 per year, heat and water 
furnished by the owner. An addi- 
tional recommendation of $1roo for 
furnishings for the room was includ- 
ed in the committee’s report. Thomas 
3aker wanted to know if there was 
any need of a dispensary, now that 
the town was to have a motor am- 
bulance. He said that he understood 
that the new ambulance would save 
the time often lost under the old 
method, and that he thought the 
best thing to do was to get the in- 
jured person to the hospital as soon 
as possible. Mr. Knight said that 
the Board of Health had recommend- 
ed the establishing of the room be- 


cause people had been- left on te 


police station floor often for quite a 
long time awaiting the arrival of th» 
ambulance. The establishing of a 
handy dispensary might often be the 
means of saving life, he said. In the 
case of minor accidents it would not 
be necessary for the injured person 
to go to the hospital as treatment 


could be administered at the relief 
station. It could also be used as a 
headquarters for the district nurse, 
Mr. Knight said. He said that he 
hoped to see the station grow in time 
to a small cottage hospital. 

Duncan T. Beaton said that he did 
not believe that the necessity of the 
relief station could be questioned, but 
that there was a question of the best 
location. He favored the room of- 
fered to the town by George E. Will- 
monton at 3 School st. as a better 
site. He said it was more centrally 
located and that the -difference. 21 
cost was only $40, $400 being the 
rental asked by Mr. Willmontou:. 
This location was adjoining one druyz 
store and across the street from an- 
other. 

George R. Dean thought that afte: 
so much added expense for the Town 
it would be better to fix up the police 
station a little in order to make it 
suitable for caring for emergency 
cases. 

George S. Sinnicks said that the 
reason the committee did not take 
the School st. room was that they con- 
sidered the room too low studded fo- 
a hospital room. The room at 13 
Beach st..is large and airy, he said, 
and would not be so apt to-attract a 
crowd in case of accident as would 
the more centrally located room. 

Rev. Charles A. Hatch cited a par- 
ticular instance of the need of an 
emergency room, which came under 
his observation. A man was allowed 
to lie in a front yard on School st. an 
hour before he received attention. 
He said there should be no argument 
about the necessity of the room. 

Mr. Beaton moved to amend the 
recommendation of the committee to 
lease the School st. instead of tlic 
Beach st. property. The ammend- 
ment was lost 18 to 34. Chester I.. 
Crafts inquired about the furnishings 
for the room. 

Mr. Knight explained that the 
equipment would include a hospital 
bed supplies for emergency cases. He 
said that Dr. Blaisdell had promised 
to install an operating table. It was 
voted to accept the report of the com- 
mittee and adopt the recommend- 
ations. 


The finance committee was request- 
ed to report its findings on the recom- 


mendations of the dump committee, - 


referred to the finance committee at 
the last Town meeting. Mr. Sinnicks, 
chairman of the committee, said that 
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he had not yet received the report o 
the dump committee and, so, his com- 
mittee had not considered it. 5 

Chester L.-Crafts, a member of the 
dump committee, made an urgent ap- 
peal in favor of some action on the 
commiuttee’s report. “It seems to be 
a joke about having a public dump,” 
he said, “but we should take it seri-— 
ously. A town is judged by its ceme-_ 
tery, its newspaper and the first im-_ 
pression anyone gets when getting © 
off the train at the railroad station. — 
What is the opinion people get of — 
Manchester when they alight from ~ 
a train and see a dumping ground ~ 
across from the station? What is = 
the opinion they get when they see 
our cemetery, covered with refuse” 
from a nearby dumping ground? If — 
they go down toward the beach they — 
see a $100,000 park on one hand and — 
a dumping ground on the other. The 
members of the Essex County club — 
have spent a lot of money to improve — 
their grounds, yet there is a dump 
nearby to detract from the appear-— 
ance of that section of town.” Mr@ 
Crafts said that people in the center 
of the town would not tolerate hav- — 
ing rubbish dumped in their back — 
yards. He asked that something be 
done with the committee’s report. He 
wanted to know if the Board of” 
Health had considered it yet. 


Edward S. Knight read the follow- 
ing recommendations of the select- 
men in regard to dredging Manches- 
ter Harbor under Art. 25> ~Weedem 
not think it advisable, for financial — 
reasons, to do any dredging this year, 
but recommend that the Board of © 
Selectthen be authorized to petition — 
the Honorable Board of Harbor and — 
Land Commissioners of the Common-— 
wealth to dredge Manchester Harbor 
next year, with the understanding — 
that the Town of Manchester will - 
contribute such sum of money as may 
be agreed upon by the Commissioners — 
and the Board of Selectmen.” 

The report was accepted and the - 
recommendations adopted. 


‘The recommendations of the fi- 
nance committee on the amended re- 
port of the Park Commissioners was 
read by the Moderator and the sup-_ 
plementary report of the commission-— 
ers was also read. The Park Board 
had considered two plans subnit-— 
ted by Olmstead Bros. for the im-— 
provement of Masconomo Park. The 
first plan treated the newly acquired 
land near Beach st. crossing as a- 
separate proposition and the second 
plan treated it as unit with Masco- 
nomo Park and provided for a retain- 
ing wall and a boat landin~ with a 
10-foot roadway leading to the same, — 
The estimated cost of the retaini 


ng 
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wall was. $7,500. As the commission- 
ers did not approve either plan they 
recommended that they be tabled. 
They renewed “their request for 
$3,000 for improvements to Masco- 
nomo Park as asked in the warrant. 
Of this sum they proposed to expend 
$500 on the Beach st. land and the 
balance on Masconomo Park. ‘The 
commissioners reported that they had 
an opinion from Judge Edgar 5S. 
Taft which said that they had a right 
to charge non-residents for the use 
of the public bath-houses at Singing 
Beach. They reported that they had 
_ conferred with Captain John Allen 
- regarding the purchase of the boat 
landing and the right of way to the 
land now owned by the town on 


Pt} 
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jamin L. Allen had written a letter 
offering to sell the landing and right 
of way for $500. ‘The finance com- 
mittee recommended that no money 
be spent on this new park property 
until all legal incumbrances, 1f any, 
had been removed. 

The recommendation of the finance 
committee that $2500 be appropriate-l 
for improvements to Masconomo 
Park was unanimously adopted. Ray- 
mond C. Allen read a legal opinion, 
regarding the charging of non-resi- 
dents of the town and Commonwealth 
for the use of the ‘Town bath-houses, 
which held that no charge could be 
legally made, unless all were charged 
alike. 

It was voted that any overdraft in 
the appropriation for plans in con- 
nection with improving the new lot :t 
Beach st. crossing be taken from the 
$2500 appropriated for improvements 
to Masconomo Park. It was also 
voted that the commissioners be auth- 
orized to have a search made of the 
title to the land and right of way of- 
fered by Captain Allen and take the 
expense from the $2500 appropriated. 


Selectman Edward S. Knight ex- 
plained the basis under which the 
contract for the new highway work 
had been let and said that the cost, 
based on the estimates of the state 
highway engineers made last fall, 
would exceed the appropriation, at 
‘the present cost of materials by about 
$2500. He said that about $1000 of 
this additional cost had already beea 
eliminated and that it was hoped that 
it would be possible to keep within 
the appropriation by cutting down on 
the estimates, but that later it might 
be necessary to ask for a slight addi- 
tional appropriation. In the matter 
of maintenance of highways Mr 
Knight said that an additional $5,000 
had been asked at the March Town 
meeting, but owing to the increased 
cost of removing snow this year the 
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Beach st. and that the latter and Ben- ,

Appropriations of $267,260 
had been made thus far, and the state 
and county tax will bring the amount 
up to $341,872 at least. 

On motion of Oliver T. Roberts it 
was voted that it be the sense of the 
meeting that the Board of Health 
consider as soon as possible the mat- 
ter of a public dump. On motion of 
Edwin P. Stanley the meeting was 
dissolved.

FREIGHT CONGESTION. 

A letter has been sent by President 
Alvah P. Thompson of the Salem 
Chamber of Commerce to a number 
of firms and individuals in this sec- 
tion, who have been reported to the 
chamber offices as being very slow in 
removing their freight from the 
freight cars or freight houses of rail 
road stations in this vicinity. The 
letter in question is self-explanatory: 

“Tt is unnecessary to remind you 
of the serious freight congestion that 
exists on all New England freight 
transportation lines. 1 would like, 
however, to urgently call to your at- 
tention one way in which all receivers 
of freight can help to relieve this con- 
gestion. 


“If the manufacturers and’ mer- 
chants in this community will unload 
all incoming freight promptly, there- 
by releasing cars before demurrage 
comes due, and will remove all their 
freight from the freight stations im- 
mediately upon notice of arrival, the 
congested freight conditions will be 
much relieved. We are all seriously 
interested in the business welfare of 
New England, and I urge you to co- 
operate by promptly removing your 
freight from cars and freight stations. 

“IT have recently returned from a 
trip to the west and several states di- 
rectly to the southwest of us, and I 
found that other connecting freight 
lines are withholding shipments to

Membership in the Essex County 
Rifle club is being increased by rapid 
enrolment as the time draws near 
when the club will begin to do some 
actual shooting. In Topsfield alone 
the membership has increased from 
twenty to sixty within the past few 
weeks and the total enrolment of the 
club has nearly reached the two hun- 
dred mark. Within a week or ten 
days the sound of the military rifle 
will be heard in three, and perhaps 
five ranges along the North Shore 
and in the interior of the county. The 
rapid growth of the club which was 
recently established shows the keen 
interest in “preparedness” being taken 
by Essex County men.

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Gardens Along the North Shore

EYERY woman should garden. It is a woman’s work. 

It means youth and health, and strength for a woman. 
It gives an even development to use the cultivator and i 
keeps one slender. Gardening is much better than games. 
Anyone who plays tennis a great deal, for instance, has 
one shoulder higher than the other, one side is over and 
the other under developed. It is a splendid thing to 
know about gardening if for nothing more than to see 
that one’s gardener does. Think of a first-class gardener, 
a diploma man, doubling back the roots of a valuable rose 
he is going to plant instead of spreading them out!” 

Such were the sentiments of Mrs. Herbert Spencer 
Harde, the successful amateur, who gave a series of Len- 
ten talks last year to New York society women for the 
benefit of the International Child Welfare league. The 
loving and working with flowers she called slavery, “but 
it is such sweet slavery.” 

Mrs. Harde told of her successful gardening on an 
old and secluded spot where there was everything to do 
and a chance to experiment on new lines, her marvelous 
gardens being at their country home in Massachusetts 
near Newburyport. She mentioned summers tried in 
various places, then added: “One year we went to the 
North Shore of Massachusetts, and afterward. | never 
wanted to go anywhere else.” 

How many others have felt the lure of our beautiful 
North Shore and are never quite satisfied with a summer 
spent elsewhere! How many women there are, too, on 
our immediate North Shore who go in for gardening! 

There is Mrs. John 1. Saltonstall (Gladys Durant 
Rice), who has taken a course in landscape gardening and 
who is planning to do original things with their wild and 
woodsy place in Beverly Cove in the near future. 

Then there are the women who go in for prizes and 
win them too at the annual summer flower shows of the 
North Shore Horticultural Society. What beauties those 
delphiniums, gladioli, sweet peas, cosmos, dahlias, pen- 
stemon, phlox and salvia were last year which gave Mrs. 
Frank B. Bemis of Beverly Farms so many prizes! And 
that new geranium, “Mrs. Lester Leland” for which Mrs. 
Leland received a certificate of merit is of special men- 
tion, also her silver medal for a group of begonias, aside 
from other prizes. The special prizes that went to Mrs. 
Henry L. Higginson, who had some notable exhibits; 
to Mrs. Walter D. Denégre for her table decoration in 
sweet peas; the many that went to Mrs. Frank P. Frazier ; 
and those given to Miss Pauline Croll Mrs.4Se-P= Blake, 
Mrs. C. S. Hanks, Mrs. E. S. Grew, Mrs. T. J. Coolidge, 
Jr., Mrs. George E. Cabot, Mrs. C. H. Dalton, Mrs. Gor- 
don Abbott, Mrs. E. C. Fitch, Mrs. Boylston A. Beal, 
Mrs. Lathrop Brown and Mrs. H. $. Grew, 2d—all these 
are evidence of the “sweet slavery” spirit in our midst. 

And then the gardens as a whole—who would under- 
take the task of passing upon them and saying which one 
excelled more than another? All are different and each 
excells in its own peculiar style of beauty and arrange- 
ment. A visit to “Uplands” that beautiful and expansive 
garden of the Frank P. Fraziers, so charitably situated 
on the public highway, would almost naturally lead one to 


think that here is the garden that should be given the first 
prize. But how about those delicious, small, bewitching 
gardens such as ‘““Pompey’s Garden,” on the Pride’s Cross- 
ing home of Mrs. Quincy A. Shaw, Jr.; the Italian garden 
on the estate of the Hon. T. Jefferson Coolidge on Cool- 
idge’s Point; that wonderfully rich and impressive Italian 
garden at “Dawson Hall,” the Beverly Cove home of 
Mrs. Robert D. Evans. All of these have a distinct 
charm which the larger gardens cannot overshadow. 
The gardens of the Hooper estate (now Mrs. Lathrop 
Brown’s) at West Manchester, have always been noted 
among the beautiful ones of the North Shore. They were 
enjoyed last year by the John Markles of New York. 
Over Smith’s Point way in Manchester the gardens of 
Mrs. Boylston A. Beal, George R. White and Mrs. W. 
Scott Fitz and that charming garden of the W. A. Tuckers 
seen upon entering Manchester are very noticeable. Two 
small gardens which attract by their old fashioned flowers 
belong to Mrs. William H. Coolidge, at Blynman Farm 
and to Mrs. S. V. R. Crosby at “Apple Trees.” And then 
the roses—who can ever forget those seen at Mrs. 
Crosby’s, Mrs. George F. Willett’s, Mrs. William B. Walk- 
er’s and Mrs. Lester Leland’s? One artistic little garden 
lawn in Manchester worthy of considerable notice was 


that at “The Plains’ enjoyed last summer by the Ran- 


dolph F. Tuckers of Chestnut Hull. 

_ At Beverly Farms the ideal of all gardens seems to 
be found at last on the Haven estate, the home of Miss 
M. E. Haven and Mrs. Franklin Haven. Here is a garden 
to rest in, a garden to enjoy for its esthetic beauty. 
Other fine gardens belong to Mrs. Albert J. Beveridge, 
Mrs. Frank B. Bemis, Mrs. John Caswell, Mrs.. Sydney 
E. Hutchinson, Mrs. Joseph Leiter and Mrs. George Lee. 
Perhaps the queen of all North Shore gardens is located 
at Beverly Farms, for here is found the famous Spauld- 
ing gardens, so-called, noted not only for their beauty, 
but for the fine commercial greenhouses whose products 
are the wonder of the Shore. The gardens were former- 
ly the property of W. S. and J. T: Spaulding. 

At Pride’s Crossing, the garden at “Eagle Rock,” the 
magnificent summer home of the Henry C. Fricks of New 
York, is another of the North Shore gardens placed by 
the roadside in view of all passers-by. That it is beauti- 
ful and enjoyable to look at goes without saying. <A 
friend of Mrs, William H. Moore has quaintly remarked 
that heaven could hold no more adorable beauty than that 
seen in the garden at “Rockmarge.’ The wealth and 
richness of the flowers and that charming willow walk 
are striking features at this estate. Among other 
gardens of interest are those at “The Pines,” the home 
of the Philip S. Sears and at “Ledgewood,” the Montser- 
rat home of Mrs. Henry W. Peabody, at whose place the 
roses are a riot of beauty in their time. 

At Beverly Cove the gardens belonging to the Thomas 
P. Beals, Dudley L. Pickmans, and Mrs. Joseph H. Tyler 
are unusually interesting. 

Over Ipswich way are the noted Barnard gardens 
from which Mr. Barnard has gained many noteworthy 
prizes and which have been for a long time the mecca for 
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all sightseers in that region. Mrs. Richard T. Crane, Jr., 
takes a great interest in her garden at Castle Hill and it 
is said makes a special trip early in the spring from her 
Chicago home to supervise the laying out of the garden.

At Eastern Point, Gloucester, the most extensive 
garden belongs to Miss M. L. Davison of New York. 
Mrs. John Clay at “Finisterre” raises many pretty flowers 
on her rocky home on the tip-end of the Point. 

The McQuesten gardens at Marblehead Neck ‘have 
long come in for their share of admiration among the

WRITING to the Springfield Republican George ‘T. 

Odell, the Washington correspondent, tells of the 
appreciation being shown in Congress of the work of 
John Hays Hammond, Jr., of Gloucester, in developing 
the radio-controlled torpedo. Mr. Hammond has sold to 
the United States Government all of the patents—128 in 
number—and the exclusive rights to a device for control- 
ling the courses of torpedoes by radio-dynamic forces, 
either from the shore or from aeroplanes. The torpedoes 
will have a maximum range of 28 miles from shore. He 
will receive $750,000 for his invention, the price being 
fixed by a board of military and naval experts without 
bargaining on his part. ‘The sum is said to represent but 
little more than he spent in developing the device. 

John Hays Hammond, Jr., is 26 years old, and has 
been working on the device for eight years, beginning 
while he was in college. Many foreign countries have 
conducted experiments with the view of developing a 
controlling device for an explosive missile, but all have 
been unsuccessful. Young Hammond studied their 

nethods before arriving at the conclusion that wireless 
control was the only practicable method. Soon after the 
announcement of the success of his radio torpedo a for- 
eign government is said to have offered him a fabulous 
price for the secret, but he refused to consider the offer, 
declaring that no amount of money would tempt him ‘to 
give preference to any but his native land. The money 
for the experiments was contributed by the young man’s 
illustrious father, John Hays Hammond, the famous 
mining engineer. 

Young Hammond some time ago demonstrated the 
torpedo before a sub-committee of Congress. Army and 
Navy officers have viewed the tests of the torpedo off the 
Gloucester shore and have advised the members of Con- 
gress that the Government should purchase the device for 
the control of the torpedo at any price. The new inven- 
tion means that the coasts of the United States will be 
practically invulnerable to attack from foreign vessels. 

So great was the impression made upon Congressmen 
by the act of the young inventor in refusing uncondition- 
ally offers of foriegn governments for his secret, that a 
movement is afoot to give him a vote of thanks of Con- 
gress. The vote is expected by the end of this week. 
The honor of a vote of thanks of Congress is rarely be- 
stowed and never, the records show, has a person so 
young been thus honored,

“listening in” on wireless messages can be prevented. The 
device also is to become the exclusive property of the 
United States and is included in the price paid for the 
128 patents. This is perhaps the greatest sacrifice he has 
made, parting with that device, because it undoubtedly 
has great commercial value.

He advised that the women 
of the household be instructed to make it a practice of 
life to place every night over the foot of the bed or in 
a handy place a bathrobe or mackintosh that can be found 
readily in the dark. Celar closets, rubbish heaps, sulphur 
matches and oily rags all came in for their share of con- 
demnation. The lecture was interesting and informing 
and the large attendance assures that the words of in- 
struction will be given publicity. In presenting such in- 
teresting and educational programs the Brotherhood is 
doing a valuable and commendable piece of community 
social service work.

Tur Activities of Present WiLson last week 
were dramatic. The State Department became con- 
vinced by the facts in hand that the Imperial. German 
Government had not relented and that the submarine war- 
fare was being flagrantly continued in the face of inter- 
national law and the claims of humanity. The many 
notes sent by the President have been skilfully answered, 
the issue evaded and the war continued. The President 
was within his rights in issuing the final note and acted 
wisely in calling Congress together, reading to the joint 
session of the House and Senate his position on the 
mooted question. ‘The note to Germany was not equi- 
vocal. The patience of President Wilson has been un- 
bounded and when the crisis came he did not shrink from 
the task. Germany cannot receive the note with any 
degree of enthusiasm for it is a caustic criticism of the 
spirit of the Government and accuses them of breaking 
the international law and violating the laws of humanity. 
Such a course on the part of our Government cannot 
fail to be embarrassing. It is difficult for America to 
understand the German processes of thinking that wouid 
permit such organized efforts to violate the rights of neu- 
trals, but the facts stand. The Imperial Government is 
determined to continue the strife and the people are 
pacified with the excuse, military necessity. It is difficult 
to foresee what Germany will do. It will be expedient 
for her to spar for time as the President gave no time 
limit. It would seem that Germany must either accede 
to the demands of this Government and discontinue the 
submarine warfare or else refuse to accede to the de- 
mands of the Government and accept with it the conse- 
quences which at least will mean the breaking off of 
Germany has the issue in hand 
and will consider the matter well. Will Germany’s best 
interests at this conjuncture be best served by continuing 
in the face of all neutral opposition or is it advisable to 
discontinue the war? ‘These are Germany’s questions. 
No one in America can answer for Germany. There is 
nothing that can be done but wait. 


BEFORE THE State LeCISLATURE at the present time 
there is a bill to appropriate $150,000 for the erection of 
buildings on the site purchased last year in Belchertown 
for schools for feeble-minded. There are about 15,000 
feeble-minded persons in Massachusetts and only accom- 
modations for about 3000 at the various state institutions 
for feeble-minded. Approximately 12,000 are at large, 
in insane hospitals or in prisons where they do not be- 
long. ‘The need of the schools is too apparent to permit 
debate and, having taken a step in the right direction by 
purchasing the site, the legislature will undoubtedly ap- 
propriate the necessary amount. 


Ir Takes A MAN oF CouracE to veto a bill like the 
Sunday Tabernacle bill, as Governor McCall did yester- 
day. Right is right. An ounce of “safety first” preven- 
tion is worth a pound of “take-a-chance”’ cure. 


Tuk VERDUN CAMPAIGN does not show any great 
gains either for the allies or for the Germans, 
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“Goop Roaps EvERyYWHERE,” is the slogan of the 
National Highways association, which is back of a cam- 
paign to build one hundred thousand miles of National 
highways. The stupendous untertaking calls for the ex- 
penditure of approximately $375,000,000, or the equiva- 
lent of the cost of the Panama Canal. Comparison of the 
value of these two great means of travel is made by the 
association. It: maintains that the national government 
is justified in expending an amount for good roads equal 
to that spent on the great canal project because 99 per- 
cent of the people will benefit from the construction of 
national highways. The program is an ambitious one 
and its execution would undoubtedly mean greatly im- 
proved facilities for transportation, communication and 
ational unity. At first thought the cost is appalling, but 
when it is considered that the federalization of highways 
will remove a great burden from the states, counties and 
many towns, the cost does not seem prohibitive. States 


- may have a voice in determining routes in their territory, 


and yet a more systematic plan will be carried out under 
national supervision than under the present method. 
Roads planned for the benefit of the entire country have 
greater value for defense in time of war and for com- 
merce and travel in time of peace. Aside from the dan- 
ger of the “Pork Barrel” intruding itself into the build- 
ing program, the argument seems to be all in favor of a 
national system of highways. We here in New England 
have little conception of the poor highways—lack of 
highways, in fact—in other sections of the country. 
There is a great opportunity for federalized action along 
this line. 


A Crrcuiar ApprEssED to the members of Congress 
and the American public has been issued by the Bethle- 
hem Steel Company in argument against the proposed 
establishment of a Government Armor factory. The 
company maintains that its armor department has been 
operated for the benefit of the Government as a loss for 
a number of years, that the United States has bought 
its armor plate cheaper than foreign countries, that the 
company will agree to furnish armor plate at any price 
the government will pay and that its earning and opera- 
tions have been misrepresented by its enemies for years. 
One fact stated admits of no argument: the establishment 
of a government armor factory would mean the crippling 
of the private industries and in time of war the govern- 
ment factory with its proposed capacity of 20,000 tons a 
year would be inadequate. In fact under the estimates 
already fixed 24,000 tons a year are required. In the 
event of an increased estimate through “preparedness” 
acts the government factory would be hopelessly out of 
the running. 


Av tue Mass Mervtinc held in Boston on Wednes- 
day evening Grafton Cushing said that every American 
inadvertently has profited by the war by increased busi- 
ness and the gains thereof, by increased wages or by 
increased values of or dividends from investments and 
that these increased incomes to Americans places upon 
us a special duty to assist the organizations seeking to al- 
leviate suffering abroad. The argument is a good one 
and America is rising to the task with commendible en- 
thusiasm. 


THERE ARE PROBABILITIES now that the anthracite 
coal labor conditions may cause a strike. The eight weeks 
agreement is about ended and no adjustment of differ- 
ences has been agreed upon by the operators and work- 
men. 
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AMERICAN ScHoots are the subject of continual criti- 
cism from a great variety of sources, seldom intelligent, 
usually prejudiced. There is much criticism by persons 
for social, economical and religious reasons, but not 
enough for the sake of fundamental educational improve- 
ment. That there is something which the American 
schools do no supply is acknowledged by educators, and 
a pamphlet is being prepared by the Bureau of Education 
containing the suggestions of Dr. Charles W. Eliot, presi- 
dent emeritus of Harvard University, relative to educa- 
tional deficiencies of the American schools. American 
schools, says Dr. Eliot, do not pay enough attention to the 
observational studies, such as the fundamental trades, cr 
to the sense-training studies of fine art. The use of ma- 
chinery has impared the educational value of many trades 
and the secondary schools do not provide enough oppor- 
tunity for the acquiring of skill of eye, ear or hand. In 
city schools this educator recommends manual training 
which would equip the student with an all-around ac- 
quaintance with tools and supply a sound body. In rural 
high schools he advocates agriculture as the best supple- 
mentary training. Dr. Eliot says, “Drawing and mus‘c 
are still regarded by many teachers and educational ad- 
ministrators as trival fads, whereas they are important 
features in the outfit of every human being who means to 
be cultivated, efficient and rationally happy.” When Dr. 
Wliot speaks it is with authority and his suggestions sel- 
dom fall on barren ground. 


Sravistics oF THE Massacnusrrrs Department of 
Health show that there were 10,000 babies died, under 
one year of age, in the Commonwealth last year. It is 
estimated that one-half of these deaths were preventable. 
This waste of human life is appalling to many thinking 


‘people and a determined campaign is under way to save 


the babies of Massachusetts. The department of health 
is the medium of the campaign and is co-operating with 
local boards of health and other organizations in arousing 
interest in the babies.. The meeting in the Price school, 
Manchester, this week was a part of the campaign to 
teach children, mothers and fathers how to keep well. 
Of course it is apparent that the highest mortality rate 
among infants is in the cities, but it is unfortunately true 
that the number of deaths even in the rural and suburban 
communities is greater than it should be and greater than 
it would be if more intelligent care was given to infants 
and growing children. Manchester takes pride in the 
fact that it is far below the average in infant mortality, 
but should look forward to the time when it will lead the 
state in conserving the health and lives of its babies. 


Ir rp AccoMPLISHED nothing else, the Massachusetis 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children during 
the year past has at least made a systematic analysis of 
approximately two thousand cases which have been han- 
dled. In 1033 instances, or 56 percent of the cases under 
observation, intemperance was found to be the cause of 
trouble in the home. Physical neglect, non-support and 
immorality in the order named were the next important 
causes for the intervention of the society on behalf of the 
children. Although 35 years ago the work of the society 
consisted in the protection of children from physical 
cruelty this abuse has decreased to such an extent that 
only 113 instances were found among the cases handled 
last year. The society has turned its efforts to a study 
of social degeneracy and is making a careful analysis and 
a detailed record of its findings.

LESS the man (or was it a wo- 
man?) who started the modera- 

tion movement in grammar and high 

school graduations! Extravagance 
and display, that were in every way 
opposed to the circumstances of the 
graduates and to the ideals of sim- 
plicity and modesty with which they 
were supposed to be starting out in 
the road of life, were growing more 
and more noticeable and, if I may add 
this, offensive, to soundly thinking 
people. Graduation became a season 
of worry for mothers and their anxi- 
ous daughters that the latter should 
not be outshone by their classmates. 
The poorer girls in the public schools 
strove to have their frocks and “fix- 
ings” equally as fine as those of their 
wealthier sisters and in the competi- 
tion for the prettiest silk dress, the 
daintiest slippers, the finest lingerie, 
or the most expensive evening coat, 
scholastic attainments counted for 
little or nothing. This, at a time 
when the young girl’s mind should be 
directed toward the less material 
things of life, could not possibly work 

toward anything other than a dim- 

ming of her bright sense of fitness 

and a slumping of her enthusiastic 
ideals. 

And yet, someone will say, perhaps 
the high school graduation will be the 
only commencement the girl will ever 
have. She may be intending to take 
up a business career or, perhaps, she 
will be needed at home. Why then, 
should she not have at least a taste of 
the exciting joys of commencement 
frocks and fineries? Yes, we answer, 
let her graduation outfit this June be 
as pretty, as dainty, and as becoming 
as is possible for her purse, plus her 
ingenuity to get, keeping in mind al- 
ways that the greatest charm of a 
young girl is her simplicity and that, 
lacking that, her commencement 
things will fail of their end and aim. 


Happy is the girl who 1s clever with 
her needle for it is she who can fash- 
ion for herself the exquisitely simple 
garments that every girl desires and 
so few possess. 

It is not only the girl whose ex- 
penditures for graduation must be 
very limited who can well study out 
her individual needs for this interest- 
ing event; the girl whose purse will 
warrant a little more indulgence must 
also do a little planning to insure a 
sensible and successful commence- 
ment gown.

dress are quite out of keeping with 
the meaning of the occasion. The 


frock that is modest and girlish is the » 


one that will lend charm and grace to 
the wearer. 

A very few years ago a small, but 
determined, group of people who had 
seen this. problem of graduation 
clothes worked out with pangs and 
heart burns every year, started the 
movement for simple dressing with 
such excellent results that in some 
places dollar dresses for graduation 
became the popular thing, and in 
more, cotton dresses were * insisted 
upon by thé faculty. Occasionally, 
too, a class would decide to have ail 
its girls wear dresses just alike. These 
sentiments were steps in the right di- 
rection and the young people of the 
country are to be congratulated upon 
the common sense and consideration 
they showed in adopting them so 
promptly. . As to whether graduation 
frocks in any one class should be 
alike, I hesitate to say. Personally, 
I believe that for grammar school 
graduations white skirts with white 
“middies” are good, but for high 
school graduations 1 think little, 
white, tub frocks are a more womait- 
ly as well as more attractive for the 
older girls. As to whether or not a 
price limit Should be set on the frocks, 
I most emphatically say, yes. This 
decision should come from the girls 
themselves, though, and the limit 
should be decided upon by them and 
the details worked out by them. They 
are sure to be interested in the idea 
and honest in carrying it out.

Salads and Salad Dressings. 
HE proof of the salad is in the 
dressing, as the philosopher might 
have said and didn’t. This being so, 
let us see what the essentials of a goo 
dressing are and how they must be 
put together for the best results. 
There is a prejudice with many 
against the use of oil dressings, but 
this prejudice would be largely re- 
moved if the persons using it would 
make sure that the oil is absolutely 
pure and sweet. It need not be olive 
oil, although there is no question but 
that the flavor of olive oil is superior 
to that of other oils. ‘There are other 
vegetable oils such as cotton-seed oil, 
that are nutritious and, if sold under 
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the right name and at a reasonable 
price, are not ‘objectionable. 

French Dressing—One-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon pepper, 
three tablespoons olive oil, and one 
tablespoon vinegar, preferably tarra- 
gon. (Some prefer to use a little 
onion juice in French dressing and 


some prefer to vary the proportion ~ 


of oil to vinegar.) . 

Mayonnaise Dressing — One tea- 
spoon mustard, one _ teaspoon 
powdered sugar, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one-quarter teaspoon cayenne, 
mixed in a small bowl. Add the yolks 
of two eggs. Stir well and add, drop 
by drop, one pint olive oil. When the 
dressing is thick, thin it with a few 
drops of lemon juice, and then finish 
by adding lemon and oil alternately, 
using two tablespoons oil. Add two 
tablespoons vinegar last. In case of 
curdling add orie-half teaspoon un- 
_ beaten white of egg or a few drops of 
vinegar. Mayonnaise when mixed 
with vegetables or meat, liquefies, so 
that it should be made stiff enough 
to hold its shape until used. 


Boiled Dressing — One-half cu» 
vinegar, heated in’ top of double 
boiler. Mix thoroughly two teaspoons 
mustard, two teaspoons salt, three 
tablespoons sugar, one-fourth tea- 
spoon cayenne or paprika, two tabte- 
spoons melted butter, one cup cream. 
Pour this mixture on four well beaten 
eggs and then add all to the hot vine- 
gar in the double boiler. Cook care- 
fully, stirring constantly to make sure 
that it does not curdle. Salads 
may be made from green, uncooked 
vegetables, cold, cooked vegetables, 
delicately flavored meats and fish, atid 
fruit, in combination with lettuce or 
cress. Following are a few sugges- 
tions for the less common salads. 


Potato and Salmon Salad — Four 
cups cold, mashed, highly seasoned 
potatoes, one can salmon, Two 
chopped sour pickles, three hard- 
boiled eggs, and mayonnaise dressing 
and lettuce leaves are the ingredients 
required. Two of the eggs are mixed 
with the salmon, pickles and potato 
and some mayonnaise, thinned with 
whipped cream. Serve on_ lettuce 
leaves and garnish with stiff mayon- 
naise and the remaining egg cut in 
slices. 

Potato Salad---One pint of hot po- 
tatoes, cut in small cubes, one table- 
spoon chopped parsley marinate: 
with highly seasoned French dress- 
ing. Place on ice until ready to serve. 
In serving, place potatoes in center 
of dish, garnish with hard-boiled 
egg and beets cut in cubes or fancy 
shapes and celery around the edz2 
and sprinkle more French dressing 
over the whole, Onion or garlic may 


‘as well as in the summer. 


be rubbed around the bowl if the 
flavor is desired; red cabbage, turn- 
ips, diced carrots may also be used 
for garnishing. 

Fruit Salad—Pineapple, cherries 
and strawberries make an excellent 
combination. Remove sections of 
the cherries, saving the juice, and 
hull the berries and mix all together. 
Serve on lettuce leaves with stars of 
mayonnaise dressing. Use equal 
parts of fruit. 


APROPOS? BUS-EINES 


At Tuesday night’s session of the 
Gloucester Municipal ‘Council the 
matter of issuing licenses to “jitney” 
or motor lines to the suburbs came up, 
and an argument was made that these 
licenses be restricted to those owners 
who operate their routes all the year. 

The reasons advanced were that it 
was in the interest of the public ser- 
vice to restrict this business in order 
that adequate service be maintained 
all the year, in the unprofitable winter 
The Mag- 
nolia route was specifically mentioned. 
Here there is no street railway line. 


Some 15 years ago the street railway 


officials endeavored to procure a 
franchise through Western ave., but 
were successfully resisted by the sum- 
mer residents after a stiff fight. Then 
the Board of Aldermen, five constt- 
tuting a majority, had the right of 
franchise disposal. 

Later the State Highway Commis- 
sion took over Western ave. and with 
it the authority to grant franchises. 
The composition of this commission 
was then and is now such as to make 
it a foregone conclusion that it would 
be vain to ask for any street car line 
franchise, no matter how much the 
public or street railway officials de- 
sired such a privilege, and both are as 
much in favor of the project now as 
at any time. | 

The coming of the self-propelled 
motor bus has evidently settled the 
question of cheap and frequent com- 
munication with Magnolia and Man- 
chester. For the past two years two 
competing owners have put on vehi- 
cles for the purpose. One of these 
companies has purchased four of the 
latest type motor vans, and with its 
other vehicles for the purpose says it 
has an investment of $20,000. Both 
companies maintain their schedules 
practically as advertised, the only in- 
terference being in the severe snow- 
storms of March. 

Having this investment, these com- 
panies say that they are forced to 
meet opposition of those who put on 
cars during the summer season, dis- 
continuing their line when the sum- 
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mer travel is over, thus taking the 
“cream” and leaving the “skim milk” 
of the winter season to the all the 
year round lines. 

Another argument is that the all the 
year lines are bonded against accident, 
one in $40,000, thus affording the 
traveling public redress. Thursday 
the Legislature passed a bill making 
compulsory the bonding of any “‘Jit- 
ney” line, no matter for what space 
of time operated, and this will meet 
this argument. This bill also be- 
stowed discretionary powers on Mun- 
icipal Councils and Selectmen. 

The majority of the people of Mag- 
nolia and Manchester, believing in 
competition, heartily indorse the 
arguments advanced to the City Coun- 
cil to restrict licenses to those who 
will operate their vehicles all the 
year, though no effort is being made 
to make this an exclusive franchise 
to one or two lines.—Chas. R. Pringle 
in Boston Globe.

BROTHERHOOD MEETING 


Boston DEputy FIRE CHIEF RELATES 
EXPERIENCES OF 34 YEARS AS. A 
Fire FIGHTER. 


Deputy Chief Daniel F. Sennott of 
the Boston Fire Department, 34 years 
a fire fighter, who has been through 
many of Boston’s worst fires in that 
period, spoke to the largest gathering 
of the Brotherhood this season, in the 
Manchester Baptist church on Mon- 
day evening. The attendance was 
235. Mr. Sennott \-desenibedetne 
equipment of the Boston department 
and told of its development from the 

“hand tub” of 1792 to the motor 
driven, nine-ton steamers of today. 
“We have everything to fight fire 
with,” said Mr. Sennott. “What we 
need most of all is to prevent fires.” 

The meeting was formally desig- 

nated as ‘‘firemen’s night” and invita- 


tions to the officers and members of — 


the fire departments of Rockport, 
Gloucester, Beverly and Beverly 
Farms were accepted by representa- 
tives of those departments. Quite a 
large number from Beverly Farms 
was in attendance. 

As a prelude to the lecture Allyn 
Brown of Gloucester, formerly organ- 
ist at the Manchester Baptist church, 
gave an organ recital, which it was 
regretted could not be extended over 
a longer period, so thoroughly was it 
enjoyed. 

Before showing upon the screen 
the scores of fire scenes, Deputy 
Chief Sennott talked a few minutes 
on fire prevention and gave advice 
regarding the handling of a fire at the 
beginning and before the arrival of 
the firemen. He dwelt upon the im- 
portance of sounding an alarm the 
instant the fire is discovered. Win- 
dows should never be thrown open, 


_ he said, as the air feeds and fans the 


flames. Firemen sometimes break in 
windows, but they do this only when 
they have the equipment at hand to 
back them up. In Boston the firemen 
are as careful of the property in a 
tenement district as they are of a 
residence in the Back Bay. ‘The men 
and officers are responsible to their 
superior officers for any unnecessary 
damage. 

Views of the great Boston fire of 
1872 were shown, the Chelsea fire and 
a number of bad winter fires in Bos- 
ton when men, buildings and appar- 
atus were coated with ices £e Ee 
water towers, fire boats and other 
highly efficient pieces of apparatus 
were shown at work. Big fires in 
New York City were shown. Views 
of many types of apparatus used in 
this and other countries in the past 
and present were thrown on the

screen. ‘Two views of the disastrous 
school fire in Peabody last October 
were explained by Deputy Sennott, 
who told how, by a few preventative 
measures, the catastrophe might have 
been avoided. 

‘In conclusion Mr. Sennott read 
selections from a lecture he has given 
to employes of department stores and 
factories in Boston recently. 

“Don’t unpack glass and silverwar~. 
at Christmas time and throw the ex- 
celsior in a corner of the cellar and 
forget it. A few days later some on? 
will go into the cellar with a lightei 
match and your house will be burn- 
ed,” he said. . 

“Don’t start a fire with kerosene. 

“Don't take a match to look into a 
closet. 

“Don’t leave a lighted gas jet near 
a lace curtain while you are answei- 
ing the telephone in another room. 
A sudden draft may blow the curtain 
into the flame and the next thing you 
know a neighbor will knock-at the 
door and tell you your house 1s afire. 

“Don’t put hot ashes in a wooden 
ash barrel; use metal receptacles. 

“Doent’. keep > matches. in paper 
boxes; use a tin can. 

‘Know where the nearest fire box 
is so that if you get up in the night 
with your house afire you can call the 
department. 

“Don’t telephone, use the alarm 
box. That is what it is for. 

_“Tf you telephone don’t say there ts 

a fire on ‘Main st.,’ or whatever streev 
Pace aiiertie comer or nearest 
corner. The other day a woman call- 
ed the telephone operator at a Boston 
fire station and excitedly yelled that 
there was a fire at 4 Linten st. The 
operator understood it, ‘4 Lincoln st.’ 
When the department arrived, after 
a trip to a point half a mile away, we 
found the cellar there. 

“In a theatre always look around 
for the exifs and know where there 
are two of them before settling down 
to enjoy the play. The same applies 
to staying in a strange hotel. 

“Be charitable with your chief at a 
fire. He is doing the best he can. He 
knows his work better than you do, 
so don’t stand by and criticise. We 
expect it in Boston, but we are well 
paid. You are lucky here to have so 
good a department.” 

Before the lecture Mr. Sennott 
paid a visit to the Manchester fire 


station where he looked over the 
equipment. Following the lecture 


ice-cream was served in the vestry. 
Two new members were added to the 
Brotherhood.

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LETTER FROM CHINA « 


Henry MERRILL, SON OF MR. AND 
Mrs. F. J. Merritt, MANcHES- 
TER, GuEST OF CHINESE Gov- 
gee ERNOR. 

A remarkably interesting letter has 
been received from Henry Merrill, 
son of Mr. and Mrs. F. J. Merrill of 
Manchester, in which he describes a 
visit to the Governor of the Kwang- 
tung Province of China in which the 
city of Canton is located. Mr. Mer- 
rill is a member of the Board of Con- 
servation doing work in China and is 
stationed at Canton. He has had 
some interesting experiences in China. 

Although Mr. Merrill calls Canton 
his headquarters he lives on a house- 
boat. At one time the party had 


Chinese soldiers for servants, but they, 


skipped one day and since then the 
party does its. own cooking. Mr. 
Merrill’s letter regarding the visit to 
the home of the Governor of Kwang- 
tung and his interesting account of 
the reception follows: 

“The civil Governor of Kwangtung 
has been appointed a member of the 
Conservancy Board and as he desired 
to take a ‘look-see’ at the foreign 
staff, he did us the honor of granting 
us an audience on Saturday, March 4. 
Captain Tsao, assistant to Admiral 
Tau took us there. .We left our Yo- 
men at 2.30 and rode in chairs into 
the old city, then through its very 
narrow, crowded, dirty, wet, smelly 
streets to the Governor’s Yomen. 
There we were halted outside by the 
guard while our coolie took our cards 
to the Major Domo. We were then 
admitted to the first courtyard where 
we waited until the Major Domo was 
ready to go in with us. In this first 
courtyard were many dirty-looking 
Chinese soldiers and four mounted 
cannon of rather old style. At the 
entrance to the courtyard are two 
large stone carved lions wearing a 
most hidious grin and painted in 
nearly every color of the rainbow. 

“Finally we started down in with 
the Major Domo, whose coolie pre- 
ceded us, carrying our four cards held 
high over his head like a hand of 
cards. We then entered a big, rather 
barn-like building, went up one flight, 
passed through a circular doorway 
into a small bare room. ‘There was 


a table set with a gorgeous center- 


piece of flowers, plates, knives, forks, 
spoons, champagne glasses, tea and 


plates of cakes and cigarettes and 


cigars. We sat at the table until in a 
few minutes in came His Excellency, 
the Governor, escorted by eight sold- 
iers, the first of whom was bearing a 
bottle of champagne. Captain Tsao 
and the Major Domo kowtowed, but

NEW BEVERLY BRIDGE 

Governor McCall has signed the 
bill authorizing the county commis- 
sioners of Essex county to borrow 
and expend $200,000 for reconstruct- 
ing and widening the Essex bridge 
between Beverly and Salem. Under 
the terms of the act, the Bay State 
street railway company is required to 
pay into the county treasury 10 per 
cent. of the total cost of construction ; 
when this has been paid, the county is 
to pay 40 per cent. of the balance, 
while Salem is to be required to pay 
35 per cent. and Beverly 25 per cent. 

It is provided, however, that the 
street railway company shall pay 50 
per*cent. of the cost of adding 10 
feet to the width of the bridge, the 
balance being divided between the 
cities and the county the same as in 
the construction cost. The bill fur- 
ther provides that “If the said com- 
pany pays into the treasury of the 
said county its proportion of the costs 
and expenses of reconstructing and 
widening said bridge as aforesaid and 
shall enter into an agreement with 
the county commissioners of said 
county to keep that part of the road- 
way on said bridge between its tracks 
and 18 inches outside thereof, in re- 
pair and safe for the public travel 
thereon, the said company shail 
thereupon have, and is hereby grant- 
ed, subject to such terms and condi- 
tions as said county commissioners 
shall impose, a location upon said 
bridge for the construction of two 
lines of track, except on the drawer, 
and for the maintenance of its tracks, 
poles and wires, and the operation of 
its railway thereon.
